Events. The increafing Intereft with

To the general 
Reader thefe Details may be devoid of 
Intereft, but to the philofophical Student of 
Hiftory, they appear of heightened Value, 
as affording the Key to Events not other- 
wife underftood. They give us a Knowl- 
edge of the Capacities, Charad:ers and 
Plans of Commanders. They difplay the

Habits of Caution, Courage and Energy, 
by which they won great Refults, or 
perhaps their Want of thefe Traits, through 
which Deficiency they earned for them- 
felves an inglorious Oblivion, or an odious 
Fame.

The following 
Book contains Col. Wayne's Regimental 
Copy of the daily Orders iffued to the 
Garrifon at Ticonderoga from October, 
1776, to January, 1777, while under the 
Command of Gen. Gates^ and fubfequently 
of Col. Wayne himfelf, and whilft in the 
daily Expectation of hoftile Invafion from 
Canada. It derives Importance from the 
manifold Perils then impending over the 
Northern Frontier, and from the Number

and Character of the Perfons employed 
upon the Service of meeting and repelling 
them. 

The Volume here offered, like that 
concerning Philip's Indian War^ its im- 
mediate Predeceflbr, is largely indebted 
to your liberal Subfcription for its Publi- 
cation, and the Series to which it belongs 
may juftly be traced to the Volume of 
original Papers relating to an interefting 
Period in the Hiftory of Nantucket^ which 
was printed at your Expenfe for gratuitous 
Diftribution. 

The Publifher may venture to indulge 
the Hope, that thefe Volumes will in fbme 
Degree extend our previous Knowledge of 
the Times to which they relate, and place 
beyond the Reach of Oblivion fome Points 
that may illuftrate more fully the Colonial 
and Revolutionary Hiftory of our Country. 
Should this Benefit enfue from his Labours, 
he will confider himfelf in a great Degree 
rewarded, for the Time and Toil beftowed 
in their Preparation. 
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INTRODUCTION. 

THE Effort which Congrefs had made in 
the Year 1776 for the Subjugation of 
Canada having failed, and their Troops being 
wholly expelled from that Province, the Britifh 
Gen, Carleton turned his Attention to the imme- 
diate Invafion of the rebellious Colonies by Way 
of the Lakes. The Provincials were collected in 
great Force at Crown Point, and were abfolute 
Mafters of Lake Champlain, where the Britifh had 
not a fingle VefTel to oppofe them. In order to 
acquire a Superiority upon the Lake it was found 
that no lefs than thirty VefTels would be required, 
and thefe were to be little lefs than created. To 
overcome the Difficulty, fix VefTels of a large Clafs 
which had been built in England, were taken to 
Pieces and tranfported over Land, and afterwards 
dragged up the Rapids of St. Therefe and St John. 
The Fleet which they placed at the Foot of the 
Lake by this flupendous Undertaking, confifled of 
a Gondola weighing thirty Tons, thirty Long-boats, 
a Number of Flat-boats of confiderable Burden, and 
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2 IntroduSiion. 

more than four hundred Batteaux. To aid the 
Seamen and Soldiers in this difficult Labour, the 
Peafants and Farmers of Canada were taken from 
their Fields and compelled by Force to affift the 
Work ; and by thefe extraordinary Means, the En- 
terprife was completed in three Months. The 
Importance of the Objeft, and the Shortnefs of the 
Time that would be left for military Operations, 
from the Latenefs of the Seafon, were Motives that 
haftened the Labour and Diligence with which 
this Armament was equipped, to fuch a Degree, 
that the principal Veffel, carrying three Mafts and 
eighteen Twelve-pounders, was finiflied in twenty- 
eight Days from the laying of the Keel, and com- 
pletely rigged and fitted for Adtipn. They ft ill 
entertained a Hope of wintering in Albany. 

In the Beginning of Odtober the Fleet was in 
Readinefs. It confifted, exclufive of the Ship al- 
ready mentioned, of 2 ftout Schooners, one mount- 
ing 14, the other 12 Six-pounders, i large flat- 
bottomed Radeau, with 6 Twenty-four and 6 
Twelve-pounders, and i Gondola with 8 Nine- 
pounders ; 20 Veflfels of lefTer Size, called Gun- 
boats, carried each a brafs Piece of Ordnance, from 
9 to 24 Pounders, or were armed with Howitzers, 
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and feveral Long-boats were equipped in the fame 
Manner. Befides thefe, there was a great Number 
of Boats and Tenders of various Sizes, to ferve as 
Tranfports for the Troops, Baggage, warlike Stores, 
Provifions, and all the other Appurtenances of the 
Army, that was to be conveyed over the Lake 
under the Proteftion of this Fleet The Arma- 
ment was conduced by Capt. Pringle, and the 
Fleet navigated by above 700 prime Seamen, and 
armed by an efficient Corps of Artillery. 

The naval Force of the Provincials was entirely 
inadequate to meet this extraordinary military and 
naval Equipment. Their Lift amounted to no 
more than 1 5 Veflels, the largeft of which was a 
Schooner mounting 12 Six and Four-pounders. 
They prepared themfclves, however, for the En- 
covmter, and endeavoured to fupply the Deficiency 
of Strength by Dexterity of Management. " When 
'* we confider the Difficulties on their Part," fays 
Burke,(^) " we think it not juft to deny the 
" Americans the Praife of having combatted and 
" in part overcome them, with an Affiduity, Per- 
" feverance, and Spirit, which did not in the leaft 
" fall fhort of what had been employed againft

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" them/' Their whole Fleet confifted of 2 
Schooners, i Sloop, i Cutter, 3 Galleys, and 8 
Gondolas. They were commanded by Gen. 
Arnold, who was now to fupport upon a new 
Element, that Renown which he had acquired on 
Land in the Canada Expedition. 

On the nth Odtober, Gen. Carleton, at the 
Head of the Britifh Fleet, came up with the Pro- 
vincial Armament. It was drawn up with great 
Skill between an Ifland and the Main-land, in 
order to prevent the Britifti from furrounding it. 
The American Squadron had been increafed fince 
leaving Crown Point, and confifted of 3 Schoon- 
ers, 2 Sloops, 3 Galleys and 8 Gondolas.( ^) Thefe 
bore an aggregate Battery of 55 Guns, and were 
armed by 350 gallant and determined Men, who 
had, however, little or no Experience in naval Af- 
fairs.( * ) An Adtion now began which lafted fome 
Hours, and was maintained with equal Courage on 
both Sides. The Britifti being unable to bring their 
largeft Veflels into Adtion oq account of the un- 
favourable Wind, were forced to draw them off", 
and come to Anchor in a Line to be ready for a

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frcfli Attack on a Change of Wind. From the Loft 
that had befallen the Provincials they became con- 
vinced that they would be unable to ftand an Attack 
of the whole Britifh Fleet ; their beft Schooner having 
been burnt, and a Gondola funk. They therefore 
took the Opportunity which the unufual Darknefs 
afforded to make their Efcape, and withdrew with 
fo much Secrecy that their Departure was unper- 
ceived, and at Break of Day were out of Sight. 
The Britifh purfued them with fuch Expedition, 
however, that on the fecond Day they were over- 
taken and compelled to come to Adlion in their 
Defence, a few Leagues fhort of Crown Point. A 
warm Engagement enfued, and continued about 
two Hours, during which thofe Veffels that were 
in Advance crowded Sail and paffing Crown Point 
efcaped to Ticonderoga. Only two GaUeys and 
five Gondolas remained with Arnold, with which 
he made an intrepid Stand ; but his Second in 
Command, Brig. Gen. Waterbury,( ^ ) being taken

Trumbull for Promotion 

In 1775 he was appointed Colonel as a Man who behaved at all Times 
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with his Galley, and the others making but a faint 
Refiftance, he run his Fleet afhore with fo much 
Skill and Dexterity as to land his Men fafely and 
blow up all his Veflels, in fpite of every Effort which 
the Britifh made to prevent both. He remained on 
Board his Veffel and kept her Colours flying till (he 
was on fire, to prevent the Enemy from boarding 
her and flriking them. 

Thus the naval Force of the Provincials was 
completely broken, a Galley and three fmall VefTels 
being all that efcaped to Ticonderoga, The Gar- 
rifon at Crown Point, having deflroyed whatever 
they could not carry away, evacuated it and with- 
drew alfo to Ticonderoga. 

After taking PoflTeflion of the Ruins of Crown 
Point, Gen. Carleton(^) fent Parties forward to re-

Accounts in Expedition to Long

(1) Guy Carleton belonged 
to an antient Family in the County 
of Enniikillen, Ireland, and was 
bom in the Year 1722. He en- 
tered the Guards at an early Period 
and continued in that Corps until 
1748, when he was promoted to 
be Lieutenant-Colonel of the 7 2d 
Regiment, He afterwards ferved in 
the Seven Years War and^ wjjs 
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connoitrc Ticondcroga, and Veflcls approached it 
within Cannon-fhot, to examine the Nature of 
the Channel But for prudential Reafons he re- 
folved to condu£t his Army back to Canada, to 



Aid-de-Camp to the Duke of Cum- 
berland during the Campaign in 
Germany in 1757, on the 1 8th of 
June of which Year he was com- 
miHioned Captain-Lieutenant of 
the I ft Foot Guards, and in 1758, 
Lieutenant-Colonel of the 70th 
Foot. When Wolfe was appointed 
to command the Expedition againft 
Quebec, he nominated Lieut-Col. 
Carleton as his Quarter^Mafter- 
General, but the King at firft re- 
fufcd to fign the Commiffion, 
Carleton having made himfelf ob- 
noxious to the Court by fome un- 
guarded ExprefHons he let fall con- 
cerning the Hanover Troops. Pitt, 
however, infifted on a Compliance 
with Wolfe's Recommendation, and 
Carlcton's Commiffion was figncd. 
He commanded the Grenadiers 
during that Campaign, and next 
fervcd in 1761 in the Expc- 
didon againft Belle-Ifle as Brigadier- 
General, having been honoured with 
that Rank on the Spot on which he 
received his firft Wound from the 
Enemy, and was mendoned after- 
wards in very flattering Terms in the 
Public Defpatches. On the 19th 
Feb., 1 762, he was advanced to the 
Rank of Colonel in the Army, and 
foon after embarked for Havana 
as Quarter-Mafter-General, in 



which Expedidon he was again 
wounded. On the 7th April, 
1 766, he was appointed Lieutenant- 
Governour, and on the 1 2th April, 
1768, Govemour of Quebec. In 
1770, he returned to England ; 
on the 2d April, 1771, was ap- 
pointed Colonel of the 47th Re- 
giment, and on 25th May, 1772, 
Major-General. When the cele- 
brated Quebec Bill was brought 
forward, Major-Gen. Carleton was 
examined at the Bar of the Houfe 
of Commons and contributed much 
towards the PaiTage of that Law, 
under which he was appointed 
Governour-General of the Province 
of Quebec, 29th Auguft, 1774. 
He returned to Canada in the Fall 
of the fame Year and having faved 
the Province on the Invafion of the 
Americans in 1775, was rewarded 
by being appointed a Knight of the 
Bath, 6ih July, 1776. He refigned 
his Government and returned to 
England in 1778, when he was 
nominated one of the Commiffion- 
crs of Public Accounts. In 178 1 
he was appointed to fucceed Sir 
Henry Clinton as Commander-in- 
Chief in America, and foon after 
his Arrival in New York broke up 
the Band of American Loyalifts 
whofe Condud had given Umbrage 
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winter, with a View to opening the Campaign in 
the Spring with renewed Vigour,(^) 

This was the Condition of Affairs when this 
Orderly Book commences, four Days after the 
difaftrous Battle on the Lake, The Provincial 
Forces were ftrongly entrenched, under General 
Gates and General Schuyler, and able to main- 
tain their Pofition againfl the Enemy, had he been 
diipofed to attack it. 



to the Wdl-difpofcd. He had the 
Credit alfo of having done every 
Thing in his Power to foften the 
Rigours of War and to conciliate the 
Minds of the Americans. In this 
Situation he continued until Peace was 
eftablifhed, when after an Interview 
with General Wafhington he eva- 
cuated New York and once more 
went back to England in 1783. 
It having been rcfolvcd to put the 
Britifli Pofleffions in North Ameri- 
ca under the Direftion of a Gov- 
emour-General, Sir Guy Carleton, 
was gazetted to that Office on the 
nth April, 1786. He was 
created Lord Dorcheftcr 21ft 
Auguft following, and arrived in 
Quebec 23d 06lober of the fame 
Year, accompanied by the Hon. 
William Smith, the Hiftorian of 
New York, as Chief Juftice of the 
Province. He adminiftered the Af- 
fairs of that Government until the 
Paflage of the Britifh Aft of 1791 



which divided Canada into two 
diftind Provinces, and embarked 
for England on the 1 7th of May 
of that Year, having been promoted 
in 1 790 to be Colonel of the 4th 
Dragoons. After his Return to 
England he pafled the Remainder of 
his Life in Retirement in the Coun- 
try, and died fuddenly at his Seat 
in Berkfhire on the loth Novem- 
ber 1808, aged 86 Years. At the 
Time of his Death Lord Dorchei- 
ter was a General in the Army, 
Colonel of the Queen's own Dra- 
goons and Governour of Fort Char- 
lemont in Ireland.

Jay. In June, 1775, he joined the 
Army, then invefting the Town of 
Bofton, as a Volunteer in a Rifle 
Company, to the Command of 
which he was chofen in Auguft. 
In November, he was appointed 
Firft Major of the 2d Regiment, of 
which the venerable John Jay was 
Colonel, but as publick Duties of an 
important Charader pre^'ented die 
Affumption of the Command by Mr. 
Jay, it devolved upon Major Lewis. 
In June, 1776, he accompanied 
General Gates into Canada as Chief 
of his Suff*, and was foon after 
appointed Quarter-Mafter-Gencral 
for the Northern Department, with 
the Rank of Colonel, and was fub- 
fequendy at Ticondcroga (then 
hourly expe^ng an Attack from 
General Carleton), undl its eva- 
cuation in July, 1777. During 
the following Month, he was 
prefent at the Defeat of Bur- 
goyne, and was appointed to receive 
the Bridfh Troops after their Sur- 
render. In 1778 he was with Gene- 
ral Clinton, on an Expedidon to the 



Valley of the Mohawk, againft a 
ftrong Force of Bridfh Regulars, 
Butler's, Caldwell's and McKay's 
partifan Corps and Brant's Savages. 
At Scone Arabia, he led the Advance 
againfl the Enemy, who were 
g^llandy attacked and enurely routed, 
and in 1780 he accompanied Gov- 
ernor Clinton to Crown Point to 
intercept a Corps of Britifh Troops. 
At the Conclufion of the War he 
was appointed Colonel Command- 
ant of a Corps of Volunteer Mili- 
da, and had the Honour of efcordng 
General Wafhington at his firft 
Inauguration as Prefident of the 
United States. He now refumed 
the Pradlice of the Law, and in the 
Courfe of fucceeding Years was 
twice elefted to the Aflcmbly. In 
1 79 1 he was appointed Attorney- 
General, and m 1804 he was 
eleded Govemour of die State of 
New York, which Office he held 
for one Term ; and in 1 8 1 o he was 
chofen a Member of the State 
Senate by a larger Majority than 
had ever before been given. He

took an adtive Part in the laft War, 
and in May, 1812, was appointed 
Quarter-Maftcr-General of the 
Army of the United Slates, with 
the Rank of a Brigadier, and on the 
fubfequent InHitution of a Cartel for 
the Exchange of Prifoncrs, advanced 
a large Sum of Money for their 
Relief from his private Means, as the 
Government were unable to procure 
a fufficient Sum in Currency which 
would be received in Canada, in Dif- 
charge of the Debts they had con- 
traded, and to provide the neceflary 
Means for their Conveyance from 
Quebec to the United Sutes. He alfo 
advanced Money to Colonel Wilcox, 
to enable him to fufill his Engage- 
ments to a Corps he had raifed in 
Canada, by Permiffion of the Ge- 
neral Government. While refer- 
ring to thefe Evidences of his gene- 
rous Difpofition and pablick Spirit, 
it may be added that he remitted a 
large Amoimt of Rents to fuch of his 
Tenants as had ferved during the 
War, either in the Militia or regular 
Army. In March, 1 8 1 3, he was pro- 
moted, to the Rank of Major-Gene- 
ral, and ordered to the Niagara 



Fronder ; and on the 27th April 
made a fucceflTlil Defcent on the 
Britifh Side of the Niagara River, 
near Fort George. In the follow- 
ing Year he was entrufted with the 
Organization of the Defence of the 
City of New York, then daily under 
the Expeflation of an Attack, which 
was diverted to the City of New 
Orleans, and eventuated in the glo- 
rious Victory of the 8th January, 
1 8 1 5 . His laft Appearance in publick 
Life was on the 2 2d February, 1832, 
when at the Requefl of the Corpo- 
ration of New York, he delivered an 
Orarion in Honour of General 
Walhington at the Celebradon of 
the centennial Anniverfary of his 
Nadvity. He died in the City of 
New York on the 7th of April, 
1844, aged 90, having acquired 
the Charader of a Gallant Soldier, 
an Accomplilhed Statefman, a Be- 
nevolent Man and a Good Cidzen ; 
who to the Amenidesof a Gendeman 
added the Attainments of a Scholar.

(2) Christopher Pellisser was 
appointed Engineer with the Rank 
of Lieutenant-Colonel, and diredled 
to repair to New York, 29th July, 
1776.

( 8 ) John Trumbull was bom 
at Lebanon, Connecticut, 6th June, 
1756, and was the Son of Jonadian 
Trumbull, for many Years Chief 
Magifbate of that State. Immedi- 
ately after the Batde of Lexington, 
he attached himfelf to the Patriot 
Forces in the Capacity of Adjutant 
of the ift Connedlicut Regiment. 
On the Arrival of Gen. Waihington 
at Bofton, fubfequent to the Batde of 
Bunker Hill, Mr. Trumbull, dien an 
accompliihed Draughdinan, iketch-

cd a Plan of the Enemy's Worb, 
with {o much Accuracy as to fecure 
the favourable Notice of the General, 
who foon after appointed him to the 
Poft of Second Aid-de-Camp. He 
retained this Situation but a ihort 
Time before he was appointed 
Major of Brigade at Rozbnry. In 
June, 1776, Gen. Gates, then pro- 
moted to the Rank of Major-Gcn- 
eral, with the Command of the 
Northern Department, comprehend- 
ing Canada and the Canadian Fron- 
tiers, appointed Major Trumbull 
his Adjutant, with the Rank of 
Colonel. After fome Months of 
arduous and efficient Service, the 
Refufal of the Condnental Congrefs 
to date his Commiflion from the 
Time of his Appointment by Gen. 
Gates, induced Col. Trumbull to 
retire from the Army. Thus ter- 
minated his military Career, Feb- 
ruary 22d, 1777. (Blak^s Biog. 
DUlionary.) He was appointed 
Deputy-Adjutant-General of the 
Northern Department, 12th Sep- 
tember, 1776; Refignation accept- 
ed, 19th April, 1777; Setdement 
of Accounts approved and confirm- 
ed, 13th May, 1777. (Journals 
Congrefs,) On his Return from 
Lebanon he refumed his Pencil ; and 



fubfequendy, having fucceeded, 
through the Mediation of Sir John 
Temple, in obtaining Permiflion 
from the Britiih Government to 
reAde in London, for the Purpofe 
of iludying Painting under Mr. 
Weft, he repaired to that Metropo- 
lis. The News of Amold*8 Treafon 
and the Execution of Major Andre 
determined the Englifh Government 
to adopt retaliatory Meafures, and 
Col. Trumbull, die deftincd Vidim 
of their Revenge, was arretted for 
High Treafon. He was treated 
with courteous Confideration, and 
the King was prevailed upon by 
Mr. Weft to give the royal Promifc, 
that, in the worft poflible Contin- 
gency, his Life fhotild be fafe. His 
Confinement was, however, pro- 
tracted to eight Months, at die Ex- 
piration of which he was liberated. 
Before the Treaty of Peace was 
concluded, he returned to America ; 
but in 1784, he rejoined Mr. Weft, 
and devoted himfelf with great Affi- 
duity to his favourite Profeffion. In 
1794 he was appointed by Mr. 
Jay, Secretary of the Million to 
Great Britain, which Poft he occu- 
pied until the Conclufion of the 
Treaty. In 1796 he received the 
Appointment of Fifth Commiffioner 
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Pofts. The Commanding Officers of Artillery on 
each Side is to take care, that a Man is conftantly 
ready in the Different Redoubts to give thefe 
Signals. 

Brigadier Gen, Arnold( ^ ) will take the Com- 



from the Commiffioners appointed 
to carry into Execution the fcventh 
Article of the Treaty, and his 
oiefiil Labours in that Capacity 
confUtute a Part of his Country's 
Hiftory. In 1817, the Reputation 
which Col. Trumbull had acquired 
as an Ardft induced the Congrefs 
of the United States to fecure his 
Services in executing the fplendid 
Paintings of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, the Surrender at Sara- 
toga, the Surrender oi Comwallis, 
and the Refignation of Gen. Wafh- 
ington at Annapolis, which adorn 
the Rotunda of the Capitol at 
Wafhington. The Trumbull Gal- 
lery, at Yale College, contains 
fifty-five Pidlures, painted by this 
great Ardft, and is one of the moft 
interefting ColledHons of which our 
Country can boafl. Thefe Paint- 
ings were prefented Co the Inllitu- 
tion in Confideration of an Annuitv 
of $1,000, to be paid to Col. 
Trumbull during his Life. It was 
ftipulated that the Profits of their 
Exhibidon, after his Deceafe, fhould 
be applied towards the Expenfe of 
educadng Students in needy Cir- 
cumftances. Col. Trumbull died 
November 10, 1843, at the Age of 
87 Years. (Blak/s Biog. Dia.) 

( 1 ) Bbnedict Arnold was bom 



at Norwich, in Connedlicut, on the 
3d of January, 1740. He was in 
early Youth apprenticed to a Firm 
of Druggifts in his native Place, 
but was twice, during his Appren- 
ticefbip, induced to enlift as a 
Private in the Army. Having 
deferted, he at laft returned to his 
original Employment, and ultimate- 
ly commenced Bufmefs on his own 
Account at New Haven. * * * * 
His enterprifing Difpofition induced 
him to unite to his regular Bufinefs 
that of a general Merchant, and he 
carried on a Trade with the Weft 
Indies, frequently commanding his 
Vcflels in Perfon. At the Tunc 
the Revolutionary War broke out 
he was Captain of one of the two 
Companies of Militia in ConnefU- 
cut, called the Govcrnour's Guards, 
and when the News of the Battle of 
Lexington arrived at New Haven, 
he managed to colledi a Body of 
Voltmteers, and, having obtained 
Arms for them from the publick 
Magazines by Threats, marched 
them to Cambridge. Here he re- 
ceived from the Maflachufetts Com- 
mittee of Safety a Commiflion as 
Colonel, and, at his own Inftance, 
Inftru^ions to attempt the Capture 
of Fort Ticonderoga, which was 
ganifoned by royal Troops. Find- 
ing, however, that Colonel Allen 
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mand of all the Troops and Redoubts in the Flatt 



was on his Way to make the fame 
Attempt, Arnold hallened forward, 
and endeavoured to perfuade that 
Officer to furrender to him the 
Command of the Expedition ; but, 
failing in this, confented to accom- 
pany him as a Volunteer, in which 
Capacity he aflifted at the Capture 
of the Fort. After this Event, and 
after endeavouring, without Succefs, 
to obtain the Government of the 
captured Fortrefs, he managed to 
furprife St. John's, feizing at the 
fame Time a royal Sloop on the 
Lake. Leaving Ticonderoga, he 
fbtioned himfelf at Crown Point, 
having aiTumed the Command of a 
little Fleet, confilHng of die Sloop, 
a Schooner, and a fmall Flotilla of 
Batteaux ; but foon, offended with 
the Legiflature of Maflachufetts for 
having fcnt a Deputation to inquire 
into his Condu6^, refigned his Com- 
mand and Commiffion in difguft. 
Of the Expedition, originally fug- 
gefted by him (Journals of Con- 
gre/s, ]\me i, 177 sJ> through the 
Wilds to Quebec, for the Purpofe 
of exciting Rebellion in Canada, 
Arnold was appointed Commander, 
receiving at the fame Time a Com- 
miffion as Colonel in the Conti- 
nental Service. The perilous Duty 
which he undertook he performed 
with equal Fidelity, Courage, and 
Difcretion, although, through the 
Cowardice or Stupidity of one of 
his Officers, his Force, when he 
arrived at Quebec, did not exceed 
feven hundred Men. After having, 
by cauiing his Soldiers to approach 



the Walls and g^ve three loud 
Cheers, fought to induce the Mal- 
contents in Quebec to rife againft 
the royal Troops, a Dcfign which 
did not fucceed, he retreated and 
awaited the Arrival of General 
Montgomery, under whom he was 
to a6l, when the American Troops 
attacked the royalift Garrifon, but 
were repulfed with the Lofs of their 
Commander. For his Gallantry 
in this A6tion, Arnold was made 
Brigadier-General (Journab of 
Congrefsy Jan., 10, 1776), but a 
Wound which he received in the 
Aflault, aggravated by a Fall from 
his Horfe, and a Coolnefs which 
arofc between him and the Officer 
that fucceeded Montgomery, induc- 
ed him to retire from Montreal, 
where he continued in CcMnmand 
until the Evacuation of that Town. 
Previous to this, and at a Time when 
the Britifh Army was in full March 
on Montreal, Arnold under the 
Authority of Congrefs,* feized the 
Goods of certain Merchants for the 
publick Service, and for which 
die Owners were to be paid by the 
United States. Inflead, however, 
of giving thefe Owners Invoices of 
the Goods thus taken, and Certifi- 
cates of the Purpofe for which they 
had been taken, the ConRiHon and 
Hurry of the Moment prevented 
Arnold doing more than infcribing 
on each Parcel its Proprietor's Name, 
and forwarding them all in great 
Hafle to Chamblee,dire£ting Colonel 
Hagen, who conunanded there, to 
take the greatefl Care of them. Al- 
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Ground North of Ticondcrago and off the Veflclls 



though this was fomcwhat informal, 
and although it has been faid^ that 
amongft the Goods thus taken. Tome 
could hardly have been neccflaiy 
for the avowed Purpofe of their 
Seizure, yet the Fa£l that Arnold 
communicated the whole of his Pro- 
ceedings in a Letter to General 
Schuyler immediately after their 
Occurrence, muft be held fufficient 
for his Vindication from every 
Charge of a peribnally dilhonourable 
Kind. Colonel Hagcn, however, 
when he received thcfe Goods, left 
them ezpofed on the Banks of the 
River to the Weather, and to the 
RiUc of Thieves, on which the 
Owners finding their Property in- 
jured and plundered, prcfcntcd In- 
voices to Congrefs, and claimed the 
full Amount. Arnold, on whom 
the Blame firft fell, declared that 
Hagen was alone in Fault, having 
difobeyed his ftrift InjundUops to 
take cfpecial Care of the Goods, 
and accordingly Hagen was tried 
by a Court-Martial, for Dilbbe- 
dience of Orders. Arnold, enraged 
at the Court refufing to receive 
fome Evidence which he tendered, 
addrefled to the Members a Letter 
which they efteemed difrefpcftful, 
and on account of which they ap- 
pealed to the Commander-in-Chief, 
who, being anxious to appoint Ar- 
nold to the Conunand of the Fleet 
then preparing to meet the Enemy 
on the Lake, in order to fcreen him, 
abruptly diflblved the Court-Mar- 
tial. About this Time, a Maj. Brown, 
irrit^t^ by a Charge which Arnold 



had brought againfl him retorted 
by acculing Arnold of various Mis- 
demeanours, and demanded that he 
fhould be arretted; but not Succeed- 
ing in this, he publilhed his Charges, 
of which no Notice was taken. The 
total Deftrudlion of the American 
Flotilla, on the Lake, while under 
the Command of Arnold, expofcd 
him to conliderable Animadveriion; 
but the Gallantry he exhibited is 
above Praife, nor is the Prudence 
of his Condud altogether to be 
queftioncd. It is doubtfiJ whether 
he could have avoided fighting, and 
it is certain, from the Difparity of 
the two Forces, Defeat could be 
the only Rcfult of Fighting. Con- 
grefs having, on the 19th of Feb- 
ruary, 1777, appointed fivt Major- 
Gencrals, Arnold was mortified to 
find his Name omitted from the 
Lift, nor was his Indignation di- 
minilhcd when he found that the 
favoured Officers were all his Juni- 
ours in Rank. Wafhington, who 
was annoyed at the Slight thus 
pailed on a brave Officer, did all 
that he could to fbothe him, and 
wrote to fomc Friends in Congrefs 
who, as he informed Arnold, aflured 
him that the Omiffion was unavoid- 
able, as Connecticut had already 
two Major-Generals, and Congrcfe 
had refolved that an equal Propor- 
tion of Officers from each State 
fhould be appointed. In reply to 
Arnold's Requeft, that if any 
Charges had been brought againft 
him, his Conduct might be invefli- 
gated before g military Tribunal, 
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which Guard the Boocn^ the Stone Redoubt upon 
the Point Included. 



Wafliington declared that no fuch 
Charges had been made; but not 
fatiffied with the Reafons on which 
Congrefs was faid to have proceed- 
ed, Arnold determined to addrefs 
that Body himfelf, and on his Road 
to Head-Quarters, to obtain Per- 
miflion to do fo, fell in with Gen- 
erals Silliman and Woofter, who 
were in Purfuit of a Body of Bridih 
Troops that, landing at Campo, 
near Fairfield, had burnt the Town 
of Danbury, and were in full Re- 
treat to the Coaft. Joining thele 
Generals, Arnold took Part in an 
A6Hon in which, after a brilliant 
Difplay of Valour, he nearly loft 
his Life, but was rewarded by Con- 
grefs (Journals, 2d May, 1777) 
with the defired Honour of Pro- 
motion to the Rank of Major-Gen- 
cral. The Date of his Commiffion, 
however, left him below the five 
Major-Generals prcvioufly appoint- 
ed. Wafliington immediately of- 
fered him a high Command, which 
he refufed, and proceeded to Phila- 
delphia, where he petitioned Con- 
grefs to inquire into his Condudl, 
and to repair the Injury it had in- 
fliftedonhim. The Board of War, 
to whom this Petition was referred, 
entirely acquitted him, and report- 
ed that the Charges were wholly 
unfounded, with which his Char- 
after had been "cruellv and 
groundleflly afperfcd." Although 
this Report was confirmed by Con- 
grefs (23d May, 1777), yet his 



Rank was not reftored to him, nor 
any Reparation made him for the 
manifold Injuftice of which he 
complained. On the very Day his 
Petition was prefented, the well 
known Richard Henry Lee, in a 
private Letter, obferved : "One 
" Plan, now m frequent Ufe, is to 
''aflaiFmate the Charafters of die 
''Friends of America in every 
"Place, and by every Means; at 
** this Moment they are reading in 
"Congrefs a bold and audacious 
** Attempt of this KLind againft the 
" brave General Arnold." At the 
fame Time he fubmitted his Ac- 
counts to Congrefs, and prayed 
that they might be examined and 
paflcd. They were accordingly 
referred to* a Committee, who, wc 
learn from Mr. Sparb, "delayed 
making a Report,** and, in fpite 
of Arnold's Remonftrances, **feem- 
cd not inclined to haften it;** 
while at the fame Time, no No- 
tice was taken of his reiterated 
Demands to have his Rank adjuft- 
ed. Wearied and difgufted, he at 
laft wrote to Congrels refigning his 
Conmiiffion, but on the very fame 
Day difaftrous Intelligence was 
received from the Army, and 
alfo a Letter from Wafliington, rc- 
conmiending Arnold for a Poft in 
the Northern Army, as being ** ac- 
tive, judicious, and brave.** Arnold 
on this, in fpite of the Injuries he 
had received, withdrew his Re- 
{^nation, and, facrificmg his per«^ 
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Brigadeer Gen. St. Clair will take the Command 



fonal Feelings, offered to ferve 
under General Sc Clair, one of the 
five Major-Generals who had been 
promoted over his Head. He was 
rtwariid for this exemplary Con- 
duct, by a Majority of two-thirds 
of Congrefs voting that his Applica- 
tion refpeding his Rank, (hould not 
be granted! On this he begged 
General Schuyler's Leave to retire, 
but, in obedience t6 that Officer's 
Entreaties and Reprefentations, 
withdrew his Requeil. After hav- 
ing, by an ingenious Stratagem, re- 
lieved Fort Schuyler, which was 
cbfely befieged by the Britiih, Ar- 
nold diftinguiflied himfelf greatly 
in an A^on which is ufually called 
the firft Battle of Behmu's Heights. 
It would appear that General Gates, 
who had fucceeded General Schuy- 
ler in his Command, and who took 
no Part in the Batde himfelf, pre- 
vented Arnold, the greater Part of 
the Day, from entering the Field ; 
but that Officer learning, towards 
the Clofc of the Day, that the Ac- 
tion (till remained undecided, could 
be withheld no longer ; but, in Dif- 
obedience of Gates's Orders, haften- 
cd to the Field and fecured the Vic- 
tory. (Sec CoL Varick'i letters, 
quoted in Spark/s hifi 9f Arnold.) 
The Condud which Gates purfued 
on this Occailon can only be af* 
cribed to the Jealoufy he entertained 
of Arnold's fine military Talents, and 
to this may be attributed the very 
diicourteous Manner in which he 
withdrew from his Conmiand a 
Pordon of his Divifion, without ap- 



prizing him of the Fa£t This oc^ 
cafioned a Quarrel between the two 
Generals, in which high Words and 
angry Letters were bandied on either 
Side. If Arnold was indilcreet and 
intemperate. Gates was mfufiierably 
overbearing and arrogant ; {o much 
fo, that the former demanded and 
obtained a PafiTto join Wafhingtonat 
Head-Quarters, but was induced to 
delay his Departure in order to take 
Part in the fecond Batde of Behmu's 
Heights, in which, holding no Com- 
mand, he conducted himfelf with 
more Courage than Difcredon, but 
(till mofl afiTuredly the Merit of the 
Vidory is his. He was feverely 
wounded in the Leg, and, while 
fuffering under its Effects, was gra- 
tified with the Announcement that 
Congrefs had agreed to prefent him 
with a Commiffion, giving him Rank 
from the 29th February previous ; 
they, however, rejeded an Amend- 
ment, which was to add to the Vote 
a Recognidon of hb extraordinary 
Merit." (Joitrn. 8di Auguft, 1777.) 
In order to recruit his Healtli, he 
retired to Newhaven, where he 
received a Letter from Wafhington, 
who had previoufly entreated him 
to return to the Army, forwarding 
to him a Sword and a Pair of 
Epaulettes which he had received^ 
with two other Sets, from a French 
Gentleman who had fent them, 
begging Waihington's Acceptance of 
one Set, and requeuing him to 
prefent the others to fiich Gende- 
men as he might confider merited 
them. This fufficiendy fhows how 
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of the Frenfh Lines A<lvanc*d Pofts and Works( in 



highly Arnold's Services were vahed 
by Wafhington, who, at the End of 
the next May, appointed him to 
the Command of Philadelphia^ then 
ktely evacuated by the Britifli. This 
Office has been defcribcd as one of 
Gcceeding Delicacy and Difficulty, 
arifing as well from the loyal Fed- 
ings of a large Number of the In- 
habitants, as from the FaA, ^t 
the refpcftivc Boundaries of the 
civil and military Powers were not 
defined, and the Courfc of Con- 
du^ to be purfued was left, almoft 
wholly, to the Difcrction of the 
Commandant. A Proclamation 
^diich, in Conformity with a Reiblu- 
tion of Congrefs, Arnold iflued on 
entering upon his Duties, for the 
Purpofe of prohibiting the Sale of 
any Goods in the City until it had 
been afcertained whether any be- 
longed to the King of Great Briuin 
or Ws Subjedts, rendered him ex- 
ceedfi^y unpopular. Other Caufes 
of Difputc arofe, and the Refult 
was, tluit he foon became involved 
in Hoftilitics with the Preiklent and 
Council of Philadelphia, who at 
lail pafled a Reiblution cenfuring 
him for opprcffive and difrefpe6lful 
Condu£l ; they, at the fame Time, 
inftruding their Attorney-General 
to proceed againft him ** for fuch 
illegal and oppreffivc Afts as were 
cognizable in the Courts of Law." 
Eight Articles of Accufation, em- 
bodyii^ the Charges againft him, 
were laid before Congrefs, who re- 
ferred them to a Committee, by 



which Arnold was inun^diately ac^ 
quitted; but, it having been con- 
tended that the Pennfylvanian 
Council, from a Mifunderftanding 
which arofe between them and the 
Conunittee, did not produce all the 
Evidence they poflefled in fupport 
of the Charges, it was ultimately 
determined to refer to a Courts- 
Martial fuch Articles as were cog- 
nizable by fuch a Tribunal. Tlus 
Courfc, which defcrves the fevereft 
Reprobation, Arnold bitterly ex- 
claimed againft, nor were his Com- 
plaints diminiihed at the Poftpone* 
ment of the Court, which was ob- 
tained by the Council under Pre- 
tence of colleftii^ the Evidence. 
The three Months which had 
elapfed fmce the Charges were 
originally preferred, Arnold confi- 
dered, and with apparent Juftice, 
amply fufficient for this Purpofe. 
The Council alfo took Exceptions 
to the Form of the Trial as propofed 
by Wafhington. They were called 
on, as accuiing Parties, to fubfbn-* 
date before the Court-Martial the 
Charges which they had made, but 
this they were unwilling, but at laft 
confented, to do. The Trial was 
ftill longer delayed, in confcquence 
of the Movements of the Britifh 
Troops ; and previous to the Oc- 
currence, Arnold having refigned 
his Command at Philadelphia (i8th 
March, 1779), fonned a Defign of 
eftablifhing a niilitary Settlement in 
the weftom Part ot New York, a 
Plan approved by the Deputation 
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in Congrefs from that State, and by 
Mr. Jay, the Prdidcnt. At lengdi 
the Trial took place. On two of 
the four Charges prefled againft 
him he was acquitted ; ** the other 
two were fuibined in part, but not 
ib far as to imply, in tlK Opinion of 
the Court, a criminal Intention.^ 
(Sparks.) The firft of thefe kft- 
mentioned Charges was, that Ar- 
nold, without the Knowledge of the 
Conunander-in-Chief, who was 
then in the Camp, gave a Protec- 
tion to a Vcflel lying at Philadel- 
phia, then in the Hands of the 
firitifh, authorizing it to enter into 
any Port of the United States. 
This, although the Veflcl belonged 
to Pennfyivanian Citizens, was 
confidered irregular. The fecond 
Charge was, that he had employed 
newpublick Carriages for theTranl^ 
port of private Property, and this, 
although it was fatilla£lorily (hown 
to have been done at private Ex- 
pense, and to have in no way im- 
peded the publick Service, was aUb 
confidered irregular. For thefe Ir- 
r^;u]arities the Commander-in-Chief 
was dirc£led to reprimand General 
Arnold. Thb Office was perform- 
ed by Wafliington with his charac- 
teriftick Delicacy (Comflot d^ Ar- 
nold et Sir Henry Clinton, Paris, 
p. 33). But Arnold was deeply 
mordfied that hb eminent and ac- 
knowledged Services had not ob- 
tained for him an honourable and 
total Acquittal. The Non-Setde- 
ment of his Accounts by Congrefs, 
the Indifpofidon of that Body to 



Appreciate his Merits, the Jcaloufy 
of many of hb Fellow Officers, 
added to the difficuldes into which 
an extravagant Style of living had 
plunged him, all combined to dif^ 
guft him with the Service in which 
he was engaged. He is (ai6. to 
have ufed very improper Means to 
extricate himfelf from his Embar- 
raflments, of which certainly the 
mo{( objedtionable was, an Ap- 
plicadon he made to the French 
Envoy, the Chevalier de Luzerne, 
for a Loan of Money, in the making 
of which, it is fbted, he laid great 
Strefs on the Advantages France 
would derive from binding to her, 
by the Chains of Gradtudc, a dii^ 
tinguifhed American Officer. It is 
likely, however, that Arnold made 
this Applicadon, confidcring the 
Envoy fimply in the Light of a 
private Friend ; and akhoi^h fuch 
an Applicadon deferves to be treated 
with Sufpicion, there is nothing to 
induce a Belief that any Treafbn to 
lus Party was intended by him. 
The Rejeftion of this Requefl by 
De Luzerne left Arnold nothing to 
hope, except from his joining the 
Britifh Standard. To this his At- 
tendon had been turned previous 
to his Trial. The Lidignides he 
had fuffiirred induced him — availing 
himfelf of a Correfpondence be- 
tween his Wife and Major Andre, 
and alfo through the Medium of 
anonymous Letters which he ad- 
drefled to Sir H. Clinton himfelf— 
to communicate to the Bridfh Com- 
mander important Informadon re- 
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Brigadecr Gen. Brickett(i) wiU Poft himfdf in 



kdve to the republican Annies; 
and having, with fome Fineile, ob- 
tained the Command of the For- 
trcfs at Weft Point, he commenced 
thofe Negociations in which the 
Part that Major Andre jook coft 
that gallant Officer his life. We 
need only add, that on the Capture 
of Andre, Arnold, with fbme Diffi- 
culty, escaped to New Yorlc, where 
he was joined by his Wife. Hb 
Defedion was rewarded with a 
Colonel's Commiffion in the firitifh 
Service, and the Rank of Brigadier- 
General. He railed a Corps, con- 
futing of American Refugees, and 
took Part in two Expeditions, neither 
of them attended with any very hn- 
portant Refults. In December, 
1 78 1, he failed for London with 
his Family. There he condnued 
for fome Time, and afterwards ef- 
tablifhed himfdf as a Wefl India 
Merchant at New Brunfwick. On 
his Return from this Place to Eng- 
land, he was engaged in fome com- 
mercial Speculations, in the Courfe 
of which he had to vifit the Illand 
of Guadaloupe, where he was taken 
Prifoner by the French, but managed 
to eicape, and returned to London, 
where he died on the 14th of June, 
1 801, in the iixty-firft Year of his 
Age. He was twice married ; the 
focond Time 10 the youthful and 
beautiful Dac^hter of Mr. Edward 
Shippen, afterwards Chief-Jultice 
of PcMifylvaaia, by whom, as well 
as by his firft Wife, he had Iflue. 
Whatever Opinioii may be formed 
of General Arnold's Treachery to 



the Republican Party, by whom he 
was employed, this muft never be 
forgotten, that through a Career 
marked by the mod bnlUant Services 
he received the greateft ill Uiage. 
There is no Evidence whatever to 
(how diat, as has been aflerted, he 
fold himfelf to the Britifli — the Sum 
of 6,315/4, which he received from 
Sir Henry Clinton, might have 
been, as he himfelf declared, Com- 
penfation for the Lofles he had re- 
ceived in confequence of his Defer- 
tion. (Compht tt Arnold et Sir 
Henry Clinton ; Sparki*s Life of 
Benedia Arnold.) 

The foregoing Sketch has been 
copied from Rofe's New General 
Biographicnl DiSionary, for the 
Purpofe <3^ giving Gen. Arnold the 
Benefit of an elaborate biographical 
Sketch by a Britifh Hand. 

( 1 ) James Brickett pradifed 
Phyfick fucceflEilhr for many Years 
in Haverhill, Mais., and at an early 
Period of the Diipote between the 
Colonies and Great Britain, he 
ranked himfelf with die Whigs, and 
became a firm and devoted Patrix>t.

He was fobfequendy appointed by

appointed Brigadier-General of the 
Forces to be (ent to Canada, nth 
July, 1776 ; to command the 
Maflachufetts Levies for the Nor- 
thern Army • arrived at Ticonde- 
roga, I2di Aug., 1776. (5 Am, 
Archives^ i.) In 1777 he went as a 
Volunteer with the Company which

( 1 ) Arthur St. Clair was born 
in Edinburgh, and came to America 
with Admiral Bofcawen, in 1755. 
He ferved as t Lieutenant under 
Wolfe. After the Peace he was 
entrufted with the Command of 
Fort Ligonier in Pennfylvania, and 
there he fetded as a Citizen. In the 
Revoludonaiy War he efpoufcd the 
American Caufe. (AUen^s Bhg. 
DiSj He was appointed Colonel 
of one of four Penniylvania Bat- 
talions, 3d Jan., 1776; ordered to 
Canada 1 6th February, 1776; and 
accompanied the Troops thither ; 
was appointed Brigadier-General 9th 
Aug., 1776; left Ticonderoga in 
November, and was at the Battle of 
Trenton; was made Major-General 
19th Feb., 1777; ordered to Ti- 
conderoga ift April, 1777. (Jour, 
Congrefs, etc.) Commanding at 
Ticonderoga when Burgoyne ap- 
proached, he evacuated that Poll 
6th July, 1 777, and was ordered to 
Head-Quarters, 3Dth July ; had 
Leave o?Abfence toattend his private 



Affairs 14th Nov.; Sentence of a 
Court-Mardal acquitting him with 
the highefl Honours confirmed by 
Congrefs i6th Dec., 1778; he had 
not Troops enough to man the Lines. 
Had he liftened to ra(h Counfcls his 
Army might have been facrificed. 
He was diredod to caufe Levies of 
the Penniylvania Dnc to rendezvous 
near Philadelphia 19th Sept., 1781, 
where he protected Congrefs. 
(IbUi SaJeilJ He joined the Army 
of Greene at the South. On the Oc- 
currence of Peace he returned to 
Penniylvania, from which State he 
was fent a Delegate to Congrefs 
in 1784. In 1787 he was chofcn 
Prefident of Congrefs. Of the 
Territory north-wefl of the Ohio 
he was appointed Governour in 
Oa., 1789, and held the Place till 
1802. In 1 79 1 he was appointed 
Commander-in-Chief of the Forces, 
to be employed againil the Indians. 
He proceeded to the Neighbour- 
hood of the Miami Villages and 
encamped, 3d Nov., with fourteen

hundred Men. The next Morn- 
ing, foon after the Men weredifmifled 
from the Parade, the Indians com- 
menced the Attack and inftantly 
put to flight the Militia, who were 
encamped a little in advance. The 
regular Troops fought bravely feve- 
ral Hours, repeatedly charging with 
the Bayonet; but the Indians ftill 
poured in a deadly Fire. Several 
Officers had fallen, among whom 
was Gen. Butler and Maj. Fergu- 
fon ; half the Army had been 
killed or wounded ; and the Terrour 
became fo great, that St. Clair 
found it nccclTary to retreat. They 
were purfued only four Miles, 
when the Indians returned to plun- 
der the Camp ; but the Troops fled 
precipitately thirty Miles, and then 
continued the Retreat to Fort Wafli- 
ington. The Lofs was thirty-eight 
Officers killed and five hundred and 
ninety-three Men, twenty-one Offi- 
cers wounded and two hundred 
and forty-two Men. The Indian 
Force was fuppofed to be from one 
thonfand to nfieen hundred. The 
Indians faid they had four thoufand 
Men and loft fifty-fix. There was 
no ground of Ccnfure on St. Clair 
for this Defeat. He was ready for 
the Attack. Eight Balls pafled 
through his Clothes. The next 
Year he religned his military Com- 
miffion, and Gen. Wayne Succeed- 



ed him. Ohio was erefted into an 
Independent State in 1802. As 
the Eleftion of Govemour ap- 
proached, in an Addrefs to the 
People, 8th Dec, 1802, St. Clair 
declined being a Candidate for 
Govemour. He faid that for four- 
teen Years, fmce the firft Inftitution 
of the territorial Government, in 
which lived only thirty Men, he 
had endeavoured to extend the 
Liberty and promote the Happi- 
nefs of the People, negleding his 
own private Affairs. He repro- 
bated the Aft of Congrcfs, impofing 
certain Conditions, as allowing but 
one Member of Congrefs, and called 
upon the People to make a Confti- 
tution in thpir own Way, and to 
imitate the Spirit of Vermont. This 
Addrefs was probably offenflve to 
Mr. JefFerfon, who removed him 
from the Office of Territorial Go- 
vemour. Many Years afterwards 
Government granted him the Half- 
Pay of a Major-General, or fixiy 
Dollars a Month, which he enjoyed 
but a fhort Time, being then eighty* 
three Years old. He died at Laurel 
Hill, Pa., 31ft Auguft, 1 8 1.8, aged 
84. An obclifk Monument was 
creded to his Memory by the Ma- 
fonick Society, in 1 832, at Greenf- 
burg. Pa., over his Remains. (N, T. 
SfeStatofy 26ih Jan., 1 803 ; Lord's 
Lempriere : AlMs Biog, DiSi,)

Their Anfwer was, " A Stone, Gen- 
** eral, for they fay there is fome 
** Strength in Stones, if you can only 



" get it out !" He replied : "There 
" ain't a Bit of Strength in it. 
" You mull have fomething better 
•* to eat." Then he rode off to a 
Quaker's Houfc, and offered the 
good Woman Money for a Part of 
her Batch of Bread. She faid, 
** Thee can not have it to help 
•• Men to fight." " I don't care a 
** Fig about thee and thou, but I 
*' want the Bread." Then he 
feized the Bread, and throwing 
down the Money, carried it off in 
his Bag to his hungry Men. (N, T. 
Evangelift, Oa., 23, 1856.) He 
was one of the Founders of the Prcf- 
byterian Church at Rockaway, and 
bequeathed to it more than half of 
his Property. He died in 1789, 
aged about 62.

( 1 ) Gosen( 1 ) Van Schaick 
was the Son of Sybrant Gofcn Van 
Schaick, and born in the City of 
Albany, 1737. Hb Father, who 
was educated as a Lawyer, was ap- 
pointed Recorder of the City of 
Albany in 1750, and was Mayor 
of the lame City from 1756 
until 1761 ; during the moll 
itirring Times of our colonial 
Hiftory. From the Records of 
that Day and the Portions of his 
Correfpondence remaining in the 
Poflcffion of his Defcendants, it is 
apparent the Father had the Confi- 
dence of the Government and was

a Man of Influence and Ability. 
His Son early gave Indications of 
his Preference for a military Life, 
and received a Conomilfion from 
Sir Charles Hardy as ill Lieute- 
nant in the • Expedition againft 
Crown Point in 1756. He was 
then but 19 Years of Age. This 
was the firft Attempt of the Englifh 
againll the French Forts on Lakes 
George and Champlain. An En- 
gagement took place between the 
French and Indians and the Provin- 
cials at Sabbath Day Point, and the 
Latter, unable to retreat acrofs the 
Lake, flood their Ground, made a 
defperate Defence, and totally 
defeated the Enemy. His next 
Commiffion was that of Captain, 
dated 3 ill May, 1758; the next. 
Major of the Troops under Sir John 
Johnfon, figned by Lt. Gov. James 
De Lancey, 7th March, 1759; 
and the next, Lt. Colonel of the i ft 
Regiment, of which Michael Thody 
was Colonel, ligned by Lt. Gov.. 
Colden, 20th March, 1762. It is 
believed he had a£led as a Lieute- 
nant previous to the Date of his re* 
golar Commillion in the Provincials, 
as by the official Accounts of the 
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the Embezzlement of certain efFcdts belonging to 
Sir John Johnfton. The Court after due Exami- 



Battlc of the Bloody Pond, in 1775, 
and the fubfequent Defeat the next 
Day of Baron Dicflcau, the New York 
Provincials appear among tho(e who 
diltinguifhed themfclvcs. , On the 
firft breaking out of the Hoftilities 
between France and England, both 
Nations turned their Attention to 
their American Pofleffions. In 1 7 5 7 
Sir Jeffrey Amherft was appointed 
Commander-in-Chief of all the 
Engliih Forces in North America. 
In the fame Year the famous Expe- 
dition of the Marqtiis Montcalm 
took Place, ending in the Defeat of 
Colonel Munroe and the Capture of 
Fort William Henry; a previous 
Expedition in March having ended 
in his Repulfe, in Confcquence of a 
vigorous Defence by the Garrifon. 
Montcalm then retired to Ticonde- 
roga. In 1758 the Expedition 
under Abcrcrombic and Lord Howe 
was undertaken againfl that Place, 
ending in the Defeat of the Engliih, 
and the Death of Lord Howe, an 
event confecratcd in the colonial 
Annals. It was on this Occafion 
that Van Schaick, being clofe by 
Lord Howe when he fell, was 
himfelf wounded in the Face by the 
butt End of a Mufket clubbed by a 
French Soldier, a Wound which led 
to a cancerous Di(ea(e, of which, 
after a long Career of honourable 
Service, he died. In the fame 
Year Col. Bradftrcet defiring to be 
avenged on the French for the 
Defeat of Abercrombie, obtained. 



Permiflion to undertake an Expedi- 
tion againft Fort Frontenac, now 
Kingfton, on Lake Ontario. Taking 
with him a fmall Force of Provin-i 
ciak, he proceeded iip the Mohawk, 
Wood Creek and Oneida Lake, and 
thence defccnded to Ofwego. There, 
he embarked his Troops in three 
fmall Veflels, and arriving before the 
Place fuccecded in capturing it with 
a large Amount of Prizes without 
any ferious Refiftance. The New 
York Captains engaged in this Ser- 
vice were, Jonathan Ogden, Peter 
Dubois, Samuel Bladgley, William 
Humphrey, Daniel Wright, Richard. 
Howlet, Thomas Arrowfmith, Ebe- 
nezer Seely, Peter Yates and Gofen 
Van Schaick, the Subjeft of this 
Note. In July of the foUowing 
Year, Captain Van Schaick took 
Part in the Expedition under Gen. 
Prideaux for the Redudlion of Fort 
Niagara. Sir William Johnfon 
commanded the Provincials. The 
Army failed from Ofwego, landed in 
the Rear of the Fort and opened 
their Batteries, but General Pri- 
deaux was almofl immediately killed 
by the burfting of a Gun. The 
Siege continued for (bme Weeks 
under Sir William's Command, and 
he not only captured the Fort but 
routed a Body of 1 200 French and 
as many Indians, who were march- 
ing to its Relief. After this Affair 
and during the Remainder of the 
War, Capt. now Col. Van Schaick 
was on active Duty, and ftationed 
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nation were unanimoufly of Opinion that the 
Charge againft the Prifoners were malitious, and 



at various Pofb on Lakes George, 
Champlain and Ontario, but was 
not again in A£Uon. A Letter ad^ 
drefled to him as Lieut. Col. Van 
Schaick of the New York Troops, 
by Sir Jeffrey Amherft, Major- 
General and Commander-in-Chief 
of all his Majefty's Forces in North 
America, dated Albany, 29th June, 
1 76 1, gives fome Iniight into his 
Duties at that Time. He was 
direded to march next Morning 
with a Detachment under Lieut. 
Welch, taking the Hofpital Stores, 
&c., belonging to the New York 
Regiments, and apply to Col. Brad- 
ftreet for Tranfportation to Sche- 
nedady. Thence he was to pro- 
ceed in fiatteaux up the River, and 
thence with the utmoft Expedition 
to Ofwego by the Way of Fort 
Stanwix (Fort Schuyler as it was 
originally called), and report him- 
felf to Major Duncan, commanding 
at Fort Ontario, and join his Regi- 
ment there. The definite Objelft 
of this Movement is not apparent 
from any of the Documents to 
which we have had Accefs. The 
War with France continued until 
the Year 1763, and it was fuppofed 
that a vigorous Effort would have 
been made on her Part to have re- 
conquered Canada. The Indisin 
Tribes in the South Weft continued 
their Hoftility and Lord Amherft 
was compelled to fend an Expedi- 
tion under Col. Montgomery to 
reduce the Cherokccs, The fron- 



tier Pofts received therefore his 
particular Attention until Peace 
was declared. Sir Jeffrey re* 
turned home to England in 1763, 
and was received with the grcateft 
Honours. On the breaking out of 
the Revolution, Col. Van Schaick 
was one of the firft to enter into 
the Ranks of the Patriots, and for 
his well known Bravery, and Expe- 
rience became an important Aid to 
their Caufe. On the 28th June, 
1 775, he was commiffioned by Con- 
grefs, as Colonel of the 2d Regiment 
of the Forces of the Colony, and ho 
was very aftive in getting it into the 
highcft Condition. There were 
many Perfons living in Albany 
within a few Years who remembered 
his Succefs in recruiting and drilling 
his Men on the Ifland oppofite the 
City, now the Site of the Rail Road 
Depots, and getting the Troops in 
Condition for the Expedition againft 
Quebec It was in the Autumn of 
this Year that Gen. Schuyler was at 
Ticonderoga, making the neccflary 
Preparations. Being taken lick, 
however, Montgomery fucceeded to 
the Conmiand. At this Time CoL 
Van Schaick was in Command at 
Albany, and received an autograph 
Letter from General Montgomery, 
dated, loth Auguft, but a Week 
before he fell, from which wc 
make the following intercfting Ex- 
tracts in the Words of the Defpatch. 
** The Troops are to be forwarded 
" to Ticonderoga as faft as they 
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groundlefs and therefore Acquit him with Honour. 
His Excellency General Wafhington has approved

was left behind in the Command of 
Fprt George. The difaflrous Ter- 
mination of the Attempt of Mont- 
gomery, and the fubfequent Capture 
of Crown Point by Sir Guy Carle- 
ton, would have been fucceedcd by 
a ftirther Advance of that Genera] 
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of this Court Martial and oider'd this Teftimony 
of his Approbation to be infertcd in the general 
Orders of the Northern Army. 



on Ticonderoga and Fort George, 
had not the Weather of Oftobcr 
compelled him to return to Mont- 
real. The next adive Service of 
Col. Van Schaick was in 1776, 
when he repaired to Johnftown to 
take Command of the Troops 
againft his old Commander Sir 
John Johnfon, but that Officer's 
fuddcn Difappearance towards Ca- 
nada by the Indian Trail gave Col. 
Van Schaick no Opportunity to 
bring him to Adion. On the 21ft 
of November of the fame Year, 
and in Fad while engaged in the 
Purfuit of Sir John, he received a 
CommiiBon as Colonel of the ift 
Regiment of the Regulars or Con- 
tinentals, figned by John Hancock, 
Prefident of Congrcfs : and it is a 
Matter of Hiftory that this Regi-, 
ment was not furpafled by any in 
the Army for full Ranks, or thorough 
Difcipline ; and to the Skill and Ex- 
perience of CoL Van Schaick, the 
Troops were greatly indebted for 
an Example of a well driUed and 
officered Regiment. He command- 
ed at feveral Polls during this and 
the next Year, being ftationed at 
Saratoga to proted it from the At- 
tacks of the Tories and Indians, 
infpiritcd by the Approach of Bur- 
goyne, who advancing as far as 
Fort Edward, remained there 
waiting for the propofed Coopera- 
tion of Sir Henry Clinton on the 



Hudfon. Col. Van Schaick*s Pofi- 
tion at Saratoga was one of extreme 
Refponfibility and Danger. In 
the fame Year, and a few Weeks 
later, he was fent on an Expedition to 
Cherry Valley to proted the Inha- 
bitants againft the Incurfions of 
Jofeph Brandt whole Name figures 
largely in the Border Wars of the 
Mohawk. Brandt kept at a Dif- 
unce, and Col. Van Schaick was 
ordered to return to Albany and 
refume Command there. Here he 
held himfelf in Readinefs to operate 
at Fort Schuyler if it fhould be 
threatened by the Enemy, or any 
Point on the Mohawk : to call out 
the Militia, and to proceed at their 
Head to the Place of Danger. He 
. bore the principal Part in forward- 
ing Troops and Supplies to Gen- 
eral Gates, and was ordered to be 
ready, in Cafe of Reverfe or of 
Neceffity, at a Moment's Wamhig, 
with his Conwnand. From the 
Correfpondence ftill preferved, it 
appears his Exertions were pecu- 
liarly important during this Crifis, 
happily terminated by the Surren- 
der of Burgoyne. In the next 
Year after his Regiment had Ihared 
in the Trials of the winter Encamp- 
ment at Valley Forge, where it was 
attached to the 2d Pennfylvania Bri- 
gade, he was prefent at the Battle 
of Monmouth, and was under Fire 
at the Head of a Brigade of Lord 
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No Officer of any Corps whatfoever is to recruit 
from the Reg^ command'd by Col: Dayton. 



Stirling's, which he commanded that 
Day, fighting on Foot. This fa- 
mous Battle loft mod unaccounta- 
bly by the Conduct of General Lee, 
was in Fa6l gained by Wafhington 
in the End, as the Enemy retired 
the next Day towards New York 
juft as he had prepared for another 
and a deciiive fiattlc. In checking 
the Enemy after the Retreat of Lee, 
the Divisions of Stirling, Greene 
and Wayne diftinguifhed themfelves 
by their Bravery and Steadinefs. It 
was a hot and a bloody Day, and 
Col. Van Schaick bore his full 
Share of its Dangers. It is tradi- 
tional in ■ his Family that he was 
alfo prefent at the Battle of Brandy- 
wine. Lord Stirling's Divifion, to 
which he had been attached, was 
there, and ftood 800 ftrong firm as 
a Rock until ordered to retire. He 
was next ordered to Continental 
Village, a Poll of fome Intereft 
near Pcckfkill, commanding the 
Paflcs to the Highlands; from thence 
he was ordered with his Regiment to 
Albany and next to Fort Schuyler, 
by Gen. Wafhington himfclf, whofe 
fagacious Eye penetrated the dan- 
gerous Policy of the Five Indian 
Nations, and who was determined to 
give them a Blow from which they 
could not ealily recover. Col. 
Van Schaick was accordingly advif- 
ed by the Commander-in-Chief on 
the 7th of April, 1779, that he was 
felefted to conduft a fecret Expe- 
dition againfl the Onondagas. The 



Troops were uken from the ill, 
3d, 4th and 5th New York Regi- 
ments, 4th Pennfylvania and 6th 
MaiTachufetts, with a Corps of 
Rifles, in all about 558 Men. This 
was confidered one of the fined 
partifan Strokes ever made againll 
thefe Savages. In fiwt Days and a 
half the Army marched 1 89 Miles, 
penetrated the Forefts, furprifed the 
Enemy, killed a Number of their 
bed Warriors, captured many more, 
deftroyed their Winter Stores, burn- 
ed three Villages, and all without 
the Lofs of a Man. The Viftory 
was felt throughout the whole In- 
dian Country, and effedually broke 
up their Power to do Mifchief. 
The Oneidas came in afterwards to 
Fort Schuyler, to make their Peace, 
and a Speech delivered by Col. 
Van Sclwick to old Skcnandoah, 
.which is quite a Matter Piece in its 
Way, is prefcrved in Dunlap's 
Hiftory. The Thanb of Congrefs 
and the fpecial Thanks of Gen^ 
Wafhington were awarded to Col. 
Van Schaick, his Officers and Sol- 
diers ; and they deferved it, for 
from Time immemorial thefe Con- 
fli6b with the Savages had been 
bloody and often fatal to their Af- 
failants. We find the Col. again 
pulhed forward into feveral Pods on 
the Frontiers likely to be endanger- 
ed. He was (lationed at Fort 
Schuyler, watched Ofwego with his 
Scouts, returned to the Command 
at Albany, and thence again fent to 
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Major Hay, Cap"* Bufh of the 6th Pcnn. Batt" 
and M*^ Sickells of the Firft Jerfey Battn" are ap- 



dcfcnd the upper Parts of Tryon 
County. The Englifh indeed, at 
this Time, made a great Show of 
a Series of military Operations in 
the Mohawk Valley j and Sir John 
Johnfon with a confiderablc Force 
from Crown Point fucceeded in de- 
ftroying Caughnawaga, Fort Plank, 
and beating up the neighbouring 
Setdements, both on his Advance 
and his Retreat. Col. Van Schaick 
at the Head of 800 Militia, purfued 
the Invaders up the Mohawk, and 
Gov. Clinton pufhed on with an- 
other Force to intercept Sir John at 
Ticonderoga, but he kept along his 
old Indian Trails through the Forefts 
of the Adirondacks, and efcaped. 
From the Corrcfpondence remain- 
ing in the Hands of Col. Van 
Schaick's Defendants, it would ap- 
pear that from this Time to the 
Clofe of the War, he was the prin- 
cipal if not chief Reliance of Con- 
grefs and of Gen. Walhington, north 
of the Highlands for the Protection 
of the Setdements, and the Move- 
ments of the Troops. At the cele- 
brated Siege of Fort Schuyler, a Part 
of the Col's Regiment was aftivcly 
engaged and fufFered fome Lofs. He 
eameftly entreated Pcrmiffion to 
join them on hearing of the Ap- 
proach of St. Leger, but was refuled, 
with the Compliment of being told 
that his Services were far more va- 
luable to his Country where he then 
was, and he could not be fpared. 
Col. Van Schaick witneflcd the

Approach of Peace with the Confo- 
lation that he had done hb Duty^ 
and earned his full Share of the 
Honours of the War. But he was 
not without profeffional Anxieties, 
as many other gaUant Officers were 
at the Courfe purfued by Congreft 
in the Treatment of the Seniouf 
Regimental Offices. He had gone 
through the Revolution, had paid 
hundreds of Pounds at a Time 
out of his own Purfe to the Support 
of his Regiment; indeed had im- 
paired his private Fortune to a con- 
fiderablc Extent; he had never 
flinched from Duty, had often ex- 
pofcd his Life, and commanded a 
Regiment which had not its Supe- 
riour in the Army. But he faw a 
Juniour Officer, Col. Hazen, of a 
Canadian Corps, that had perform- 
ed no Service of any important Con- 
fequcnce promoted over his Head. 
The veteran Colonel did not like 
this, and remonftrated warmly 
againft the Injuftice. The New 
York Legiflature took up his Cafe ; 
its Delegates to Congrcfs interfered, 
but on a Reference to the Secretary 
of War, the conduft of the Govern- 
ment was excufed on the Ground, 
that the Promotion of Col. Hazen 
was an Ad of Juftice to Vermont ; 
that New York had a Number of Ge- 
nerals, and the former had not. Col. 
Van Schaick proposed to retire, 
but Permiffion was refufed ; and as 
he was wanted at the final Remo- 
delling of the Army to be retained 
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pointed to fettle the Prices of the Goods brought 
from Canada, that the Reg^* who received of thofe 
Goods may be able to fettle Acc^ and Payments 
for them.

in Service, he joined his Regiment 
after a temporary Leave of Abfence. 
Juftice though flow is fure. He 
received a .Brevet Commiffion of 
Brigadier-General, ioth06t 1783, 
and afterwards his full Rank, which 
he enjoyed till the Time of his 
Death, which occurred on the 4th 
of July, 1789, not uncxpcftedly to 
himfeif. He expired in the moft 
tranquil Manner aflcing his Attend- 
ants to draw aiide the Curtains that 
he might fee for the laft Time the 
Sunftiine of that glorious Day. The 
very interefUng Correfpondence 
found among his Papers, Ihows he 
was the efteemed and intimate 
Friend of moft of the diftinguiftied 
Officers of the Revolution, and will, 
we truft, one Day be publifhed. 
In Perfon General Van Schaick was 
a large and finely formed Man, 
with light Hair, clear and bright 
Complenon, particularly neat and 
Soldier-like in Appearance, and of 
refined Manners. During the moft 



arduous Part of his military Career he 
fuffered extremely from the Wound 
in his Face, fubmitting to frequent 
Operations to obtain Relief; but 
he never, however afflifted, ftirank 
for a Moment from the Performance 
of his Duty. Gen. Van Schaick 
married Maiy Ten Broeck, of 
the City of New York, who 
died on the 15th Jan., 1829, aged 
78 Years. It is a great Miffortunc 
that in thofe Days they had fo few 
Newfpapers, and fo limited an 
hiftorical Literature, otherwife the 
Condudl of our gallant Officers 
could have been more minutely 
made known. The Editor of this 
Work, however, feels that he is 
performing a Duty, which if under- 
taken by abler Hands would have 
been better performed, but it is not 
the lefs grateful to his own Tafte 
and Feelings. (For Particulars of

At the Capture of 
Martinico, he wu Aid to General 
Monkton, and after the Peace of 
Aix-la-ChapeUe, was for fome Time 
ftationed at Halifax in Nova Scotia. 
Seven Years afterwards he was 
again called into active Life by the 
breaking out of a new War, and 
was with Braddock when that un- 
fortunate Conunander was defeated 
in 1755. In confcquence of a fe- 
vere Wound which he received in 
the Battle, he was for fome Time 
debarred from active Service ; and 
at the Condufion of the Peace he 
repaired to his native Country. He 
loon, however, returned and pur- 
chafed an Eftate in Virginia, on 
which he refided until the Com- 
mencement of the Revolutionary 
War in 1775, when he was ap- 
pointed Adjutant-General by Con- 
grcfs, with the Rank of Brigadier. 
in July, 177$, he accompan^ the 
Commander-in-chief to Maflachu- 
fctts, where he continued- until June 
in the following Year, when he re- 
ceived the chief Command of the 
Army which had juft retreated from 
Canada. This Appointment gave 
great Umbrage to General Schuyler, 
who had hitherto fuperintcnded the 
Forts and Garrifbns of New York, 
and now exprefled his Determina- 
tion to refign, unlefs the Injury were 
redrcffed. Congrcfs, in confeouence, 
endeavored to reconcile the Fretcn- 
fions of the two Generals, by aflign- 



ing to them Authorities in fome 
meafure independent on each other. 
Schuyler was directed to provide 
and equip a naval Armament, in 
order to obtain and prefervc the 
Command of the Lakes and Rivers, 
and Gates was enjoined to coope- 
rate in this Service as far as lay in 
his Power. The firft Step of Gates 
occafioned fome Surprife and much 
Clamour. The American Forces had 
retreated to Crown Point, where 
fuch Ravages were made among 
them by the Small-pox, that Gates 
abandoned that Fortrefs and con- 
centrated his Army at Ticonderoga. 
This Movement, which opened to 
the Enemy the whole Navigation of 
Lake Champlain, was gready con- 
demned by Wafhington and all the 
Field-officers. The unexpeaed Re- 
treat of General Carleton relieved 
them from thcNeceffity of defending 
Ticonderoga. After this Retreat, 
Gates marched with a confiderable 
Detachment to the Afliftancc of Gen- 
eral Wafhington, and continued with 
him, during his Operations in the 
Middle Colonies, until the Spring 
of 1 777, when he refumed his Com- 
mand on the northern Frontier. 
Here he was fhortly after fuperfeded 
by Schuyler. But in Augufl follow- 
ing Gates was reinilated in the Com- 
mand. Odober 8, the Britifh were 
totaUy defeated, and on the i6th, 
Burgoyne furrcndered with his whole 
Army. This was perhaps the mofl

About this Time, when 
the Popularity of General Gates was 
at its higheft Point, Intrigues were 
commenced for elevating him to the 
Station occupied by Wafhlngton^ 
which were as (hamefiil as they were 
unfucceflFuL How far he himfelf 
was engaged in chem, or whether he 
was concerned in them at all, it is 
not in our Power to ftate; nor 
fhould we wiih to enter into any 
Details rcfpc6ling it. In June, 
1 780, Gen. Gates received the chief 
Conmiand of the fouthern Diflridls. 
In this Quarter, the Affairs of the 
Colonies were in a very bad Con- 
didon. Charlellon had been taken 
and Gen. Lincoln captured. When 
Gates aiTumed the Command of 
the Southern Army, it fcarcely 
amounted to 1 500 Men, badly fup- 
plied in every rcfped. After col- 
lecting all the Troops he could, 
and equipping them as well as he 
was able, he advanced againfl the 
Enemy, whom he met, on the 16th 
Auguil under Comwallis, at Cam- 
den, where the Americans were 
totally defeated. About fifty Days 
after this Difaflcr, General Greene 
was fent to fuper^e Gates, whofe 
Condud was fubjeded to the In- 
vefligation of a fpecial Court. After 
a long and tedious Inquiry, he . was 



finally acquitted, and reinftated in 
his Conunand in 1782 ; but in the 
Interim, the War had been brought 
to a glorious Termination by the 
Capture of Comwallis. When Peace 
was made, he retired to his Virginia 
Eflate, and in 1790, removed, to 
New York, having firft emancipated 
all his Slaves, and provided for fuch 
of them as could not provide for 
themlelvcs.(^) On his Arrival at 

(i) We are unacquainted with the 
Paiticulart of his doineftick Economy ; 
hot have Reafon to infer that it was emi- 
nently mild and liberal. In the cha- 
raderiitic Virtue of Planters, Hofpitality, 
Gates had no Competitor, and his Repuu- 
don may well be fuppoied to put that 
Virtue to a hard Teft. He purchafed, in 
the Neighbourhood of New York, a /pa- 
cious Houie, and valuable Ground, for the 
Life of himfelf and his Wife, and her^ 
with few £zceptions» he remained for the 
Reft of his life. No Wonder that the 
Military Leaders of the Revolution, 
ibould afpire to the Enjoyment of its civil 
Honours afterwards. The War was too 
ihort to create a Race of mere Soldiers. 
The Merchants and Lawyers who entered 
the Army, became Merchants and Law- 
yers again, and had lofl none of their 
primitive Qualifications for adminiflering 
the civil Government General Gates, 
however, was a fingular Example among 
the Officers of high Rank. His original 
Profeffion was a Soldier, and disabled him 
£rom acquiring the Capacity fuitable to the 
mere Magiftrate and Senator. During 
twenty-three Years, he was only for a 
ihort Time in a publick Body. General

New York, he was prcientcd with the 
Freedom of the City, and in the 
Year 1 800, was chofen a Member 
of the State Legiflature, in confc- 
quence of the critical Balance of 
Parties at that Time, but refigned 
his Seat as foon as the Purpofe for 
which he accepted it was gained. 
He died April 10, 1 806, in the 78th 
Year of his Age. General Gates 
pofleffed a handfome Perfon, rather 
inclined to Corpulence in the Mid- 
dle of his Life ; was courteous in 
his Manners, and kind and gener- 
ous in his Difpofition. He was a 
claffical Scholar and a linccre Chrift- 
ian. (Encyc. Americana,) The 
following is a Record of General 
Gates's Appointments; Adjutant- 
General, 1 7th July, 1775; Major- 
General, 1 6th May, 1776; to lake 
Conmiand in Canada, 17 th June, 
1776; Command not to be fupe- 
riour to that of Schuyler, 8th July, 
1 776 J defired to adl as Adjutant- 
Gates was a Whig in England, and 
a Republican in America. His po- 
litical Opinions did not feparate him 
from many refpe^ble Qtizens, whofe 
Views differed wdely from his own.

Year 1751. Francis was educated 
at Princeton, graduated at NafTau 
Hall in 1767, and afterwards took 
Charge of the Claffical Department 
of the Academy at Elizabethtown, 
where he had among other Pupils, 
Alexander Hamilton; at the fame 
Time, he was Pallor of the Prcfby- 
terian Church there. At the Com- 
mencement of the Revolution he 
left thefe paftoral Charges, and en- 
tered the Continental Service, with 
his two younger Brothers, John and 
William; was appointed by Con- 
grcfs Major of the 3d New Jerfey 
Battalion under Col. Dayton, 9th 
Feb. 1 7j6 ; and at the Clofe of the 
fame Year, was promoted to be 
Lieutenant-Colonel. Not long after 
Baron Steuben was appointed In- 
fpe^tor-Gcneral, Col. Barber was 
made Affiftant-Infpedor-General, a 
Poll for which he was admirably 
fitted, but which he was fubfequently 
compelled to refign in confequence 
of Ill-health. He marched with 
the Army from Ticonderoga to join 
Gen. Waihington, previous to the 
Battle of Trenton. Col. Barber 
was in that Batde, and alfo in that 
of Princeton which fo foon followed 
it. He was. engaged in the Batdes 
of Brandywine, Germantown, and 
Monmouth, and in the latter wa9 
fevercly wounded. He refumed 
active Service in 1 779, and accom- 
panied Gen. Sullivan, in that Year, 



on the Expedition into the Iroquois 
Country, and crowned his adlivc 
Labours by a noble Part in the 
Siege of Yorktown. While the 
Army was encamped at New 
Windfor, 1783, and on the Day 
when Waihington had invited his 
Officers together to announce the 
News of Peace, Col. Barber was 
accidentally killed. He was ading 
as Officer of the Day, and while 
paffing the Edge of a Wood jull 
North of the Camp Ground, a 
Tree, which fome Soldiers engaged 
in gathering Wood, were cutting 
dpwn, fcU on him, and both Rider 
and Horfe were inllantly crufhed.

( 1 ) Anthony Wayne was bom 
at Eaftown, Cheftcr County, Pcnn- 
fylvania, ill January, 1745, and 
was therefore, at this Time lefs than 
thirty-two Years of Age. He. was 
educated to the Occupation of Sur- 
veyor and Engineer. In 1773 he 
was eledled a Reprefentative in the 
General Affembly, where, with 
others, he ftrenuoufly oppofed the 
Claims of Great Britain. In 1774 
he was one of the Provincial Depu- 
ties appointed to take into conHder- 
ation the alarming State of AfFairs 
between Great Britain and the 
Colonies, and in September of the 
following Year raifed a Company 
of Volunteers, of which he was 
eledled Colonel. In January, 
1776, he was appointed by Con- 
grefs Colonel of the Pennfylvania 
Regiment and accompanied the 
Army to Canada, under General 
Thompfon. He fhared in the un- 
fucceflful Attack upon Three Rivers 
under that General, who was cap- 
tured, on which Occafion he was 
wounded, but difUi^ilhed himfelf 
for his Bravery and good Condudl 
in uniting and bringing of the 
broken Bodies of Troops. After 
the Retreat from Canada, and the 
Departure of General Gates to 
join Walhington's Army, he was 
introfted by General Schuyler, 
with the Commaxid of the Fort- 
redes of Ticonderago and Mount 
Independence. On the 2 2d Feb- 
roary he wu promoted by Congre6 



to the Rank ^ Brigadier-General. 
He Hkcwife diftinguifhed him- 
felf during the Campaign of 1 777, 
was a6h]ally engaged at the Batde 
of Brandywine, and was ftiordy 
after defeated by the Enemy 
under Major-Gcneral Grey. In 
177B he fought at Germantown 
and Monmouth, and led the Aflault 
upon Stony Point, in July, 1779. 
In diis moft defperate Attack, while 
at the Head of his Men, urging 
them to charge with their Bayonets, 
he was ftruck upon his Head by a* 
Shot, which for a Moment derived 
him of all Senfation. Suppofing 
himfelf dying he begged to be car- 
ried into the Works, that he might 
have the Sadffadion of breathing 
his kft upon the Spot which he had 
fo nobly redeemed* The Wound, 
however, did not prove to be mor- 
tal. In 1 781 he was ordered to 
join Lafayette, in Virginia, with 
the Pcnnfylvania Forces. July 6, 
having received Informadon that 
Lord Comwallis had eroded James 
River with the main Body of his 
Army, he prefled forward with 800 
Men, to attack his Rear-guard, but 
to his Surprife he found the Enemy, 
to the amount of 4000, drawn up 
to meet him. Nothmg but the 
moft unflinching Intrepidity faved 
him at this cridcal Jun^hire. There 
was no Time for Deliberation — 
Retreat would have proved his 
Rum: he therefore unhefitatingly 
refolved to make an Attack, and by 
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Officers whether commiffion'd or non-commiffion'd 
to fee that their Guards are more alert and do their 
Duty as becometh Soldiers, as he is determined to 
punifh with the utmoft Severity fuch fcandalous 
and unfoldierly Behaviour.

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ENOCH POOR 

WAS a Native of New Hampjhire, and born in 1736. After 
the Battle of Bunker's Hill, the 3d New Hampjhire Re- 
giment was placed under his Command, and marched to the 
Camp near Bo/lon {BarJlouPs NewHampJhirey 244) ; it aljb 
formed a Part of the Expedition againjl Canada in 1776, in 
which Col. Poor ferved with jb much Dijlinfiion, that Congrejs, 
21JI Feb. 1777, appointed him Brigadier General. This Pro- 
motion offended Col. Stark, who was a /enior Officer, and rejigned 
his ComraiJJion in Conjequence, retiring to his Farm. Brig. 
Gen. Poor was placed in immediate Command of the three New 
HampPiire Regiments of Cols. Cilley, Hale and Scammel, which 
were raijed for long Enlijlments, and rendezvoujed at Ticonde- 
roga {Ihidy 255). He was Jubjequently Jlationed at Crown 
Point, aiid was one of the twenty-one Officers who jlgned the 
Remonjlrance againjl the Decijion of a Council of Officers con- 
vened there, conjijlir^ of Gens. Gates, Schuyler, Sullivan, Arnold 
and Woedtke,( ' ) by whom it was rejblvcd that the Pojl was 
untenable, and that the Army jhould retire to Mount Independ- 
ence (Blake*5 Biog. Dief.). At the Battle of Saratoga, the 
Attack >Yas begun by the Americans under Gen. Poor, on the 
left Flank and Front of the Britijh {Barflow^ 260). After the 
Capture of Burgoyne he joined the Army in Pennjylvania under 
Wajhington. He was in the Camp at Valley Forge, and his 
Brigade was srmong the flrfl Troops that commenced a Porjiiit of

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the Britijh acrofs New Jcrfcy in the Summer of 1 778. He fought 
gallantly in the Battle of Monmouth which fucceeded ; aljb ac- 
companied the Expedition of Sullivan as far as the Gene/ee, in 
which the Javage Enemy was defeated ; and afterwards was 
placed with his Brigade under La Fayette. In 1780 the New 
Hamp/hire Troops were firjl jlationed at Wejl Point, and Jub- 
jequently marched into New Jerjcy, where Gen. Poor died, aged 
44, and was buried at Hackenjack. His Funeral was attended 
by Wa/hington and Lafayette. His Grave is Jlill to be jeen in 
the Church Yard at Hackenjack, and was vijited by Gen. La Fay- 
ette when lajl in this Country in 1825. 

Col. Poor now commanded the Continental Eighth Regiment 
of f^oot, which had belonged to Gen. Sullivan's Brigade, of which 
the following Return was made at a previous Day :

JAMES REED, 
f\P New Hampjhire, who had commanded one of the Regi- 
^^ ments of that State, ^o dijlingui/hed for their ConduS and 
for their Sufferings in this Campaign, was created a Brigadier- 
General of the Continental Army, by Congrejs, 9th Aug., 1776, 
on the Recommendation of Gen. Wajhington. 

Gen. Reed was bom in Woburn, Majs., in 1724; and had 
jerved againjl the French and Indians, in the Campaign of I755» 
commanding a Company of the Provincial Troops under Col. 
Brown. In the fame Capacity he was with Gen. Abercrombic 
in 1758, at Ticonderoga, and with Gen. Amherjl, in 1759, and 
was in various publick Services until the Peace of 1763. In 
1765 he fettled in the Town of Fitzwilliam, N. H., of which he 
was one of the original Proprietors. In 1770 he received the 
CommiJOiipn of Lieutenant-Colonel.

On the breaking out of the Revolation^ he embraced the Cattfe 
of his Country, and was appointed to the Command of a Regi- 
menty by the New Hampjhire Provincial Ajjcmbly, on the ijl 
June, 1775. (Am. jtrchivis,) He hajlened at once to the Scene 
of A3ion ; and with his Regiment, which by Gen. Polfom's 
Orders of 2d June, was put undtr Gen. Ward, he took Pofl on 
the 13th at Charlejlown Neck. (Ms. Letter; New Hampjhire 
Archives. ) It is faid that he was the flrjl Officer of his Rank on 
the Field, and his the only Regiment from New Hampjhire, 
which on the Morning of the Battle of Bunker Hill, was on the 
Ground ready for the Encounter. (New Eng. Palladium^ 1807.) 
He was jjtationed with Col. Stark on the left Wing, at the Rail 
Fence, the hottcjl Part of the Field, and the bejl fought, by all 
Accounts. " By a judicious Difpo/al of his Men, their Fire was 
** peculiarly deJlruSive of the Enemy, and by a Parapet con- 
** jlruSed by his ready Genius, they were remarkably prejcrvcd 
** from the Difajlers of the Day.'' Mr. Irving jpeaks of this 
Pojl as having been " nobly defended throughout the Afiion,'* 
and of its refolute Maintenance, againjl the lajl Britijh Attack, 
after the Troops in the Redoubt had given way, defeating Gen. 
Howe's Defign of cutting off the Retreat of the Main Body. 
The Americans retired jlowly from this Outpojl, and Col. Reed 
« was the lajl Officer who left the Field." (N. E. Palladium.) 

He remained with the Army, after its Command was ajfumed 
by Gen. Wajhington, being pojled at Winter Hill ; and on the 
firjl proper Arrangement of the Forces, on the ijl January, 1776, 
his was ranked as the 2d Regiment of the Continental Army. 
(Vide Returns of the Army ; Am. Archives.) ( 1 ) 

The Siege of Bojlon was concluded by the Evacuation of the 
Britijh Troops on the 17th March. In April Col. Reed ac- 
companied the Army in its Movement to New York, and Jbon 
after was ordered up the Hudjbn, to the Relief of the Force under 
Arnold; his Regiment having been put (Z4th April) into the 
3d Brigade, under Gen. Sullivan.(») They proceeded^ over

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Groond with which his previous Campaigns had made him fa- 
miliar, as far as the Mouth of the Sorel, where they met the 
Retreat, and Gen. Sullivan ajfumed the Command. Col. Reed's 
Skill, Fortitude, and Diligence, in the ConduS of the Retreat, 
are highly /poken of. On one Occajion, in the Abfence of 
Arnold, he received and held a Talk with the Chiefs offome 
Indian Tribes. It was managed with Addrejs, by Col. Reed, 
and the Pledges of their friendly Difpofltion were tran/mittcd by 
him to the Prejident of Congrefs. (N.E. Palladium:) 

A worje Foe than the Enemy, which attacked the American 
' Troops, at this Time, was Dijeajc. The Small-pox» and Dy- 
Jentery, and Malignant Fever, prevailed to a fearful Extent, 
among Men conjlantly expofed. The Retreat reached Ticon- 
deroga on the ijl July, 1776. Col. Reed was attacked with 
Fever at Crownpoint, and, perhaps through Malpradlce, /ufFered 
the Lojs of his Sight. This Calamity terminated his Profpefis 
for any further U jefulnejs in the Service of his Country. 

It was while he was thus fuffering from dangerous Sicknejs» 
that he was promoted by -Congrefs, and created a Brigadier- 
General. On the 2d SepL Gen. Gates (peaks of him as ** /o ill 
at Fort Geoi'^e, that he would probably not be fit for Service 
that Campaign." He received Orders from Gen. Wajhington, 
to join him at Head Quarters, but he was unable to comply ; 
and eventually he retired from the Army, on Half-pay, until the 
Cloje of the War. He lived many Years after in Fitchburg, 
Majs., greatlv rejpefied for his Virtues and his Patriotifm. He 
died at Fitchburg on the 13th Feb., 1807, and was buried with 
Military Honours. 

Gen. Wilkinfon's firjl CommijQIion was in Col. Reed's Regi- 
ment, and he jpeaks of vijiting the Field of Bunker Hill, after 
the Departure of the Briti/h from Bojlon, in Company with him 
and CoL Stark, and receiving from them their vivid Dejcription 
of the Battle in w];iich they had taken Part. (fFaJhington and his 
Generalsy I ; Irving^ s Wajhington^ I ; Battle of Bunker Hill ; JVil- 
kinfon*s Memoirs^ i, 845 ; Obituary ^ in N. E. Pallad*^ Feb. 27, 
1807.)

hot Fire," the Americans gave way and retreated ignominioujly, 
and left them in the Hands of the Enemy. The Writer con- 
gratulates his Correjpondent that among the Prijbners were none 
of the damned Yankeei^ as he jays the Pennjylvanians termed the 
New England Troops. 
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WILUAM IRVINE, 

XXTAS a Native of the Emerald Iflc, which has givert to the World fo 
^ ^ many diftinguifhcd Men, and to which the United States have 
been indebted for fo large a Portion of their beft Soldiers and mod ufeful 
Citizens. General Irvine's Anceftors originally emigrated to Ireland from 
the north of Scotland. His Grandfather was an Officer in the Corps of 
Grenadiers that fought fo gallantly at the Battle of the Boyne. General 
Wayne's Grandfather bore a Commiffion in the fame Service. It is a 
curious Coincidence that their Defcendants fhould be found in the fame 
State and Corps, in a new World contending for the fame Caufe. 

Of Mr. Irving's Parentage and early Life, we know enough to fliow, 
that both were highly refpeftable. His elementary Education com- 
menced at a Grammar School in Eniflcellen, and was completed at the 
College of Dublin. Being now of an Age when it became proper to 
feled a Profeffion, his own Choice led ftrongly to that of Arms ; but the 
wifcr Calculations of his Parents overruled this Arrangement, and indcad 
of placing him in the Army, entered him a Student of Medicine and Sur- 
gery, and on clofing his Studies, he was immediately appointed a Surgeon 
ofaBritifh Ship of War. 

It was in the Courfe of feveral Years of hard and conftant Service, that 
becoming acquainted with the Condition of Society in this Country, he 
took the Refolution of feeking a profeffional Eilablilhment here. Attracted 
by the Number and Charader of his Countrymen who had located them- 
felves in the Interior of Pennfylvania, he made his Way thither, and in 
1 764, became an Inhabitant of Carlifle. By Diligence and Skill he was 
able to recommend himfelf to general Confidence, and in 1774, ^^ ^'*^ 
called to take Part in the political Controverfy which terminated in the 
Independence of the Colonies. By the Wifdom and Energy of a few dif- 
interefted Men, of whom Mr. Irvine was one, Pennfylvania was piloted 
through political Straits, and brought fafely into the Union. 

In January, 1 776, he was appointed to raife and command a Regiment 
of the Pennfylvania Line. The Adivity put into this new Service, was 
highly creditable to the Commander and his fubordinaie Officers, as in lefs 
than five Months from the Date of his Inftrudlions, we find the Regiment 
railed, clothed, and equipped, and marched to the Mouth of the River So- 
rcl, in Canada; and on the 10th of June, uniting with Thompfbn's Brigade 
in the unfucceHTul Attempt made by that Corps to furprife the van Guard 
of theBritifh Array, then ftationed at the Village of Trois Rivieres. In 
this Enterprife, the commanding General and Col. Irvine, with about two 
hundred fubordinate Officers and Privates, who formed the Head of the 
Attack, were made Prifoners and carried to Quebec ; a MifFortune fuffi- 
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ciendy great in itfcif, but much aggravated in the present Cafe by the Fad, 
that though we had Prifoners of commenfuratc Rank ready for Exchange, 
yet that from fome Mifundcrftanding between the two Governments or 
their Agents, no Exchange was made until April, 1778. To compenfate 
Col. Irvine in fome Degree, for a Mortification fo fevere and fo long con- 
tinued, he at this laft Epoch found himfelf placed at the Head of the fee- 
ond Pennfylvania Brigade, a Corps of great and merited Diftindion, 
which he continued to conmiand until the Fall of 178 1, when he was de- 
tached to Pittfburg, and charged with the Defence of the north-weftem 
Frontier, then menaced with a Bridfli and Indian Invafion. After repair- 
ing and ftrengthening his Foris, and increafing his Stock of Ammunition 
and Subfiftence, his Force, moral and phyfickal, was much increafcd, 
and was probably the Caufe of turning afide the Blow meditated againft 
Pittfburg, and which about that Time fell fo dreadfully on another Point 
of the Frontier, where were wanting equal Vigilance and Prudence, namely, 
Wyoming. 

General Irvine's Services on the Frontiers were now deemed too im- 
portant to be difpenfed with, and he was accordingly continued in this 
Command till the Peace, when the Qualities which had reconmiended 
him to publick Confidence were neither forgotten nor difregardcd. Among 
the Provifions made by the State of Pennfylvania, for the better Remunera- 
tion of the Army, was the Grant of a large Tradt of Land, (ituate on the 
wcilcrn Side of the Ohio and Allegheny, and bordering on thefe Rivers. 
As, however, few large Tradb arc uniformly good, fo it was prefumed 
that a Portion of this was either of a middling or bad Quality, and as the 
Whole contained a SurplufTage beyond what would be fufiBcient for the 
Line, the Government, in the liberal Spirit of the Grant, created an 
Agency for exploring and charaderifing the different Parts of the Trad, 
to the End that what they did ^ve, Ihould really be what the Law had 
intended, a Bounty to the Receiver, and not merely a Surface of barren 
and meafured Acres. This Agency, at the Inftance of the Troops, was 
conferred on Gen. Irvine, who promptly undertook its Execution, and in 
November, 1785, reported the Refult of his Miffion, and received from 
the executive Authority its entire Approbation of the CouHe he had pur- 
fued, and the Opinions he had given. Among the latter of thefe was one, 
which though not immediately conneded with his official Duties, was fo 
interefling to the State, as to merit its particular Notice. We allude to 
the Advice given of the Importance to Pennfylvania of acquiring by Pur- 
chafe from the United States, a finall Trad of Land ceded to them by 
the State of New York, and which, from its Shape, took the Name of 
the Triangle, The Negociation was opened on the General's Suggeflion, 
and having been fucceflBil, gave to the purchafing State a confiderable 
Front on Lake Erie, and with it, one or more of the bcfl Harbours of 
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this inland Sea. On dofing the Bufmefs of the Land Agency, Gen. Irvine 
was eleded a Member of Congrefs under the Confederation. 

It was about this Date, that the great National Account between the 
fevcral States of the United States, which began with the War, which 
had not hitherto been fubje^cd to any official Examination afTumed a very 
urgent Character from the admitted Fa£t, that the Contributions made by 
the feveral Members of the Confederation, had been unequal ; fome of 
thefe having given much, and others having given little or nothing. To re- 
lieve the EmbarraiTments growing out of this Circumftance, and which 
every additional Day had a Tendency to multiply and aggravate, Congrefs 
proceeded to inftitutc a Board of Commiflioners, with Powers to examine 
and (ettle this Ma(s of old and complicated Bufinefs. Of this Board, 
Gen. Irvine was choien a Member. 

When, in 1 796, the Whifkey Makers and Whiflccy Drinkers of the 
Weft, broke out into wild and open Infurredion, neither the Feelings of 
the Nation, nor the Circumfpedion of Waihington permitted a Refort to 
Arms, undl after an Appeal had been made to the Underftanding and the 
Duties of the Offenders, by Pcrfons competent to the Tafk, and not fuf- 
pe6led of any particular Connexion with the Policy which had produced 
the Excitement. Of the State Commiffioners Gen. Irvine was one, re- 
commended alike by the Firmnefs and Probity of his Charadcr, and the 
high Standing he was fuppofed to have in the Confidence of the wcftem 
DHlrift. But the Character and the Motives of the Million were both 
miftaken, and the Overtures were openly and concemptuoufly rejected. 
When the Report of this Failure reached the Seat of Government, 
Meafiires of Force were vigorouily, though relu£iandy, adopted, and Gen. 
Irvine was placed at the Head of the Pennfylvania Militia, and by his 
bcal Knowledge contributed much to the Facility oi the March and the 
other Military Operations. 

His advanced Age, and the better Accommodadon of his Family in- 
duced the General about this Time tb remove from Carlifle to Philadel- 
phia ; and that he might not, in this new Situation, be altogether without 
Occuparion, he accepted the Appointment of Intcndant of Military Stores, 
a Place at that Period, of very limited Objefts, but which fubfequently be- 
came the Balis of that important Department, fo ably filled by his Son and 
Succcffor, Mr. CalJcnder Irvine. H< fcrved alfo as Preiident of the Penn- 
fylvania Society of the Cincinnati ; and it was in the Diibharge of ib«ic of 
the Duties growing out of that or both of thefe Appointments, that ia the 
Summer of 1 804, he was attacked by an inflammatory Difbrder^ which 
terminated his ufeful Life on the 12th Auguft, in the 63d Year of his Age. 

The foregoing Sketch of the Liic of Gen. Irvine, widi the Exc^don of 
a few Particulars, is derived from Rog$ris Bkg, DiQUnnrf. 
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AN ORATION 

Delivered at the Head of Colonels Motfs and Swift's Regiments, when 
under Arms, expe^ing the Approach of the Enemy hourly, at Mount 
Independence, Sunday, October the 20th, 1776-/ by the Rev. Mr. 
Tenent, Chaplain. 
" Be yc not afraid of them j remember the Lord which is great and terrible, and 

fight for your Brethren, your Sons, and your Daughters, your Wives and your Houfes. — 

Nekemiah, iv, 14. 

^^'O Exhortation can be more applicable and pertinent for us, 
-^"^ my dear Countrymen and Fellow-jbldiers, at this Time and 
under our Circumjlances, than this, which was delivered by good 
Nehemiah to the Jews, when their proud, their haughty and op- 
prejjive Enemies were coming upon them for their Dejlrudion. 

When Danger approaches, it is natural for Man to be afraid, 
and our Fears generally incrcaje in Proportion to our Dangers ; 
and /ometimes by indulging the former, we are rendered incapable 
of efcaping the Evil which impends. It is therefore necejfary to 
keep a Guard upon this PaJJion, lejl in its Excefs it Jhould prove 
ruinous. This is necejfary, in an ejpecial Manner for the SoU 
dier. " Be ye not afraid of them,*' is the Voice of Heaven, the 
Voice of your bleeding Country, the Voice of the Church, and 
the Voice of all who are dear to you, with refpeS to the approach- 
ing Foe. The Hour is expefied, when with the BleJJing of 
Heaven, you will have it in your Power to do the mojl jignal, 
important and lajling Service to your native Land. She ajks, 
Jhe entreats, jhe calls, with a Jblemn pathetick Tone, yea, Jhe 
demands your Service, your mojl vigorous Exertions, to Jave her 
from Ruin. Let her not be difappointed ; but as jhe has honoured 
you with martial Attire for her Defence, do her Honour, do your- 
jclves Honour, by ujing the Weapons of your Warfare, with that 
Heroifm, Firmnejs and Magnanimity which the Cauje requires. 
When our Enemy approaches, be ye not afraid of them ; let not 
your Spirits jink, but rather rejoice that you have an Opportunity 
to contribute your whole Might for the Deliverance of your Coun- 
try from the Dijlurbers of the common Peace, and Robbers of the 
Rights of Mankind. I mean not that you jhould entertain a con- 
temptible Idea of the Strength of your Enemy. They wijl no 
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doubt come jlrong, prepared to the Battle, and will flght valiantly. 
But they flght in an unrighteous Cauje ; they are armed to de- 
prive us of our Liberty and Property ; they are armed to ruin 
our Families, to murder both them and us, or reduce us to the mojl 
abje3 Slavery. And will not you. Gentlemen, under theje Cir- 
cuJnjlances, flght valiantly too ? Shall your Courage be lejs than 
theirs, when your all is at Stake ? Conjider they are made of the 
/ame Materials with yourjelves. Though tran/ported from for- 
eign Climes, they are Flejh and Blood. They are but Men, who 
are fubjeft to the like Hopes and Fears with yourjelves; and 
a Ball well direSed will humble them as quick as any, even the 
feeblejl of you. Be not ye, therefore, afraid of them, for they are 
not invincible. Be not afraid of them, becaufe they are engaged 
in a wicked and unrighteous CauJe, which the righteous Lord 
abhorreth. Be not afraid of them, though their Numbers Jhould 
be juperiour to yours, becau/e you are pojfejfed of Advantages 
which they have not ; you have the Ground and all the Works 
you have made on it. Be not afraid of them, becauje the Want 
of Courage will prove your Ruin. There is nothing but ViSory 
or an honourable Death before you. There is no Retreat for you ; 
and if you are taken Prifoners, no doubt you would foon be dif- 
charged, as our Friends who were lately captivated were, with 
their Baggage, and a few Days' Provijions, but with this addi- 
tional and horrid Circumjlance, that before you are two Miles 
from this Encampment, you will be overtaken in your dijarmed 
Condition, by Savages, Canadians and HeJJians, who will at once 
plunder and jacriflce your Lives with Barbarity which can not be 
described. Gen. Carleton's late Condu3 was only dejigned to 
deceive ; his affeSed Clemency is to be dreaded. ExpeS not 
Mercy from an Enemy who are fighting in Support of Tyranny ; 
it can not, it will not be Jhown any longer than it is for their In- 
terejl. The Scheme of this cunning Man is evidently this : he 
juppofed that you would conclude from what «vas pajl, that if you 
were compelled to a hot Engagement, that you would rather fub- 
mit, expeding the fame Lenity which your captive Friends have 
had, than flght as the Sons of Freedom ought to flght. Let the 
Fox be catched in his own Trap. Believe him to be your bitter 
Enemy, and, according to Scripture Language, reward your Ene- 
mies, and your Country's Enemies, even as they have rewarded 
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you, and render doable to them. Be not afraid of thenu Re- 
member the Lord, which is great and terrible. Call to Remem« 
brance his almighty Name. Let the Strength of IJrael be your 
Trujl. Implore his Aid and AQiJlance. Under his Banner go 
forth to battle. In his Name and Strength meet the approach- 
ing Foe, determined to conquer or gloriou^y die. Remember his 
Name, which is great and terrible— fufflciently great and terrible 
to vanquijh your Enemies, and cauje them to flee before you ; 
and fight for your Brethren, your Sons and your Daughters, yout 
Wivcs and your Houjes. Do the Work of the Lord faithfully, 
play the Men for your Kindred and for your EJlates, which are in 
Jeopardy. So Jhall thofe of you who may fall in Battle be im- 
mortalised for your Valour ; your Names /hall be held in grate- 
lEuI Remembrance by America's latejl Pcjilerity; and thofe of 
you whoje Lives Jhall be fpared in the bloody ConfliS, /hall re- 
turn with great Joy to your Friends, and be received with the high 
Honour d[ Conquerors and Deliverers of this opprejfed Land. 
Your Officers I doubt not, will fet your Example ; and I hope 
you will all be engaged to fupport the Honour of New England^ 
and of the State, in a particular Manner, which has employed 
you. Your Wives and Children, your aged Parents, your Breth- 
ren and Si/iers, look to you, under God, for Salvation. The 
Peace of all our frontier Inhabitants depends upon your Succe/s. 
You have the Prayers of thoufands for Vifiory ; and be ajfured, 
if yott are vidorious, the Enemy will, from hence forward, ceafe to 
expeS a SubmiJ|ion from thefe United States* If you are vifio- 
rious, the Virgins of our Land and all your dear Connexions will 
hail you Welcome upon your Return, with high Applauje and 
great Joy ; yea Zion her/elf will be glad. 

May the Lord infpire* you all with that Magnanimity which 
makes the great and fucce/Jful Soldier ! May he cover your 
Heads in the Day of Battle, and crown our Arms with ViSory ! 
and the Glory /hiall be given to Father, Son^ and Holy Ghqfl ; 
World without End. Am^n !

OlNCE the Retirement of Gen. Gates, the Charge of the 
'^ Northern Department devolved wholly upon Gen, Schuyler, 
who had his Head Quarters at his Country Seat in Saratoga. 
He was unpopular with fome of the Pennjylvania and New 
Fngbnd OiBcers, who did not conceal their Preference for Gen. 
Gates. Jojeph Trumbull, the CommiJQfary, continually alludes 
to him with marked Contempt, althoi^ his Father, Gov. Trum- 
bull, throughout his voluminous Correjpondence, manifejled the 
highejl Re/pe£{ for him. If Gen. Gates jeldom exprejjed the 
Jealpujy he really entertained of his Popularity with Washington 
and Congrefs, yet it is well known that he coveted his Pojition. 
His Friend, James Kent, has given an interejling Account of his 
Life and Services {N. Y. Hift, Sac. Tranf, $ Annals Albany ^ i, 
250), from which the following Sketch is principally derived. The 
Papers of Gen. Schuyler were placed in the Hands of the late 
Jolui C. Spencer, for the Purpofe of enabling that Gentleman to 
prepare an extended Memoir, but he declined the Tajk, and no 
one has yet been fou«d to undertake it.

T^HE Dutch Family of Schuyler (lands confpicuous in our Colomal 
* Annals. Col. Peter Schuyler was Mayor of Albany, and Com- 
mander of die northern Milida in 1690. He was diftinguifhed for his 
Probity and Adlivity in all the various Duties of civil and military Life. 
No Man underftood better the Rdadon of the Colony with thie Five 
Nations of Indians, or had more decided Influence with that Confederacy. 
He had frequently chafliied the Canadian French for thdr deflnidtive In- 
curiidns upon the frontier Settlements ; and hb Zeal and Enei^ were 
rewarded by a Seat in the Provincial Coundl, and the Houfe of Aflem- 
bly gave their TcfBmony to the Bntiih Court of his fiutii6il Services and 
good Reputadon. It was this fame v^jiknt Officer who gave Intelligence 
to the Inhabitants of Dcerfield, on Connedicut River, of the Defigns of 
the French and Indians upon them, fome ihort Time before the Deiruc- 
don of that Village in I7#4. In 1720, as Prefident ^ the Council^ he 
became a^ng Govemour of the Colony for a fhort Time, previous to the 
Acceffion of Govemour Burnet. His Son, CoL Philip Schuyler, was an 

20 
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aftive and efficient Member of Aflembly for the City and County of 
Albany, in 1743. 

The Philip Schuyler, who in a fubfequent Age flied fuch fignal Lufbe upon 
the Family Name, was bom at Albany, 2 2d November, 1733. He was 
the oldeft Child of his Parents, and by the Law of Primogeniture, he in- 
herited his Father's Real Eftate. That Parent died wWle Philip was 
young, and he was left to the Care of his Mother. With that noble 
Generofity which marked his Career through Life, he divided the Eftate 
to which he was entitled, equally with his Brothers and Sifters. (Lo/Jht^s 
Memoirs,) At an early Age he began to difplay his a6Uve Mind and 
Military Spirit. He was a Captain in the New York Levies at Fort 
Edward in 1755, and accompanied the Britifti Army in the Expedition 
down Lake George in the Summer of 1758. He was with Lord Howe 
when he fell by the Fire of the Enemy, on landing at the north End of 
the Lake ; and was appointed to convey the Body of that young and 
lamented Nobleman to Albany, where he was buried with appropriate 
Solemnities in the Epifcopal Church. 

In Company with his Compatriot, George Clinton, in the Year 1768, 
on the Floor of the Houfc of Aflembly, he took an aftive Share in all their 
vehement Difcuflions. Neither of them was to be overawed or feduced 
from a bold and determined Defence of the conftitutional Rights of the 
Colonies, and of an Adherence to the Letter and Spirit of the Councils 
of the Union. The Struggle in the Houfe of Aflembly between the 
Miniftcrial and the Whig Parties, was brought to a Criiis in the Months 
of February and March, 1775 ; and in that memorable Conteft, Philip 
Schuyler aftcd a diftinguilhed Part. On the Motions to give the Thanks 
of the Houfe to the Delegates from the Colony in thg Continental Con- 
grefs of September, 1774, and to thank the Merchants and Inhabitants 
of the Colony for their Adherence to the Non-importation and the Aflb- 
ciation recommended by Congrefs, he found himielf in the Minority ; but 
his Courage and Refolution gained Strength from Defeat. 

On the 3d of March, Col. Schuyler moved declaratory Refbhitions 
that the A61 of 4 Geo. Ill, impofing Duties for railing a Revenue in 
America, and for the extending the Jurifdidion of Admiralty Courts, and 
for depriving his Majefty's Subjcds in America of Trial by Jury, tnd for 
holding up an injurious Dilcrimination between the Subjedb of Great 
Britain and thofe of the Colonics, were great Grievances. The Govern- 
ment Party feem to have fled the Queftion, and to have left in the Houfe 
only the fcanty Number of nine Members, and the Refolutions were car- 
ried by a Vote of feven to two ; but their Opponents immediately rallied, 
and eleven diftind Divifions, on di^rent Motions, were afterwards taken 
in the Courfe of diat fingle Day, and entered on the Journal, and they 
related to all the momentous Points then in Controveify between Great 
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Britain and the United Colonies. It was a iharp and hard-fought Contefl 
for fundamental Principles ; and a more folemn and eventful Debate rarely 
ever happened on the Floor of a deliberative Aflembly, The Hoidc 
confided on that Day of twenty-four Members, and the miniflerial Major- 
ity was exa6Uy in the Ratio of two to one ; and the Intrepidity, Talents 
and Services of Schuyler and Clinton, were above all Praife, and laid the 
Foundation for thofe lavifh Marks of Honour and Confidence whi^h their 
Countrymen were afterwards fb eager to beilow. 

The Refiflance o^thc Majority of the Houfe was fairly broken down, 
and cflentially controlled by the Efforts of the Minority and the Energy 
of publick Opinion. A Scries of Refolutions, declaratory of American 
Grievances, were pafTed, and Petitions to the King and Parliament adopted, 
not indeed in all Refpe£ts fuch as the Leaders of the Minority wifhcd (for 
all their Amendments were voted down), but they were neverthelefs 
grounded upon the Principles of the American Revolution. They de- 
clared that the Claims of Taxation and abfolute Sovereignty on the Part 
of the Britifh Parliament, and the Extenfion of Admindty Jurifdidion, 
were Grievances and unconilitutional Meafures ; and that the A6t of 
Parliament, fhutting up the Port of Boflon, and altering the Charter of 
that Colony, alfo was a Grievance. 

Thefe were the lafl Proceedings of the General AfTembly of the Colony 
of New York, which now clofed its Exiflence forever. More perilous 
Scenes, and new and brighter Paths of Glory, were opening upon the 
Vifion of thofe illuflrious Patriots. 

Gen. Schuyler was a Delegate to the fecond Conflitutional Congrcfs, 
which met in May, 1775. The Names of the Delegates from this Colony 
were John Jay, ^hn Alfop, James Duane, Philip Schuyler, George 
Clinton, Lewis Morris and Robert R. Livingflon ; and the Weight of 
their Talents and Charader may be inferred from the Fad, that Mr. 
Jay, Mr. Livingflon, Mr. Duane and Mr. Schuyler were early placed 
upon Committees charged with the mofl arduous and refponfible Duties. 
We find Waftiington and Schuyler afTociatcd together in the Committee 
appointed on the 14th of June, 1775, to prepare Rules and Regulations 
for the Government of the Army. This Aflbciation of thofe great Men, 
commenced at fuch a critical Moment, was the Beginning of a mutual 
Confidence, Refped and Admiration, which continued widi uninterrupted 
and unabated Vividnefs during the Remainder of their Lives. 

The Congrefs of this Colony, during the Years 1775 and 1776, had 
to meet Difficulties and Dangers almofl fufficient to fubdue the firmefl 
Refolution. The Population of the Colony was fliort of 200,000 Souls. 
It had a vafl Body of difafieded Inhabitants within its own Bofom. It 
had numerous Tribes of hoflile Savages on its extended Frontier. The 
Bonds of Society feemed to have been broken up, and Society itfelf re- 
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ibiTed into its priimtive Elements. There wts no civil Government, but 
fiich as had been introduced by the Provincial Congrefs and County Com- 
mittees as temporary Expedients. It had an Enemy's Province in the 
Rear, flrengdiened by large and well-appointed Forces. It had an open 
and expofed Seaport, widioui any adequate Means to defend it. In the 
Summer of 1 776, the State was aftually invaded, not only upon our Cana- 
dian, but upon our Atlantic Frontier, by a formidable Fleet and Army, 
calculated by the Power that fent them to be fufficient to annihilate at 
once all our Infant RepubHcb. 

In the midft of this appalling Storm, the Virtue of our People, animated 
by a Hoft of intrepid Patriots, the mention of whofc Names is enough to 
kindle Enthufiafin in the Bread of the preient Generation, renrained 
^wing, unmoved and invincible. It would be difficult to find any other 
People who have been put to a feverer Teft, or, on Trial, gave higher 
Proofs of Coun^ and Capacity. 

On the 19th of June, 1775, Philip Schuyler was appointed by Congreft 
the third Major-Gcneral in the Armies of the United Colonies ; and fuch 
was his fingular Promptitude, that in eleven Days from this Appointment, 
we find him in adual Service, correfponding with Congrefs from a Dif- 
tance on Bufinefs that required and received immediate Attention. In 
July, 1775, he was placed at the Head of a Board of Commiffioners for 
the Northern Department, and empowered to employ all the Troops in 
that Department at his Difcretion fubjed to the future Orders of the 
Commander-in-chief. He was authorifed, if he fhould find it pradticable 
and expedient, to take Pofleffion of St. Johns and Montreal ; and purfue 
any other Meafure in Canada, having a Tendency, in hie Judgment, to 
promote the Peace and Security of the United Colonies. 

In September, 1775, Gen. Schuyler was adting under pofkive Inftruc- 
tions to enter Canada ; and he proceeded, with Generals Mon^mery 
and Woofler under his Command, to the Ifle au Notx. He had at that 
Time become extremely ill, and he was obliged to leave the Command of 
the Expedition to devolve upon Gen. Montgomery. The latter, under 
his Orders, captured the Garrifons of Chambly and St. Johns, and 
prefled forward to Montreal and Quebec. . Montreal was entered on the 
12th of November, 1775, by the Troops under the immediate Orders of 
Montgomery ; and in the fame Month, a Committee from Congrefs wa« 
appointed to confer with General Schuyler, relative to raifing Troops in 
Canada for the Pofleflion and Security of that Province. His Aftivity, 
SkiO and Zeal ihone confpicuoufly throughout that arduous Northern 
Campaign ; and his unremitting Correfpondence received the moft prompt 
and marked Confidenition. 

While 1^ Expedition under Mon^merv was employed in Canada, 
Gen. Schuyler was called to exercHe his Influence and Power in anodier 
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Qqarter of his Military Diftrid. On the 30th of December, 1775, he 
was orderered to diiann the diiaffeded Inhabitants of Tryon County, 
then under the Influence of Sir John Johnfon ; and on the 1 8th of January 
following, he made a Treaty with the difaffeded Portion of the People in 
that weftem Part of the State. The Continental Congrefs were fo highly 
fatiified with his Condu£^ in that delicate and meritorious Service, as to 
declare, by a fpecial Refblution, that he had executed his Truft with 
Fidelity, Prudence and Defpatch ; and they ordered a Publication of the 
Narrative of his March, in Depth of Winter, into the Regions bordering 
on the Middle and Upper Mohawk. The Duties impoied upon that 
Officer were fo various, multiplied and inceflant, as to require ra|»d 
Movements, iufficient to diftra^ and confound an ordinary Mind. Thus, 
on the 30th of December, 1775, he was ordered to diiarm the Tories in 
Tryon County. On the 8th of January, 1 776, he was ordered to have 
d)e River St. Lawrence, above and below j^>uebec, wdl explored. On 
the 25 th of January, he was ordered to have the Fortrefi of Ticondcroga 
repaired and made defenfible ; and on the 17th of February, he was 
directed to take the Command of the Forces, and condud the Military 
Operations at the City of New York. All thefc cumulative and conflict- 
ing Orders from Congrefs were made upon him in the Courfe of flx 
Weeks, and they were occafioned by the Embarraflments and Difbefles 
of the Timet. 

In March, 1776, Congrcis changed their Plan of Operations, and 
directed Gen. Schuyler to eflablifli his Head-quarters at Albany, and 
faperintend the Army deflined. for Canada. He was inftni£led to take 
Ivch Orders as he ihould deem expedient, refpe6ting the very perplexing 
and all-important Subje^ of the Supplies for the Troops in Canada ; and 
thofe Orders as to the Supplies were repeated again in April, and again 
in May, 1 776. The Duty of procuring Supplies, though leis fplendid in 
its Effe^, is often more e^6lual to the Safety and Sacce/s of an Army 
than Proweis in the Fidd. Gen. Schuyler, by his thorotigh fiuflnefs 
Habits, his preciie Attention to Details, and by his %Wl and Science in 
every Duty conneded with the Equipment of an Army, was admiraUy 
itted to be at the Head of the Commiflariat ; and he gave Life and Vigour 
to every Branch of the Service. Hb verfadle Talents, equally adapted to 
Invcfligation and Adion, rendered his Merits as an Officer of transcend* 
ent Value. 

On the 14th of June, 1776, he was ordered by Coi^re^ to hold a 
Treaty with the Six Nations, and engage them in the Interefl of the Cok>- 
nies, and to treat with them on the Principles and in the deciiivc Maii^ 
ner which he had fuggefted. His Preparations for taking immediate Pol^ 
feffion of Fort Stanwix, and erecting a Fortification there, received the 
Approbation of Congreis ; and their Records afford the moft iotifHi^ry 
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Evidence that his compreheniive and accurate Mind had anticipated and 
fuggefted the moft efTential MeafureSy which he afterward moll diligendy 
executed throi^hout the whole Northern Department But within three 
Days after the Order for the Treaty, Congrefs diredted his Operations to 
a diflferent Quarter of his Command. He was ordered on the 1 7th of 
June, to clear Wood Creek, and conftrudt a Lock upon the Creek at 
Skeenfborough (now Whitehall), and to take the Level of the Waters 
falling into the Hudfon at Fort Edward and into Wood CreeL There 
can be no Doubt that thofe Orders were all founded upon his previous 
Suggeftions ; and they afford demonfh^tive Proof of the Views entertained 
by him, at that early Day, of the Pradticability and Importance of Canal 
Navigation. He was likewife diredted to caufe armed Veflcls to be built, 
fo as to fecure the Maftery of the Waters of the northern Lakes. He 
was to judge of the Expediency of a temporary Fortification or intrenched 
Camp on the Heights oppofite Ticonderoga. Capt. Graydon vifited 
Gen. Schuyler early in the Summer of i jji^ at his Head-quarters on 
Lake George ; and he fpeab of him, in the very interefting Memoirs of 
his own Life, as an Officer thorougly devoted to Bufmefs and being at the 
fame Time a Gentleman of poliftied, courteous Manners. On the ift of 
Auguft following, he was on the Upper Mohawk, providing for its De- 
fence and Security ; and again in Odober we iind him on the Upper 
Hudfon, and calling upon the Eaftem States, for their Militia. 

There can be no Doubt that the Northern Frontier, in the Campaign 
of 1776, wa^ indebted for its extraordinray Quiet and Security to the 
ceafelefs Activity of Gen. Schuyler. At the Clofe of that Year he was 
further inftrudlcd to build a floating Battery on the Lake, at the Foot of 
Mount Independence, and alfo to (Irengthen the Works at Fort Stanwix. 

In the midft of fuch conflicting and harrafling Services, he had excited 
much popular Jealoufy and Ill-wUl, arifing from the Energy of his Char- 
after and the Dignity of his Deportment. He was likewife difgulled at 
what he deemed Injuilice, in the Irregularity of appointing other and 
junior Officers in feparate and independent Commands within what was 
confidered to be his Military Diftridl. He accordingly, in Oftober, 
1 776, tendered to Congrefs the Refignation of his Commiffion ; but 
when Congrefs came to invefligate his Services, they found them, fays the 
Hiftorian of Wafhington, far to exceed in Value any Eftimate which had 
been made of them. They declared that diey could not difpenfc with 
his Services, during the then Situation of Affairs ; and they direfted the 
Prefident of Congrefs to requeft him to continue in his Command, and 
diey declared their high Senfe of his Services, and their unabated Confi- 
dence in his Attachment to the Caufe of Freedom. 

A Govemour and Legiilature were chofen in the Summer of 1 777 ; and 
in that trying Seafbn, there was not a County in this State, as it then ex- 
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ifted, which cfcaped a Vifit from the Arms of the Enemy. To add to 
the Embarraflment of our Coimcik in the Extremity of their Diftrcfs, the 
Inhabitants of the northeaft Part of the State, now Vermont, which had 
been repreiented in the Convention, and juft then ingrafted into the Con- 
ftitution, under the Names of the Counties of Cumberland and GJouceftcr, 
renounced their Allegiance, and fet up for an independent State. On 
the 30th of June in that Year, they were knocking at the Door of Con- 
grefs for a Recognition of their Independence and an Admiffion into the 
Union. 

In the memorable Campaign of 1777, Gen. Burgoyne advanced from 
Canada through the Lakes, with a well-appointed Army of io,ocx3 Men, 
and for a Time he diflipated all Oppoiition, and fwept every Obftade 
before him. Gen. Schuyler was ttill in the Command of the whole 
Northern Department, and he made every Exertion to check the Progreft 
of the Enemy. He vifiied in Pcrfon the different Forts, and ufcd the 
utmofl Activity in obtaining Supplies to enable them to fuftain a Siege. 
While at Albany (which was his Head-quarters as previoufly fixed by 
Congrefs), bufy in accelerating the Equipment and March of Troops, . 
Ticonderoga being affailed was fuddcnly evacuated by Gen. St. Clair. 
Gen. Schuyler met on the Upper Hudfon the News of the Retreat ; and 
he difplayed the utmod Diligence and judgment in that gloomy State of 
Things. (Marjhall's Life of IVaJhington,) He effcdually impeded the 
Navigation of Wood Creek. He rendered the Roads impaffable. He 
removed every Kind of Provifions and Stores beyond the Reach of the 
Enemy. He fummoned the Militia of New York and New England to 
his Affiftance ; and he anfwered the Proclamation of Burgoyne by a 
counter Proclamation, equally addrcffcd to the Hopes and Fears of the 
Country. Congrefs, by their Refolution of the 17th of July, 1777, ap- 
proved all the A6b of Gen. Schuyler in Reference to the Army at Ticon- 
deroga ; but the Evacuation of that Fortrefs excited great Difcontent in 
the United States, and Gen. Schuyler did not eicape his Share of the 
popular Clamour, and he was made a Victim to appeafe it. It was deemed 
expedient to recall the General Officers in the Northern Army, and in 
the Month of Auguft he was fuperfeded in the Command of that Depart- 
ment by the Arrival of Gen. Gates. The Laurek which he was in Pre- 
paration to win by his judicious and diflinguifhed Efforts, and which he 
would very fliordy have attoined, were by that Removal- intercepted from 
his Brow. 

Gen. Schuyler felt acutely the Difcredit of being recalled in the moft 
critical and interefting Period of the Campaign of 1777, and when the 
Labour and A6tivity of making Preparations to repair the Difafler had 
been expended by him ; and when an Opportunity was opening, as he 
obferved, for that Refinance and Retaliation which might bring Glory 
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apon our Arms. If Errour be attributable to the Evacuation of Ticonde- 
roga, no Portion of it was committed by Gen. Schuyler. (MMrJball.) 
But his Removal, though unjull and fevere as refpe^ed himielf, was ren- 
dered expedient as a Sacrifice to the Prejudices of New England. 

He was prefent at the Capture of Burgoyne, but without any perfonal 
Command ; and the Urbanity of his Manners, and the chivalrick Magna- 
nimity of his Charader, (inarting as he was under the Extent and Severity 
of his pecuniary Lofles, was attefted by Gen. Burgoyne himfelf in his 
Speech in 1778 in the Britifli Houfe of Commons. He there deckred, 
that, by his Orders, " a very good Dwelling-houfe, exceedingly large Store- 
hodes, great Saw-mtUs, and other Out-buildings to the Value altogether 
perhaps of X 10,000, belonging to Gen. Schuyler, at Saratoga, were de- 
ftroycd by Fire, a few Days before the Surrender." He faid further 
that one of the firll Perfons he faw after the Convention was figned, was 
General Schuyler ; and when expreffing to him his Regret at the Event 
which had happened to his Property, Gen. Schuyler delired him " to think 
no more of it, and that the Occafion juilified it according to the Principles 
and Rules of War. He did more," faid Burgoyne, " he (en t an Aid-de- 
camp to conduct me to Albany, in order,. as he exprefled it, to procure 
better Quarters than a Stranger might be able to find. That Gentleman 
conduced me to a very elegant Houle, and, to my great Surprife, pre- 
fented me to Mrs. Schuyler and her Family. In that Houfe I remained 
during my whole Stay in Albany, with a Table with more than twenty 
Covers for me and my Friends, and every other poflible Demonflradon 
of Hofpitality." 

Gen. Schuyler remained behind at Saratoga, under the Pretext of taking 
Care of the Remains of his Property, but in Reality to avoid giving freih 
Occaiions for Calumny and Jealoufies, by appearing in Perfon with Bur- 
goyne at his own Hc^e. It was not until the Autumn of 1778, that 
the Conduct of Gen. Schuyler in the Campaign of 1777 was fubmitted to 
the InvefUgation of a Court Martial. He was acquitted of every Charge 
with the higheft Honours, and the Sentence was confirmed by Congrcfs. 
He ihortly afterward upon his earned and repeated Solicitations, had 
Leave to retire from the Army, and he devoted the Remainder of his 
life to the Service of his Country in its political Councils. He refigned 
his Commiflion on the I9di of April, 1779. 

If the Military Life of Gen. Schuyler was inferiour in Brilliancy to that 
of fome others of his Countrymen, none of them ever furpafled him in 
Fidelity, AdUvity, and Devotednefs to the Service. The Charaderiftick 
of his Meafures was Utility. They bore the Stamp and unerring Precis 
fion of praftical Science. There was nothing complicated in his Char- 
a£ler ; it was chafte imd fevere Simplicity ; and take him for all in all, he

was one of the wifeft and mod efficient Men, both in military and civil 
Life, that the State or the Nation has produced. 

He had been eledledto Coi^refs in 1777, and he was re-eleded in 
each of the three following Years. On his Return to Congrefs after the 
Termination of his Military Life, his Talents, Experience and Energy 
were put in immediate Requifition; and in November, 1779, he was 
appointed to confer with Gen. Wa/hington on the State of the Southern 
Department. In 1 78 1 , he was in the Senate of this State ; and wherever 
he was placed, and whatever might be the Bufincfs before him, he gave 
the utmoft Activity to Meafures, and left upon them the Impreffion of his 
Prudence and Sagacity. In 1789, he was elected to a Scat in the firft. 
Senate of the United States ; and when his Term of Service expired in 
Congrefs, he was replaced in the Senate of this State. In 1 792, he wa^ 
very active in digelling and bringing to Maturity that early and great Mea- 
fure of Stale Policy, the *Eftablilhment of Companies for inJand Lock 
Navigation. The whole Suggeftion was the ProduA of his fertile and 
calculating Mind, ever bufy in Schemes for the publick Welfare. He was 
placed at the Head of the Direction of bod^ of the Navigation Compa- 
nies, and his Mind was ardently direded for Years towards the Execution 
of thofe liberal Plans of internal Improvement In 1 796, he urged in 
his Place in the Senate, and afterward publiihcd in a pamphlet Form, his 
Plan for the Improvement of the Revenue of this State ; and in 1 797, 
his Plan was almofl literally adopted, and to that we owe the Inftitution 
of the Office of Comptroller. In 1797, he was unanimously elefted by 
the two Houfes of our Legiflature, a Senator in Congrefs in Place of 
Aaron Burr ; and he took leave of the Senate of this Stale in a liberal 
and affizdtionate Addrcfs which was inferted at large upon their Journals. 

But the Life of this great Man was drawing to a Clofe. His Spirits 
were cheerful, his Converfation moft eminently inftrudlive. Manners gen- 
tle and courteous, and his whole Deportment tempered with Grace and 
Dignity. His Faculties feemed to retain their unimpaired Vigour and 
untiring AfUvity, though he had evidently loft fome of his conftitutionsU 
Ardour of Temperament and Vehemence of Feeling. He was fobered by 
Age, chaftened by Afflidtion, broken by Difeafe, and yet nothing could 
furpafs the Intereft excited by the mild Radiance of the Evening of his 
Pays. He died 1 8th November, 1 804, aged 74.

/^N the 5th November, 1776, Congrejs jent a Committee to 
^^ Ticonderc»a to invcfligatc the Condition of the Northern 
Army and to ^ttle its Affairs. The Committee returned and 
reported on the 27th November, and their Report, which will be 
found below, was referred to a Committee of five, who concurred 
in the Reconunendations here prejented, and they were almojl 
immediately jandioned by Congrejs. 

Report tftbe Committee Cent to the Northern Department. 

[That fupplying the Army by Contra^ is practicable. Eflimates and 
Calculations by General Gates, Schuyler, and for Arricles, &c.y endofed. 
Read and referred to Committee of Five, 27 November, 1776.] 

The Committee appointed by Congreft to go to Ticondcroga, beg 
leave to Report, that after having obtained all poffible Information in their 
Power refpeding the Nature and Extent of the important Subjeft of fup- 
plying the Northern Army by Contraft, they (your Committee) are of 
Opinion, that at prefent the Meafurc can nqt be adopted under any Idea 
of^ promoting the publick Service. Your Committee have entered into 
this Subject in Converfation with your prefent Commiflarv-General, and 
with your Majors-General Schuyler and Gates, and alfo with two Gentle- 
men who offered themfelvcs as Contra6lors. The loweft Terms on which 
a Contraft could be obtained have been fully confidered by your Com- 
mittee, and after the moft exadl Calculations, have been compared with 
the prefent Mode of fupplying the Army ; the Refult of all which, 
in the Opinion of your Committee, is, that the prefent Mode ought to be 
continued, under (uch further Regulations as Ihall appear proper to be 
made; and your Committee beg leave to reconynend your prefent Com- 
miffary-General as one of the moft diligent and able Officers, and by any 
Means to be retained in your Service. Your Committee alfo beg leave 
further to Report, that theV have vilitcd the General Hofpital for the 
Northern Army, fituaied at Fort George ; that there is a Range of Build- 
ings ercdled convenient for the Purpofe, which on the 20th of Oftober 
lafl contained about four hundred Sick, including thofe wounded and lent 
from Gen. Arnold's Fleet ; that they were fufficiently fupplicd with frefh 
Mutton and Indian Meal, but wanted Vegetables ; that the Dire^lor- 
General in that Department obtained a large Supply of Medicines, but the 
Sick fuffered much for Want of good female Nurfes and comfortable Bed- 
ding; many of thofe poor Creatures being obliged to lay upon the bare 
Boards. Your Committee endeavoured to procure Straw as the beft tem- 
porary Expedient ; but they eameftly recommend it to the Attention of 
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Congrefs, that a Quantity of Bedding be fpeedily fumifhed^ agreeable to 
Note in Paper No. i. A Hofpital, in the Opinion of your Committee, 
ihould be continued at Fort George, for the Reception of Perfons infcfted 
with contagious Difbrders $ but your Committee are clearly of Opinion 
that the General Hofpital for the Army fhtioned at Tyconderoga ought 
to be erected on the oppofitc Grounds, called Mount Independence, Fort 
George being at much too great a Diftance. Your Committee recom- 
mend that a Quantity of Vegetables be fenc to Tyconderoga without De- 
lay, agreeable to a Note in Paper No. 2. And alib, they arc of Opinion, 
tliAt exteniive Gardens (hould next Spring be made on Mount Independ* 
ence, from whence the Army might be fupplied with Vegetables at a much 
more certain and leis expenfive Rate than otherwife. Your Committee 
can not omit mentioning under thb Head, the Complaints which they 
have received from Perfons of all Ranks, in and out of the Army, 
refpedting the Negle6l and Ill-treatment of the Sick. It is fhocking to the 
Feelings of Humanity, as well as ruinous to the publick Service, that ^ 
deadly an Evil has been fo I019 without a Remedy. Your Comminee do 
not undertake to determine from what Quarter this Mifchief hath arifen ; 
but they moft eamefUy recommend that a (lri£l Inquiry be immediately 
made into the Condud of the (everal Directors-General of Hofpiuls, their 
Surgeons, other Officers, and Servants, and diat exemplary Punifhment 
be inflided on all fuch as fhall be found to have negleded their Duty. 

Your Committee are alfo of Opinion, that the Number of Troops, 
five Thoufand, mentioned in Paper No. 2, (hould be garriibned and can« 
toned in the Northern Department daring the next Winter ; and they 
reconmiend to the Confideration of Congreis the other Particulars con- 
tained in Paper No. 2, and aUb tkoie contained in Papers No. 3 and 4, 
and in an efpecial Manner the Note in Page 10 of Paper No. 3, refpedl- 
ing the building of fome large Veflels on Lake Champlain. 

Your Committee aHb beg leave to recommend to the immediate Atten- 
tion of Congreis the SubjeA of their Letter to Mr. Commiffary Trumbull, 
dated Albany, November 10, 1776, and marked No. $.

• Albany, November 6th, 1776. 

Gendemen : Agreeable to vour Requeft I do myfelf the Honour to 
conununicate to you my Opinion of what Preparations I conceive necef- 
fary to be made the enfuing Winter, and what Meafures to be adopted, 
efie^bially to prevent the Enemy from penetradng into this Count^ by 
the northern or weftem Communication. 

If the Enemy are not able to diflodge our Troops from Tyconderoga, 
or penetrate to the Mohawk River this Fall, they will probably attempt 
an Expedition in the Winter, Canada being able to fumiih them with fuch 
a Number of Sleds as will fuffice to tranfport all their Artillery and Pro- 
vifions, if their Number fhould be ten thoufand; nor will our Garrifon of 
Tyconderoga or Fort George be any Obflacles, as they can cafily pafs by 
the former in Sleds at fuch a Diftance as to be out of the Reach of our 
Cannon, and the latter is too infignificant to make any Refifbmce fo much 
as to retard their Progrefs. It is therefore of the laft Importance that as 
much of the Army as can be kept together fhould be cantoned in the 
Vicinity of this Place, of which the Enemy will be informed, and it will 
probably deter them from the Attempt ; but fhould they remain quiet in 
Canada until next Spring, it is reafonable to fuppofe tluit they will then 
make the mofl vigorous Exertions to penetrate either by Tyconderoga, 
or, what is much more likely, by Fort Stanwix. Both Communications, 
therefore, claim our Attention. The Fortifications at Tyconderoga 
fhould, in my Opmion, be tis much contracted as poffible, and a Fort 
built on Mount Independence to cover Batteries near the Lake Side and 
the Redoubt on the Tyconderoga Side, fo as that the Pafs may be de- 
fended with a few Men. The Navigation fhould be efiefhially flopped 
by finking Caflbons at fmall Diftances, and joined together by firing Pieces, 
fo as at the fame Time to fcrve for a Bridge between the Fortifications on 
the eaft and wefl Side. This Work fhould be executed in the Winter; 
but as thefe Fortificauons would not prevent the Enemy from drawing 
their finall Craft over Land from the Three Mile Point into Lake George, 
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the PaiTage of that Lake fhould be alfo obftru£ted^ either by Caflbons 
from Ifland to Ifland in the Narrows if practicable, or by floating Batte- 
ries. Whilft a Part of the Army is employed in this Service, another 
Body of Troops fhould be fent to Fort Stanwix to ftrengthen that Forti- 
fication, and to make fome others at fuch Places near the Mohawk's River 
as may be deemed bed for the Purpofe of retarding the Enemy fhould 
they make themfelvcs Mafler of Fort Stanwix. And that we may be 
well prepared and every Department put in Order, I conceive it neceflary 
that the commanding Officers of Artillery fhould be direded to procure 
every neceflary in his Department, that we may not have to feek it when 
the Campaign opens. That the Chief Engineer be dircdled to do the 
like, that the Quarter-Mafler-Gencral do the fame, and the like Order be 
given to the ConMnifTary-General. That all the Batteaus now on JL^ke 
Champlain and Lake George fhould be put in the bed Repair as early as 
pofSble, in the Months of February or March at farthefl. That one 
hundred Batteaus be built in thofc Months at Schenedady. That a 
Quantity of Boards and Plank fhould be coUeded at Fort George* 

That a Sufficiency of Pitch, Oakum, and whatever may be neceflary 
for building and repairing Veflcls, floating Batteries, or Batteaus, be col- 
lefted and conveyed to Fort George, Fort Ann, Skeenfl>orough, and Sche- 
ne£lady in the Courfe of the Winter. 

That Provifions for five thoufand Men, for dght Months, be immedi- 
ately brought to Albany, and carried in Winter to Fort Ann, a like 
Quantity to remain in Store at Albany, to be fent to the wefbrard, if 
there be Occafion. This is a Matter that ought inunediately to be at- 
tended to, and therefore a fufficient Quantity of Salt fhould diredly be fent 
to Albany. 

That a large Train of both heavy and light Artiflery fhould be fent in 
the Courfe* of the Winter, Part to remain at Albany, and as much as may 
be neceflary for Tyconderoga and Fort George to be fent there. Thu 
mufl be done in Winter, at once to fave a vafl Expenfe and that we mar 
not be embarrafTed in the Spring with the Tranfportation of Arddes fo 
extremely difficult to move. 

That a Laboratory fhould be efhiblifhed at Albany to fix all the Am- 
munition neceflary for the Campaign. 

That fifteen Companies, to conlUl of a Captain or Overfeer, and thirty 
Men, be engaged for the Batteau Service, and to be employed on the 
Highways and other neceflary Work in the Qoarter-Mafler-General's De- 
partment. It not only ruins Soldiers to employ them in fixrh B\^ncfs> 
and is more expenfive, but alfo weakens the Army too much. That four 
Companies of Carpenters, to coniifl of an Overfeer and twenty-five each» 
be engaiged to attend the Army. If more are occafioaally wanted, they 
can be procured at Albany or iti Vicinity* 
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I htvc taken the Liberty to enclofc a Lift of fomc Articles that may be 
abfolutely neccflary, as alfo Copies of the Orders I have given for the 
CommiiTary Department, fo far as relates to the receiving, ifluing, and 
delivering Provifions. 

I wifh you to mention to Congrefs the Neceffity of attending to the 
Requeft of the Six Nations, refpeding the Manticoke Indians. 

The givmg Certificates by Officers for Carriages employed by them, 
is the Source of much Confufion and unneceflary Expenfe. Congrefs 
might afcertain the Number of Carriages that fhould be aUowed to each 
Company, and ftridly prohibit the hiring of Carriages for the publick 
Service without Application to the Quarter-Mafler-General or fome of his 
"Deputies. I have endofcd a Draft of an Order for that PuVpoic. 

Tlje Duty of the Paymaftcr fliould be clearly pointed out to them. 
Who is to appoint Pay-Mafters to thofe Regiments who yet have none? 

What is to be done with the Remainder of Livingfton's, Hazen's and 
Duggan's Canadian Corps, and with the Canadian Refugees now in Albany? 

Are Nicholfon's and Elmore's Regiments to be completed ? If fo, who 
is to grant Warrants for recruiting them ? 

The Bedding for the Troops fhould be fent as foon as pofRblc. 

Congrefs has referred to the Settlement of the Accounts of the Peopl^ 
engaged in taking Tyconderoga and Crown Point to the Committee of 
Albany ; bi^t has not fumiihed them with the Accounts, which I tranfmit- 
ted to Congrefs lafl Winter, and without which, and an Account of what 
Money has been paid by the Maflachufetts and Connecticut, thof<^ Ac- 
counts can not be fettled. 

I daily expe£l fome of the Indians, but have nothing to give them, I 
wifh fome Provifion to be made for them. 

Be fo good as to fend me a Draft of the Schuylkill Ferry Scows with 
their Dimenfions. I wifh to have this as foon as poffible. 

If fulled woollen Caps can be procured at Philadelphia, 9 Quantity 
fhould be fent up to the Army. 

The Whipfaws which Congrefs has ordered fhould be fent up imme- 
diately. 

Glafs for the Barracks is much wanted. 

Although the Enemy's Fleet ^n Lake Champlain is formidable would 
it not be well to conflrudl very large and ftrong Veffeb this Winter? If 
Congre^ fhould rcfolve on doing it, a very large Number of Carpenters 
fhould be fent up immediately, and Guns and Carriages provided. 

If Shelter can be provided for twenty-five hundred Men at Tyconde- 
roga, I propofe that Number to remain there, four hundred at Fort George, 
one hundred at Skenefborough, one hundred at Fort Ann. Barracks are 
building ^t Fort Edward for four hundred, at Saratoga for one thoufand. 
Thofe in this Place will contain about ^\c or fix hundred. At Schenedadv 
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Barracks are building for fix hundred, about two hundred to be kept tt 
John's Town and four hundred at Fort Schuyler, making in all about ^^x 
thoufand two hundred Men. 

As the Expenfe in tranfporting of heavy Cannon in wheel Carriages 
amounts to about twenty ShiUings a Mile, the Difference in bringing them 
from Jerfcy or from Mr. Livingfton's Furnace will amount for Eighteen- 
pounders and upwards to about JS150 apiece. Perhaps it may be well 
to fend a fkillful rerfon to examine Mr. Livingfton's Worb, and if they 
are found capable of being employed in calling Cannon, immediately to 
agree with him, and fend up a fufficient Number of People that under- 
(bnd the Bufmefs. 

You will pleafe to mention to Congrefs that the military Chell in this 
Department is almoft exhauHed, and that con^derable Sums will be 
wanted to clear with the Army. 

The Deputy Adjutant-General, and Deputy Quarter-Mafter-General, 
and Deputy Mufter-Mafter-General have not received their Conuniilions. 
They wifh to have them fent up. 

Who is to give the Inftruftions to the D^uty Mufter-Mafter-General ?

Whereas great Abufes have been committed by Troops taking Car- 
riages when on a March from one Place to another, without applying to 
the proper Officers for the fame, to the great Grievance of the Inhabitants 
and Detriment to the publick Service : To remedy which for the Future " 
the following Orders and Regulations are to be ftri6lly obferved : 

I ft. Every Company (hall be allowed on a March two Wagons, each 
drawn by two Horfes, or an Ox-cart, drawn by four Oxen ; two Wagons 
to the Colonel, one to the Field Officers, and one to the Staff" of the 
Regiment. 

The Commanding Officers of ev«ry Regiment, Troop or Company, 
that ihall be ordered to march (hall be provided with Carriages agreeable 
to thb Regulation. The Quarter-Mafter or Commiffary furnifhing the 
Carriages fhall give to each Driver a written or printed Paper, in the fol- 
lowing Words : 

" The Bearer, A. B., is loaded at this Place with Baggage of Colonel 
C. D.'s Regiment, J.«H., J. D. ^ M. Gener^iL 

" Albany, Oftober , 1 776." 

When the Carriage is difcharged, the Commanding Officer of the 
Regiment or Party fhall certify on the Back thereof as fbDows : 

" The Bearer, A B, has conveyed Baggage of the Regiment or Party 
under my Command from Albany to this Place, and is this Day dif- 
charged. L. M., ColoneL 

" Fort George, Oftober , 1776." 
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la Cdb a Ooriage iwQld breai dowa, Horfes or Cacde die, tN- be ioft 
on tbe March, and be mabk co procoed, it iball be difckarged as above, 
jsid the Onnroaadzng Officer fliaii apply to the neareft ^^iter-Mafter or 
CooumifiiTy for one to replace it» and if no Ach Quaiter-Mafter or Com- 
miiary is ax Hand, he ilull be K liberty to hire one, cerdfyiag iinder 
im Haod to the next Comtniflioy or Quarter-Mailer at any Poft in his 
Route, that he hired fbch Carriage at fich a Place in lieu of one broken 
down, or the Hor&s of which were dead, loft or unable to proceed, and 
dich Quaiter-Maiter or 0>iiuniflary fliall give the Driver a Paper as above 
diieued. 

If any Officer or non-comsiiffionecl Officer fhall employ more Car- 
riages than as abQve a&owed of, he or they fo employing them ihall pay 
the acGuftomed Piice, and in Default of making fuck Payment (hail, upon 
Coari^son thereof before a Court of Inquiry, be fined in treble the Sum, 
for the Ufe of the Owner of fuch Carriage, which Fine ihall be paid by 
any Qaarter-Mafter, on the Certificate of die Prefident of the Court Mar- 
tial, who ihafl cranfintt an Account thereof to the Pay-Mafter-Gencral, 
that it may be ftopped from the Pay-Malbcr of the Regiment, who is to 
<kdua it. 

If a Body of Troops be ordered to march from any Place where no 
Quarter-Mafler or Commiflary is (hitioped, which can very icldom happen, 
me General or Officer giving the Order for marching, fhall order the 
commanding Officer to hire Wagons agreeable to the above Regulation, 
and to give Certificates : and if any Stores are to be moved not immedi- 
ately belonging to the Reghncnt, the Officer (hall m the Certificate fpecify 
what Things were carried in each Carriage. 

To which it is propofed to add : 

No Quarter-Mafter, Commiflary, Officer or Soldier, (hall prefume to 
imprefs any Hor(c or Team. If they can not be hired. Application 
(hall be made to the civil Magidrate, who is hereby direded to imprefs 
only fuch as (hall, in his Opinion, be neceflary for the then Service ; 
which H Dries or Teams fo impreCed (hall be fubjed to the above Regu- 
lations. 

General Orders. 

Whereas great Abuics have heretofore prevailed, as well in the Returns 
made for the drawing Proviilons and in iCuing the fame, as by Embezzle- 
ments of thoic employed in the Tranfportation : In order to prevent 
which for the Future, the following Orders are to be ftridUy and minutely 
attended to and complied with : 

The Deputy Commiflary-General and his Deputies to keep cxaft Ac- 
counts of all Stores, of what Kind foever by him forwarded from one 
Phice to another, fpccifying the Particulars icnt, the Time when, and the 
Perfon or Perfora by whom ; defiterin^ at the fame Time a Cop^ of

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fuch Account to the Perfon taking the Provifion or Stores in Charge. 
Upon the Delivery whereof, fuch Perfon fhall receive a Certificate from 
the Commiflary or Perfon to whom the fame was to have been delivered ; 
but if there (hall be a Deficiency in any of the Articles, the Conuniflary, 
or Perfon to whom the fame fhall be delivered, (hall mark fuch Deficiency 
on the Certificate, and Charge the Perfon to whofe Care the Provifions 
or Stores had been delivered with fuch Deficiency, in a Book to be kept 
for that Purpofe, and tranfmit a monthly Return thereof to the Deputy 
Conrniiflary-General, who (hall immediately (end a Copy thereof to the 
Deputy Pay-Mafter-General, that he may, and he is hereby required to 
deduA the Amount out of the Pay of fuch Perfon into whofe Care the 
Provifions and Stores were delivered ; provided always, that if any Pro- 
vifions or Stores (hall be loft by unavoidable Accident, and the fame can 
be proved to be fo by fwom Witneflcs, before any Officer commanding 
at the Poft where fuch Provifions or Stores were intended to be fent to, 
fuch Officer's Certificate, with the Proofs annexed, (hall be a fufficient 
Voucher to the Commiflary to cancel fuch Charge, by writing over againft 
the Charge, " Cancelled by Orders of , commanding here." 

No Provifions to be {(Tucd to any Troops but upon a Return figned 
by the Officer commanding a Corps, or by the Quarter-Matter, or by 
the Officer or non-commiffioned Officer commanding a Party thereof 
when detached. 

And whereas it has frequently happened that Troops who had been 
viAuallcd at one Poft to a certain Time, and were ordered from thence, 
and arrived at another Poft before the Time to which they were vidualled 
was expired, and have, ncvcrthclefs, on their Arrival at fuch Poft, drawn 
Provifions as though they were cntided to it ; to prevent which, when- 
ever any Corps moves from one Place to another, the commanding 
Officer fhall procure Certificate from the Commiflary, fignifying to what 
Day inclufivc fuch Corps was vidlualled. 

The commanding Officer of every Party (hall do the fkme ; and if a 
Detachment is compofcd of Men from different Corps and who are vid- 
uaUed to different Days, the Return fhall be made, and the Certificate 
fhall fpccify the Time to which each was vidlualled, and no Commiflary 
at any Pofl fhall rcvidual fuch Men unlcfs fuch certificate fhall be pro- 
duced ; bi|t left, by the Negligence of any Officer in not procuring the 
Certificate, the Men fhould fufier for Want of Provifions, and the Service 
be obftruded, the Cpmmiflary is permitted to vidhial the Corps or Party, 
and to Charge the Officer commanding therewith, and make Return, that 
the fame may be deduded out of his Pay, as in the preceding Article ; 
provided, that if fuch Certificate be procured and delivered within thirty 
Days after the Drawing of fuch Provifion, without Certificate, die Coi^t 
miflary fhajl cancel the Charge in Manner before directed, 
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Every Commiflary to keep the Accounts of Proviiion iflucd to every 
Corps> or Parts or Detachments of Corps, feparately, that it may be 
readily compared with the monthly Returns as a Check upon the Pro- 
viiion Returns. 

All Provifion Returns, or Orders to ifluc Pro vi (ions, to be by the 
Commiflary numbered and cndorfcd with the Date and Number of Men 
victualled, and carefully filed, to be produced when called for. 

A weekly Return to be made to the Commander-in-Chief of the De- 
partment, and to the General or Officer commanding the Troops at 
of what Provilions are in Store at every Place in the Northern Depart- 
ment. 

The Commiflaries to apply to the Commanding Officers at every Poft 
for working Parties to affift in fecuring the Provifions and Stores ; and 
fuch commanding Officers are hereby required to give fuch working 
Parties, and afford all Kind of Affiflance in their Power to fecure the 
Provifions and publick Stores. Every CommilTary in the Northern De- 
partment to keep thefe Orders continually poftcd up in his ifTuing Store, 
that no Perfon who may be concerned in the Execuuon of them may 
plead Ignorance, 

The Officers conunandine at the different Polls to have Copies of them 
polled up in one or more of the molt publick Places about their Polls. 

Whereas the Commiflaries can not at all Times fumifh every Species 
of Provifions agreeable to the Orders of Congrefs, they are in Future to 
take Receipts fpecifying the Quantity of each Sort of Provifions which 
they may deliver, that if there fhould be a Deficiency, the Soldiers may 
have Credit for it on a Sett]ement> or be accountable if they have drawn 
too* much.

(5 4m. Archives y 11, 964.) 

THE following Letter cxfiiains the CofiduS of Col. Winds in 
leaving the Nortkem Army ]b peremptorfly in a Timc^f 
apprehended Danger, as to fiiduce the harjh Meafurrt and Di/- 
mce with which his DepartfNT was accompanied {See f, 61, anti). 
ft wJW be obferved that he had remained a Month over the Time 
for which his Regiment was enlijled. 

TicoiroKROGA, Oftobcr, 9, 1776. 

Sir t Being mi^cb indUpoiedy can not do jnyfelf the Pleaiure to wait on 
^^our Honour in Pcrfon ; therefore take this Method to approach ^ou with 
a R^queil in behalf of my Rc;guncnt, which is, that your Hooonr would 
fufFer it as foon as convcoiciu to march iox New Jcrfey, and would beg 
your patience while give my Rcafoni for this ApplicadoiL 

In the firft Place, Sir, our Regiment was raifed in Con^eqaence of a 
Prgpofal from the Honourable Continental Congrcfs to the Prorincial 
Convention of New Jcrfey, in which the former cxprcffly declared that 
" this Regiment, when raifed, fhould be for the Defence of New York, 
where they will be wanted this Fall or next Spring." On which Account 
mauy Perfons entered the Service who otherwife would not have engaged, 
as their Families and Connexions were much expofed, livii^ mofUy along 
the Sea^coaft, where in all Probability Attacks would be made ; and as 
the Seat of War at prcfent is near our own Shores, where our Property 
and Connexions are more immediately expofed, and indeed at that very 
Placxi wc were raifed to defend, I humbly conceive it would be for the 
In^reft of the Service to order us thither, efpecially as an Indulgence of 
thij Nature might induce fomc Perfons to reengage in the Service, which 
otherwife may not. 

Give me leave alfo to inform your Honour, that our Men arc in a 
m^ift wretched Condition for Want of Clothing and Blankets to fcreen 
them from the Incleroency of the nearly approaching Seafon ; and what 
I prefimie adds the greater Weight to this Reafon is, that our Men are 
very feverdy afflicted with the Difcafe called the Jtch, fuppofed to be com-: 
muniqated to them in the Inoculation for the Small-pox in June lad. 
This Diforder, Sar, rages in an uncommon Degree among our People | 
and as their Habitations expofc them fo much to the Weather, the Doctor 
deems it highly dangerous to attempt their Cure. 

I have only to add that our Regiment was raifed in October kft ; the 
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Men inlifted for only one Year, and therefore, that their Time is now 
nearly expirdi. 

If thefe Reafons, Sir, fliould operate with you, and your Honour (hoiild 
concur with me in the Opinion that all probable Expectation of the 
Enemy's Approach this Fall ie over, we would requcft to be favoured with 
your Honour's Orders to march as foon as convenient.

TT will be fccn by Reference to Page 50, that Capt. Scott was 
-^ tried and convided of Fraud and other Mifdemeanours, for 
which he was cajhiered. The following very fpecious Letter was 
written before his Trial, and is only valuable jo far as it contains 
the bejl Explanation he could give of the Matter for which he 
was arrejled and afterwards condemned. 

Mount Independence, Odober 17, 1776. 

Sir : Prcfuming upon that Juflice and Humanity that fo llrongly mark 
your Honour's Charafter, I have taicen the Liberty to addrcfs you upon 
my unhappy Situation. 

A private Quarrel happening between Col. Maxwell and myfelf, which 
I expedled would have terminated in another Manner, I was arreftcd by 
him and have continued under Arreft eleven Days without any Trial. 
As the Money I drew upon the Pay-roll which I am charged with having 
falfely prefented> has been again repaid into the Hands of the Pay-Mafter, 
for which I have a Receipt upon Account of the Publick, except a fmall 
Part paid the Men, which has nothing to do with the Difpute ; I have 
alfo fix or feven hundred Dollars of my own private Property in the 
Hands of the Publick ; this being the Cafe, it would be impoflible it 
ihould receive any Injury if your Honour would be pleafed to order me 
difcharged from my Arreft, purfuant the Articles of War, as it does not 
appear poffible to fettle it in the prefent Situation of the Army ; and if 
ever hereafter upon Settlement of the Account I (hould appear ahy ways 
culpable, I ihall with the greateft Cheerfulnefs fubmit to any Punifhment 
your Honour fhall think proper. 

Confinement is at any Time difagreeable, but now more particularly 
fo, when our Country fo loudly calls upon every Individual to appear with

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Arms in their Hands for her Defence. Conlciou8 of tny own Innocence^ 
it (lings me to the Soul when I refle6l that I po^bly by this Means may 
\m deprived of the only Opportunity that ever may occur during the 
CouWe of my whole Life to render a Scnrict to my bleeding Country* 
Vour Honour's Compliance will eternally be remembered with the great- 
eft Gratitude.

THE FORTRESSES OF CROWN POINT AND 
TICONDEROGA. 

By W1N8LOW C. Watson. 

npHE Valley of Champlain, appears not to have been occupied, until 
**• about 1 73 1, either by England or France, with anv enduring or 
tangible Poflemons. France aflcrted no other, than an ideal and con- 
ftrudive Title. The Claim of England had, in the Interval, been 
augmented by the Ceflion of New Netherland, which conveyed a Tenure 
uniformly afTumed by Holland, to reach the St. Lawrence ; and by the 
Fealty of the Iroquois, which had fulxnitted to the Sovereignty of the 
Britifti King, the entire Environs of Champlain, and the Recognition of 
that Title by France, in the Treaty of Utrecht. 

Whilft neither Power yielded its Dominion to the other, each felt the 
extreme Importance of during the Afcendancy upon Lake Champlain. 
The Command of that Avenue, fhed over the Colonies of the Govern- 
ment that held it, a broad and ample Protedion. 

As clearly as FaAs can be adduced from the faint Glimmerings of 
Hiftory or Tradition, it appears probable that, in the early Period 
of the eighteenth Century > Engliih Occupation and Improvement were 
gradually advancing along the Valley of Champlain. Crown Point, then 
diftinguiihed by its pre^nt Name, was recognized in 1690, as a com- 
manding and important Pofidon. The Common Council of Albany, 
inftrudiing their fcouting Party in that Year, direds them to proceed 
'* to Crown Point, where you fhall remain and keep good Watch 
by Night and by Day." This Fad appears alfo from the Langus^ of 
the Purchafe, by Dellius, of a Tra£l from the Mohawks, extending 
" more than twenty miles northward of Crown Point." 

The Crown Point of Hiftory is a beaudflil Peninfula, forming a Sec- 
don of the pre^t Town^p of*that Name, which is diftii^ifhed by its 
agricultural Fertility, and the Tare and exceeding LoveMnefs oi die 
I^dfcapes its varied Scenery affords. The Peninfula b formed by 
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Bdwtgga Bay, a broad Eftuary on the Weft, and the Lake upon the 
Eaft, which, at that Point, abruptly changes its Courie nearly at right 
Angl^, and is comprefl*ed from a wide Expanfe of Water into a narrow 
Channel. A vaft Wildemefs, when the Controverfics between Franco 
and England to determine their colonial Limits commenced, extended on 
either Side of Lake Champlain from the Settlements on the Hudfon 
to the Canadian Hamlets, broken by rugged and impracticable Mountains 
and Ravines, and traverfed by deep or rapid Streams. No Track pene- 
trated it, except the Path of the Indian. The Lake, in its Navigation, 
or by its Ice, afforded the only Avenue of mutual Invafion. The moft 
unpra6ticed Eye, at once perceived that Canada could be the nu)ft 
efficiently (hidded by the Occupation of Crown Point, that Poiition 
forming the Portals of the Lake. Imprefled, no doubt, by theie 
Coniiderations, the French Vice-regal Government, violating the Sanc- 
tions of Treaties, and the Immunises o( a profound Peace, fuddenly 
advanced through the Lake, and fctzed by a military Force, a Promon- 
tory dire£lly oppoiite Crown Point, and inmiediately after, that Pofition 
itfelf. 

The Government of New York, at that Period fallen into nervelefs 
and inefficient Hands, or ignorant of this daring and impetuous A£l of 
French Audacity, remained fupine, while the formidable Fortrefs of St. 
Frederick arofe on the Extremity of Crown Point, and fecured to France 
the Dominion of the Lake. 

The ProteAion of Canada from the Inroads of the Iroquois, was the 
ofleniible Reafon and Excufe of this Mcafure, affigned by France. Its 
real Purpose, beiides embracing the Control of the Lake, contemplated a 
ftill deeper Policy. Occupying a Poiition at the Threihold of the 
Englifh Pofleffions, the French could from thence menace and impede 
their Progrefs, and at any Moment direct againft their expanded and 
defencelefs Settlements, fudden and deftru6Uve Aflaults. Crown Pomt 
was within the conceded Pofleffions of the Iroquois, and bv the Treaty 
of Utrecht, their Territory was guarantied to remain '* inviolate by any 
Occupation or Encroachment of France.'' T^ Govemour of New 
York was at length aroufed from his Lethargy, by the indignant Voice 
of Shirley of Maffachufetts, to contemplate the Arms of France and a 
formidable Fortrefs, far within the LiiniCB of his aiTerted Jurifdidion. 
Maffachuietts, always prompt and eneraetick in (uftalning the national 
Glory, and in redreffing the Wrongs of the Colonies, o^^red to New 
York to unite at once with her in an Expoftulation on the Subjed, 
with the French Fundionaries, and in the ultimate Neceffity, lo unite 
their Anns to repel the Aggreffion. The Occupation of Crown Point 
was only a Link in the Syflem by which France was cnctrcling the 
Colonies of England, by a Cordon of Fortreflcs. The Colonies invoked 
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in vain the Attention of the home Government to thefe Encroachments. 
In vain were Proteftations and Memorials laid at the Foot of the Throne, 
urging that the Safety and the colonial Exiilencc of New England and 
New York were endangered by the Occupation of Crown Point. 

The eameft and imploring Voice of the Colonies fell on cold and 
deafened Ears. To the Vifion of the Bntiih Miniftry, America was a 
Wildemefs, deftitute of prefent Fruition and Promifes of the Future. 
WalpolCy whofe Sagacity (eemed to endow him almoft with prophedck 
Prefcience in the Affairs of Europe, could dcteft no Germ of future 
Empire in the Wilds of America. 

Leading Minds in the Colonies were at that Day fgfpidous that iinifter 
and corrupt Modves were influencing the Britifh Miniftry, who having 
Reafons for keeping well with the Court of France the Projcd (of oc- 
cupying the Ohio) was not only dropped, but the French were encour- 
aged to built the Fort of Crown Point upon the Territory of New YorL 
(Gov. Spotfu?9(td.) Such was the Denunciation of Spotfwood, of 
Vir^nia. England, by the ignoble Treaty of Aix La Chapellc, relin- 
quifhed to France the Fortrcfs of Louifburgh, fubjugated by the Treafures 
and Blood of New England, but left to that Power without a Proteft, the 
Poflcflion of Crown Point. It was not until 1755, ^^ ^^ Briufh 
Government, with Emphafis and Dccifion, demanded from France the 
Demolition of the Fortrefs of St. Frederick. Diplomacy could not thus 
retrieve, after the Occupation of a Quarter of a Century, Territory loft 
by Imbecility or Corruption. 

Accumulated Ads of Negleil and Injuftice of the mother Country fuch 
as thefe, prepared and matured the Colonies for Independence. Had 
they been cheriftied by the guardian Care of England, they might have 
refted upon her Arm in Effeminacy and Dependence. Abandoned to 
the Suggeftions of their own Policy, they were taught by thefe Exigencies 
high and practical Leffbns of Self-government. Compelled by a common 
Danger, to mutual Confultation and concerted A£Uon, they were admon- 
iftied of the Neccflity and Strength of a confederated Union. Compelled 
to rely alone for ProtedUon and Safety, upon their own Arms and Ener- 
gies, they were taught to refift Aggreflion and to avenge Injury, The 
deep Fountains of their Capacities were revealed to themfelvcs, by the 
parfimonious Policy of England, that conftrained the Colonies to refort 
to their domeftick Refources in their own Protedion and Defence. 

Had Canada been a Britifh Province, New England and New York 
might have been exempt from the appaUing Scenes of Carnage and 
Suffering which are now imprefTed on their Hiftory, but die very Expo- 
fures and Dangers of their Poiition, and the Aflaults and Cruelties of a 
powerful and daring Enemy, endowed them with lofty moral and phyfi- 
cal Courage; with Endurance in Suffering; with Boldnefs and Wifdom 
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in Council, and Promptitude and Deciiion in A6lion. Thcfc are the 
Elements of Freedom. 

Men, who literally tilled the Earth with the Mulket at their Sides, 
were ripening for any Emergency and prepared to defend the Heritage, 
endeared by their Blood and Sorrows, againfl every Foe and any Wrong. 
The Career of the Colonies, negle£led, contemned and differing, was to 
them a Baptifm of Blood and Sorrow, that confecrated a free and enno- 
bled Spirit, equal to any Sacrifice or any Confiid. The Wars into which 
the Colonies were forced by this Policy of England, and the Proximity 
of the French Provinces, afforded the fevere Schoob for their military 
Education. The Shores of Lake Champlain formed the Nurfery of the 
future Heroes of the Revolution. The military Spirit was here enkindled, 
that in aftar Years blazed at Bunker Hill, and Bennington and Saratoga ; 
and here, amid Vidory and Defeat, the Science and Tadicb of Europe 
were inculcated and diffufed throughout the broad Colonies. 

If Wafhington was taught on the Banks of the Monogahela to lead 
Armies and to achieve Independence for his Country, Putnam and Stark, 
Pomeroy and Prefcott, amid the Forefts and Moraffes of Horicon and 
Champlain, and beneath the Walb of Ticonderoga, were formed to 
guide and conquer in the Battles of Freedom. Human Wifdom in her 
Philofophy, may paufe to contemplate fuch ftriking and Angular Coinci- 
dehces, and to trace thefc Caufes to their momentuous Refults ; but the 
Eye of Faith will reverence them as the hidden Workings of an overruling 
and beneficent Providence, who in thcfc Events was unfolding the Ele- 
ments and forming the Agents of a mighty Revolution, deftined not only 
to fever a Kingdom, but to change the Courfe of human Events. 

An Ordinance of the King of France had authorized as early as 1676, 
the Ifiuing of Grants of Lands fituated in Canada. In Accordance with this 
Power and afluming the Sovereignty of France over the Valley of Lake 
Champlain, the Government of Canada had caufcd a Survey to be made 
of the Lake and its contiguous Territory, the Year fucceeding the Erec- 
tion of the Works at Crown Point. Many of the Names of the Head- 
lands, Iflands and other topographical Features of the Lake, which are 
ftill perpetuated, are derived from that Survey. In their defcriptive 
Force and Beauty, they almoft rival the Euphony and Appropriatenefs 
of the Indian Nomenclature. A Map and Chart bafed upon that 
Survey, was publifhed at Montreal in 1 748, and has been fcarcely fur- 
paiTcd by any fubfequently made, in its fcientifick Afpeft or Minutenefs 
and Accuracy. Extenfive Grants, under the Ordinance of 1676, upon 
both Sides of the Lake, are delineated upon that Map. A Seigniory was 
granted to Sieur Robert, the royal Storekeeper at Montreal, in June, 
1737. This Grant, which fcems to have been the only one iflucd for 
Land within the Limits pf the County of Eflex, embraced " three Leagues 
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in Front by two Leagues in Depth, on the the weft Side of Lake Cham- 
plain, taking, in going down, one League below the River Boqnet, and in 
going op, two Leagues and a half above faid River." (Doc. Htft$rj,J 
Theie Boundaries comprehend all of the preient Town of Eilez and a 
laiige Proportion of Willfbo'ro\ The Tradt was fbon after formally laid 
out and sdlotted by an official Surveyor. We have no Eyidence that any 
permanent and a£hial Occupadon was formed imder theie Grants. 
Xalm, who vifited the R^on at an early Period, aflerts that few 
Colonies, and thefe only in the Vicinity of the FortreiBfes, were formed 
by the French during their Occupation. 

The Devaftadon in 174^, of the Settlement of Saratoga, bv an Indian 
and French Force, armed and organized at Crown Point, and the deeper 
Atrocities committed a few Years later at Hooiick, by the fame Bands, 
while they increafed the Apprehenfions of the Colonies, excited to the 
higheft Intenlity the Deiire and Purpofc of Vengeance. This Feeling 
could be beft conflnnmatcd in the Deftru^on of St. Frederick. Whilft 
that Fortrefs was occupied by a powerful and vigilant Rival, the Tenure 
of Life and Property in the adjacent Englifh Colonies, were efteemed (o 
precarious and valueleis, that the Country North of the Mohawk, until 
the Conqueft of Am herd, was nearly depopulated. 

The Admonidons of the provincial Governments, and the Cry of 
Alarm and Agitadon that arofe from every Section of the Colonies, at 
length aroufed the En^ifh Miniftry to the Duty of their 'Protedtion, and 
the AiTertion of the Honour of Britain. Between France and England a 
Peace, under the Solemniues of Treaty, ftill exifted. Four diftinft Ex- 
pedidons were organized, profcfledly to guard the colonial PoOeflions of 
Ei^and, but prepared, at the propidous Moment, to be hurled upon the 
Strongholds of French Power. In this Combinadon, an Army dcfigned 
for the Reduction of Crown Point, was aflembled at Albany, and confid- 
ed to the Command of William Johnfon. The Zeal and Solicitude of 
New England, for the Conqueft of the Fortreflcs upon Champlain, 
exafperated by the Alarms and Calamities of a Quarter of a Century, excit- 
ed all the Enthufiafm of her bold and energedck Yeomanry. Every 
Requiiidon of the Government was met amply and with Prompdtude. 
Levies from New York and New England conftituted all the Forces 
demanded. 

France was not inienAble to the gathering Storm, which began to lower 
around her American Empire, and prepared to meet and avert it. 

The bold and rocky Cliffs of Ticonderoga, at the Coniuence of die 
Oudet of Horicon with Lake Champlain, a Pofition dill more impof* 
ing than Crown Point, had attraded the military Eye oi die French 
Eng^neera. The Foundadons of Fort Carillon had juft been laid ;( I ) a 

( 1 ) Carillon appears to bear the fame NoUe-chime, ia AllufioM doobdefs to (|iq 
Sigi|ification, as the Indian Name Che- brawling Waten, 
Qnderogtt^ the Original of Ticonderoga, 
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Fortreis and a Site deftined to a tenifick Preeminence in the future Scenes 
of a ianguinary Warfare. 

Johnfon, contemplating an Attack upon Ticonderoga and Crown 
point, advanced with his provincial Army to Horicon( 1 ) of the Indians, 
Sl Sacrament of the French, and then HHl called Vakc George, " not 
only in Honour of his Majedty, but to afcertain his undoubted Dominion 
here." (Jobnfon Letter.) His Progrcfs was arretted by flartling and un- 
expe^ed Tidings 

Dieflcau had fufpended a projeded Aflauk upon Ofwego, on hearing 
upon his March, of the Approach of the American Armament ; and wick 
the high and impulfive Daring of his Age and Country, decided to antici- 
pate and avert the menaced Blow, by a Bold and effedhial Attack. 

Colleding a Force of French and Indians at St. Frederick and Carillon, 
he promptly and fecretly pafled up Lake Champlain, intending to feize 
and deftroy the Depot of the Ei^ifli Army at Fort Edward. Bewildered 
in the Forefb, or betrayed by hb Guides, inftead of marching towards 
that Point, he advanced in the Dire^Bon of Lake George and the 
Encampment of Johnfon. Thefe Events, and others upon the fiune 
Theatre, belonging to the Annals of other Coundes, I may only glance 
at, to prcfervc unbroken the Chain of Occurrences. On the 8 th of 
September, 1755, an immature and ill-dirc£ted Attack was precipitated 
upon the French, and a difaftrous Repulfc enfued. Williams, a diftin- 
guifhed Son of Maflachufetts, and Hendnk, the venerable and heroick 
Chieftain of the Mohawks, were (lain. A Second and a third Conflid on 
the fame Day, and nearly upon the fame Ground, redeemed the Difafters 
of the firft. Diefkau wounded and a Prifoner, with the Lofs to France 
of near a thouiand Men, were Refults as aufpicious and glorious to 
Britain, as the Defeat of Braddock, in July of the fame Year, had been 
calamitous and difgraceful. 

The Narrauvc of this Vidory will always warm the Heart of the 
American HiAorian with Intereft aiid Exulutton ; for this was the £rfl 
Field in which Provincialifb of the Colonies, led by their own Citizens, 
met on equal Terms, and vanquifhed the trakied Veterans of Europe. 

Had Johnfon known as well to ufe NiQiorj as his Army to achieve it, 
the Conqueft of Carillon, fcarcdy commenced, and of St. Frederick, in 
a dilapidated Condition, would have been the Refult and die Reward of 
his Triumph; but the Occafioa was loft, by the profitkfs Wafle of the 
Seafon, in the Ere^Uon upon Lake George, of Fort William Henry. 

Ik was not until the Summer fiicceeding diefe exdtij^ Events, that opcft 
and mutual Declarations of War were proclaimed between France and 
England. The Conteft languifhcd during the Year 1756 upon the

Borders of Champlain. In that Year, another Force was organized for 
the Attack of Crown Point, As on the former Occalion the Colonies 
prefented their required Contingents, but Delays, Diflcntions, the Incapacity 
and Indecifion of the Englifh Commanders, again exhaufled the Seafon. 
Offenfive Opcraiions were limited to the bold and romantick Exploits of 
the American Rangers and the partizan Corps of France. 

In one of thefe fcarlefs Incurfions, Rogers and Stark had penetrated 
with a Force of lefs than eighty Men, to a Point between the French 
Fortreflcs, near the Mouth of a Stream, fmce known as Putnam's Creek, 
and there in Ambufh, awaited their Vidlims. A Party of French arc 
paffing in gay and joyous Security, on the Ice toward Ticonderoga. Part 
are taken, the Reft efcapc and alarm the Garrifon. The Rangers attempt 
to retreat, preffing rapidly along the fnow Path, in Indian File, as 
was their Cuftcm, on afcending the Creft of a Hill, they receive the Fire of 
an overwhelming Force, ported with every Advantage to receive them. ( 1 } 
A fierce and bloody Confli£^ enfued, protra6ted from near Meridian 
until Evening. The Rangers retreating to a Hill, are protedcd by the 
Covert of the Trees, and there gallantly fuftain the unequal Conflict. 
Rogers, twice wounded, yields the Command of the litdeBand to Stark, 
who, with infinite Skill and Courage, guides the Battle, repulfes the Foe, 
with a Lofs far exceeding his entire Force, and at Night conducts a fuc- 
ceflTul Retreat to Lake George. Leaving there his wounded and exhaufted 
Companions, Stark, accompanied by only two Volunteers, traverfes on 
fnow Shoes, a Diftance of forty Miles, and returns to them, with Aid and 
Supplies, the fecond Morning. This courageous Band, reduced to forty 
eight efFeftive Men, with their Prifoners, returned to Fort William Henry 
in Safety and Triumph. (Sparkis Life of Stark,) This Incident, bril- 
liant as i( appears, is rivalled, if not eclipfed, by a chivalrick and daring 
Exploit of the French. A Detachment of fifteen hundred French 
and Canadians, lead by Vaudreuil, travcrfed the let and Snows of 
Champlain and Lake George, a Diftance of more than one hundred Miles, 
traveUing upon fnow Shoes, " their Provifions on Sledges drawn by 
Dogs, a bear Skin for their Couch" and "a iimple Veil" their only 
Covering. (Bancroft.) Their Errand was the Surprife and Capture of 
William Henry. The Garrifon was wary and vigilant. The Fort 
was defended with Succefs, but the Veflcls and Batteaux, with the ftore 
Houies and Huts of the Rangers, were confumed. (Ibid,) 

A bold and fecret Attack by Englifh Boats upon the Outworks and 
Flotilla at Ticonderoga, was, fome Months after, fignally defeated with 
fevere Lois. 

(1 ) This Battle is fuppofed to have oc- Townfend, in Crown Point. (C. Fenton,) 
curred near the Refidence of M. B. 
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The Northern Colonics, Hill eager for the Expulfion of the French 
from their Borders, acceded to the Requiiuion of Loudon, and aflumed 
to raifc four thoufand Troops, for the Campaign of 1757. Thcfc Con- 
tingents, they fappofed, were deiigned for the Reduflion of Crown Point 
and Ticonderoga. Loudon, either from Caprice or Inftabi]ity« (uddenly 
announced the Abandonment of that Expedition, and his Purpoie of 
uniting his Forces for the Conqueft of Louiflnirgh. This futile and im- 
practicable Scheme, left the Frontier of the Colonies open and unpro- 
tected. The vigilant and fagacious Enemy, from their watch Towers at 
Canillon, faw the Errour and prepared promptly to feize the Advantage. 

Montcalm, returning triumphant from the Conqueft o^ Ofwego, held 
a Council at Montreal, of Indian Tribes, gathered from Acadia to Lake 
Superiour*. He mingled in their Dances and chanted their war Song?, 
captivating dieir Hearts by^his Largefles and Kindneis, and exciting their 
angry Paffions, by Vifions of Revenue and Plunder. Thefe fava^ 
Warriours embarked in two hundred Canoe», bearing the diilinClive Pennons 
of the various Nations; the Prieft accompanying their Converts, luftd 
while the war Chants ftrangely mingled with the Hymn of the MiiEon- 
ary, pafled up Lake Champ^in to unite, at Ticonderoga, their rude 
Forces with the Lemons of Montcalm. 

Thefe had been hipidly aflembled at Ticonderoga and Crown Potm, 
and at the Clofe of July, 1757, the French Army proceeded to the 
Aflault of Fort William Henry. On the fecond of Ai^ft Montcalm 
invefted the devoted Fortrefs. The feeble and inadequate Garrifon, after 
a heroick Defence, protraCled in the vain Hope of Succour, that Coward- 
ice or ImbeciH^ withheld, yielded to the French Arms. Their Capitu- 
lation guaranteed to ihem Ss^ety and Protedion, under ever| Solemnity of 
civilized Warfare. Fifteen hundred Perfons, embracing thefe gaUant 
Soldiers, their Wives and Children, were mercileflly ikin, or carried into 
Captivity by the favage Allies oi France^ whife Numbers of indiitns within 
the Fort were fdzed, and perifhed with barbarous and lingering Tortures. 
(Grs^rris Cohmal Hift.) Thb ferocious Maflacre, ib immediacely fuc- 
ceediig a iimilar Atrocky at Ofwcgo, and his other Sandions of Indian 
Barbarities, have caft a deep Shade upon the Fame of Montodm, that 
his own Denial, the Apologies of his Advocates, his fubfequent gforions 
Defence of Ticonderoga, and his flill unore ^orious Death be^^re Quebeek, 
can not redeem. The great Pmrpofe of thb Morement achieveJ, the 
French havk^ demolifhed the Fortification, bearing with them the Arnl- 
kry, military Storey and Eng^ Flocilfai, returned to their Fortrefles on 
Champfciiiu Grieii^ Indignation and Horroar, at tkia Event, pervadlcd 
and agitated Britain and the Colonicsr

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France after the Conqueft of William Henry, penetrated fouth of 
Ticonderoga, in the Territory of New York. Her fubfequent colofii&l 
Hiftory cjdiibits a dark Series of Difafters and Decleniions, illumined 
by occalional Gleams 'of Glory and Triumph, until the American 
Empire of France was totally extinguiihed by the Treaty of 1762. 

England and America were raifed from their Humiliation and Defpon- 
dency by the potent Genius and fplendid Combinations of Pitt. His 
ardent Appeals to the Patriotifin of the Colonies, although enforced by 
no Coercions of Power, aroufed and enlifled their whole Energies in Support 
of that gigantick Scheme, which contemplated a iimultaneous Attack 
upon all the widely extended Dominions of France. More than nine 
thoufand provincial Troops, refponding with Zeal and Alacrity to the 
Summons of Britain, aflembled on Lake George in the early Summer of 
1758. Thefc Contingents combined with (oven thoufand Britifh Veter- 
ans, formed the moft brilliant and powerful Army which had ever been 
marfhalled upon the American Continent, under the Fhg of England. 
The Bofom of an American Lake never difclofed a more gorgeous 
and impoiing military Spectacle, than was exhibited in the Paflage 
throi^h Lake George, of Abercrombie's Armament. A Flotilla of nine 
hundred Battcaux, and one hundred and thirty-five Boats, with Rafts 
armed by Artillery, broke the deep Silence arid Secluiion of this 
romantick Lake, whofe rugged Banks were then unenlivened by the 
Habitations of Man. Amid the Clangor of martial Mufick, the Glitter 
of bumiihed Arms, the Gleaming of bright Scarlet, mingled with the 
humbler Green of the Rangers, their Banners floating in the Breeze, the 
vaft Flotilla glided rapidly over the calm Waters, bearing the proud 
Hoft, exhil^ted by the Infpirations of Heroifm, and die Confidence of 
Viaory. 

The fearlefs Howe led the Van of this magnificent Array. The linlc 
Cove, fUll known as Howe's Landing, indicates the Point, where on the 
6th of July, 1758, the Army difembarked. That Night, Howe repofing 
on his bearikin Couch with Stark, difcufled in an anxious and forebod- 
ing Spirit, the Hopes and Fears of the Morrow. (Sparkis Life of Stark.) 
Equal in Age, alike daring and intrepid; the one a Defcendant of 
Royalty, and the other a humble Pioneer of New Hampfhire, there 
cxifted between dicm a kindred Spirit, and high mutual Efteem« The 
Englifh Army advanced from the Landing, in four Columns. That led 
by Howe, bewildered in the Intricacies of the denfe Forefl, encoun- 
tered a fugitive Battalion of the French, wandering in equal Per- 
plexity. The latter, compofed of French and Indians, familiar with 
that Warfare, promptly and vigoroufly aflailed their Enemy. The 
Britifh Regulars, furprifed and intimidated by the favage War-whoop^ 
recoiled and faltered. The provincial Rangers of Stark and Rogers faved 
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the Day. In the Death of Lord Howe, who fell at the'firft Aflault, the 
Britifh Army loft its vital Principle, the controlling and guiding Spirit of 
its Succefs. Generous and gentle, bold and accompliihed, Inftin£l with 
Genius and Heroifm, he died deeply lamented. Maflachuietts conferred 
on him a Monument in Weftminifter Abbey. 

His Body, borne in State even amid the Excitement and Difafters of 
Defeat, was conveyed to Albany, and buried within the Walls of a 
Church, hb Vault marked by heraldick Infignia, and his Obfeqiues per- 
formed with every Pomp of military Difplav, and all the Solemnities of 
religious Rituals. Forty-four Years had elapfed, and in the Progrefs of 
Improvement that Edifice was demoliJhed, and the Grave of Howe 
expofed. ' The decayed Coffin of rich Mahogany was revealed, that con- 
tained the Afhes of the gallant and noble Dead, enfhrouded in Habiliments 
of gorgeous Silk, the Hair drefled in the Fafhion of the Age, and ftill 
ftiffened by its Appliances; the Ribbon that bound it yet black ^4 
glofly. All, on Expofure fhrunk into Duft, and the Relicb of the high * 
bred and gifted Noble were conveyed by vulgar Hands to the common 
Chamel-houfe, and mingled with the promifcuous Dead. (Mrs. 
Cochrane ; Original Manufcripn of Elkanab WatJonJ 

The Vafcilation and Delay of Abercrombie afforded to his -alert and 
fagacious Antagonift the Opportunity of perfecting his Defences. Trees 
were felled, with their Limbs interlaced, or pointed and projecting out- 
ward, forming an Abatds, impregnable to the Affaults of Infantry, and 
an outer ProteAion to his ill-manned and imperfed Works. A frefh 
Impulfe, fuggefted by a falfe and rafh Survey, induced the Britifh Com- 
mander to order an Attack, without the Prefence of his powerful Artillery. 
Againft its Fire the French Lines would have afforded little Protedion. 
The gallant Army advanced to the murderous Aflault, with the Calmnefs 
and Precifion of a Parade, and maintained for five Hours a hopelefs Con- 
flict, unfurpafTed in the Annals of Warfiire, for its military Devotion and 
bloody Sacrifices. 

The Provincials emulated the Veterans, many of whom were flaught- 
ered in the Trenches, and a few upon the very Ramparts. Abercrombie, 
himfelf in a Place of Security, did not withdraw his Troops from this 
frightful Havock, until two thoufand had been facrificed. Although ftill 
quadruple the Force of the French, abundantly provided with all the 
Means of a fucceffful Inveftment, alarmed, and with no Self-reliance, he 
ingloriouHy retreated, and fled to the fouthem Extremity of Lake 
George. 

Montcalm, doubtlefs detecting the Point which in after Years made 
the Fortrefs vulnerable to Burgoyne, exclaimed, in the Pride and Con- 
fcioufnefs of Genius, " Had I to beflege Fort Carillon, I would only afk 
fix Mortan and two Pieces of Artillery. (Bancroft,) While Aber- 
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crombie, paralyled by his Defeat, remained idle, Montcalm poored a 
defultory Warftre upon the Eng^iih Settlements. 

The Year 1759, developed flill bolder and more decided Schemes for 
the Annihilation of French Power in Canada. Amherft, the Succeflbr 
of Abercrombie, was defignated to lead a new Armament againil the 
Fortrcfles upon Lake Champlain, and after their Conqueft, penetrating 
into Canada, to unite his Forces with Wolf, beneath the Walls of 
Quebec. The Subjugation of New France had become, in England, the 
cl^erifhed Purpoie of publick Policv, and the fervid Afpiration of national 
Sentiment. The Colonies, with Hopes fo often difappointed, defpondent 
of Sttccefs, bleeding and impovcrifhcd, did not exhibit their ufual Zeal 
and Promptitude, in meeting the Requifiti{ms of Britain. (Graham and 
SmQiletJ Six thoufand Provincials, with an equal Number of Regulars 
aflcmblcd, in the laft Days of June, at Lake George. On the 26th of 
July, Amhcrft, with his Force, mvefled Ticondcroga. Montcalm, 
> alarmed at the impending Defcent of Wolf upon Quebec, and with no 
adequate Supplies or Aid from Europe, had already withdrawn the 
Strength of his Army from the Shores of Champlain, and had haftened 
himfelf to the Defence of the Citadel of New France. Boulamarque, on 
the fourth Day of the Invefhnent, abandoned and difmantled Ticonderoga, 
and fecuring his Munitions, conducted the Garrifon to Crown Point. 
Amherit immediately occupied the evacuated Works. 

This Conquell, the Defirc and Labour of fb many Years, was at length 
achieved, almoft without Bloodfhcd. Townfhend, the Counterpart of 
Howe, young, brave and noble, full of Hope and Promifc, was almoft the 
only Sacrifice. Two Wecb were fpcnt in the guarded and anxious 
Scrutiny of his Spies and Savages, before Amherft was aflured that 
Crown Point al(b had been abandoned. Exa6i, cautious, and fettered by 
the prefcribed Formula of military Progrefs, he lingered three momentous 
Months, m perfeding an Afcendency upon the Lake, that Genius and En- 
tcrprifc would have inftantlygrafped. In the Interval of this Delay, Amherft 
had caufed a fmall Flotilla to be conftrufted at Ticonderoga. Efcorted 
by this Fleet, he embarked his Army on the nth Day of October, a 
Month after the Conqueft of Qucbeck, with the Defign of advancing into 
Canada. Arretted by an autunmal Tempcft, which often fweeps the 
Lake at that advanced Seafon, he was conftrained to lead back his Forces 
to Crown Pomt and Ticonderoga. The naval Armament continued its 
Advance, purfued and atucked the French Fleet. This firft Confli6l 
upon the Waters of Champlain, occurred almoft upon the Theatre, in 
another Century, of Madonough's illuftrious Viftory. 

The Worb at Ticonderoga were enlarged and improved, and a new 
Fortre(s, with an exorbitant Expenditure of ten millions of Dollars, 
was ere^ed at Crown Point, near the Site of Fojt St. Frederick, Each of 
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dicfc Works was conftniftcd on a Scale of vaft and impofing Magnifi- 
cence. The Fort and field Works fpread over an Area of fcveral 
Milesy and combined all the Elements of Strength that Science 
and Labour could accomplifh. The new Fort at Crown Point, its 
Trenches cut throi^h the maflive Rock, and its Ramparts elevated 
twenty-five Feet in Height, embraced feven Acres within its Walls. 

This Fortrcfs was elleemed, at that Period, unpregnablc to any 
ordinary Attack. The deep Ditch, and high Walls of ponderous 
Mafonry, which furmounted it, and the rocky Chara^er of its Foundations, 
guarded it alike from Aflault or gradual Approaches. Formidable as it 
dien appeared, it is believed that it would be untenable againfl the heavier 
Ordnance and increafcd Power of the Projediilcs of modem Science, 

This Campaign of Amherf( was marked by only two Events, but 
of widely different Afpeds. The one, was the Conllru6Uon of a 
military Road from the Connedicut River to the Fortreflcs upon Lake 
Champlain— a Meafure fuggeilcd by wife and beneficent Policy. The 
other Incident, was the total Deflru6Uon, by a Detachment of Rangers 
under Rogers, of the Village of the St. Francis Indians, with Fire and 
the Sword. 

While Amherft thus procrallinated, the laft convulfive although nearly 
fucceilTul Struggle for Dominion had been made by the French, in the 
attempted Recapture of Quebcck. After this Failure, the fcattered Frag- 
ments of the French Power were concentrated at Montreal. Haviland 
conduced an Army from Crown Point, for its Attack, and united with 
Amheril and Murray on the Shores of the St. Lawrence. On the 8th 
September, 1760, Vaudreuil capitulated, and yielded to England the 
Sceptre of New France. 

The Inference derived from the fubfequent Afpedl of the Country, 
and the Silence of Documents and Hiftory on the Subjedl, is llrong if not 
conclufive, that the adual Occupation of the Champlain Valley by the 
French, for practical and agricultural Purpofcs, althoi^ they maintained 
their military Afcendency for more than a fourth of a Century, did not 
extend far beyond the Protedlion of their Fortreflcs. 

The Extent and Charader of thefe early Setdements is a Queftion of 
ftrong Intereft, as well in the Illuflration it affords of the Hiftory of the 
Region, as in the antiquarian Refearches it demands. Whatever may 
have been the Number or Situation of the French Occupants, they appear 
to have receded before the Approach of the victorious Arms of Amherft, 
and probably accompanied the Retreat of the French Forces. The moft 
decinve Evidence remains of the Pre fence, at fome former Period, of a large 
and civilized Community.in the Vicinity of Crown Point. The Veftiges 
Q^ their Occupation which fUll exill, indicate a People who knew the 
Comforts and Amenities of Life, and pofleiled Nuipbers and Means to 
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fecure their Enjoyment, I do not heiitate to refer their Eziftence to the 
Epoch of the French Afcendencjr, if not to 2, fUU more remote Period. 
The Allufions of ancient Manufcripts corroborate the Traditions pre- 
fcrved in the Reminifcences of aged Perfons, that a Population ranging in 
the Eftimate from fifteen hundred to three thoufand Perfons, were 
gathered around the Fortrefs of St. Frederick. A very important Traffick, 
it is known, ezifted between the French and Englifh PofleO^ons as early as 
1700, and that Lake Champlain was the Medium of the IntQrcourfc, 
Several Years anteriour to that Period, Crown Point, it will be recoUedled, 
was referred to as a prominent Land-mark in the publick InftrudUons of 
the municipal Authorities of Albany. May it not have been, previous 
to the French Occupation, an imporant Mart of this Commerce ? We. 
confidently affiime the Conclufion, that Crown Point, at an early Period, 
was a confpicuous and flourifhing trading Poft, where the Commodities, 
of France and England were interchanged, and where the Indians con- 
gregated from widely expanded hunting Grounds, to traffick their Peltries. 

We have already briefly fketched the peninfular Pofition of Crown. 
Point — one Side refting on Bulwagga Bay, and the other waihqd by the 
Waters of the Lake. The cleareft Evidences remain, of the Groujid, 
for many Rods along the Margin of the Bay, having been graded and 
formed into an artificial Slope, inclining to the Water, Ruins of En- 
clofures arc ftill vifible. The Fragments of a former Wall, in one 
Inftance, diftindlly mark its Courfe. Tree§ which have fprung up, 
along the Line of the Wall, have fupported and preferved Spaces of it 
almoft entire. This Enclofure, embracing an Area of about two Acres, 
was evidently a fruit Yard or Garden. Fruit Trees were flourifhing in it 
within the RecoUedion of the prefent Owner. 

An Avenue fcems to have fwept in a wide Curvature along the Margin 
of the Lake, in Front of the Enclofures, and approached a landing Place, 
adapted to the Craft which at that Time navigated its Waters. Still 
more diflindt and palpable Indications are exhibited, parallel to this 
Avenue, upon the Crefl of a flight Eminence, of the former Rcfidencc of 
a denfe and profperous Population. A Street may be traced, reaching a. 
long DifUnce towards the main Land, raifcd and covered with broken 
Stone, not unlike the McAdam Roads of the prefent Day. The Ruins of 
Cellars, many of which are excavated from the folid Rock, line this 
Street on each Side. The compaft Arrangement of thefe CeDars and 
the Narrownefs of the Avenue, prefent a flriking Analogy to the anti- 
quated Villages in Canada, founded by the French, and leave litde Doubt 
that their Origin was ^he fame. 

No Veflige of this by-gone Age fo thrilled upon my Feelings, and ex- 
cited my Imagination, as the Remnant of the Sidewalk along this Street. 
It is formed of Flagging finUJar tq that now in IJfc in ox^ Cities. The 
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Stones are fhiooth and worn, and remain in the Pofition they were left 
by the Generation who once thronged them in the bufy Scenes of Life. 
We were aflured by the Occupant of the Ground, that he has difplaced 
many continuous Rods of this Pavement, in the Courfc of his agricultural 
Operations, which were in perfe^ Prefervation. 

To tread upon the Pathway of a People whofc Name and Lineage are 
forgotten, whofe Hiftory is extinct, and whofe very Era is obfcured, 
imprefles the Mind with a deeply faddcning and folemnifmg Influence. 
Thefe and equally marked Indications, extend over a wide Space about 
the Fort and along the Shores of the Lake. ImprefCve Evidences exift, near 
the Reiidence of Col. Tremble, of former cxtenfive Habitations. Two 
large Cemeteries, one near the garrifon Grounds and the other upon the 
lail Locality, atteft that the Living, in numerous Aflemblies, once ani- 
mated the^ Scenes. 

The worthy Occupant of the former remarked, without fceming 
confdous that he was yielding to the Dictate of a refined Sentiment, 
that he had felt conftniined in particular Spots to arreft the Plow, becaufe 
it fo fearfully expofed the Relicks of the Dead. 

Still anothet touching Tedimony remains that Man, in an advanced 
Stage of Society, has left his Foot-prints on thefe Scenes, to indicate his 
former Prefence. Afparagus and other hardy Plants and Shrubs, ufually 
cherifhcd by the Hand of human Culture, ftill flouriih, wild and uncared 
for, upon thefe Fields. The Settler?, who occupied the Territory after 
the Revolution, found, in an Area of about four Miles from the Fort, not 
a Tree or a Bufh to obftruft the View over the beautiful and wide 
Champaign, that had been once highly cultivated. Now a heavy Foreft 
covers half the Tra6i. Rogers, in defcribing one of his predatory Ex- 
curiions, fpeaks of luxuriant Crops waving upon thefe Fields, and on 
another Occafion, he alludes to his firing, in a fudden Foray, the Village 
itfelf. Kalm, the Swedifh Traveller, faw about the Fort in 1749, *' a 
confiderable Settlement,** and " pleafant cultivated Gardens," and " a 
neat little Church within the Ramparts." Perfons recently deceafed, 
whofe Recollection extended to a Period beyond the Revolution, recalled 
Crown Point when its bufinefs Operations were conducted in feveral 
Stores. A Circumlbince, occurring at a later Period, which we fhall 
introduce, with its Evidences, in a fubfequent Part of this Narrative, that 
feems to have contemplated Crown Point as the Capital of a projedled 
Province, is flrongly fuggeflive of its central Pofition and political Im- 
portance. A fblitary farm Houfe now occupies the Peninfula of Crown 
Point. I have been allured by the Pathos and Romance of a Subjed 
that I believe has no Parallel in this Country, to yield an unufual Space 
to its Confideration. 
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Although Camda condnued in the militaiy Occupation of the Armies 
of England, the Clouds and Uncertainties, which ihrouded her future 
Policy in reference to the permanent Acquifition of the Country^ retarded 
the Settlement of the Environs of Lake Champlain by American Emi- 
grants. The Officers and Soldiers, of both the regular and provincial 
Line, in their repeated Campaigns, had become ^miliar with the Region, 
and appreciated its Beauty and Fenility. The teeming Weft was ftiU 
the Domain of the Savage. The Impediments to Colonization referred 
to were di(pelled, whai, by the Treaty of 1 762, Canada, Acadia and 
Cape Breton, were ceded to England. 

A Proclamation made, Od. 7th, 1763, by the King of Great Britain, 
authoriied the colonial Govemours to iflue Grants of Land on either Side 
of Lake Ckmiplain. The reduced Officers and Men, who had ferved 
in the Canadian Campaigns, were efpecially to be regarded in^the ifloing 
of thefe Grants. The Holders were cm[)owered, by the Terras of their 
Grants, to make Locadons upon any unappropriated Lands. This Re- 
voludon in the Atdtude of the Country, communicated a new Impulie to 
its Affairs, and opened its Portals widely to Em^radon. The Decade^ 
{ucceeding the Year 1765, exhibited vaft Progrefi in ks Improvement 
and Cultivation. Numerous Patents were granted, and the Locations 
made under them, came frequently into Colliiion with Grants iflned during . 
the French Intrution. Stimdated by the Value of the Lands,, immensely 
enhanced by the(e Events, many Grants, utterly fiftidous^ were aflerted, 
and others revived that had been abrogated by the French Government 
or forfeited by a Failure in the Performance of their Conditions. Others 
derived from France, were preserved by adual Tenure, and had been 
recognifed by the Government of Great Britain. Many of diefe Ckflcs 
were alfo violated by Location of Grants, ifued in PorfiiaBce of the 
Ordinance of 1 763. No Grants in Addkion to thoie already mentbned 
appear to have been iiucd by the French Authorities, to any Pordon of 
jEflex County, except one of Nov. 15, I7>8, which comprehend a large 
Part of the Territory which now conftitutes the Towns of Crown Point 
and Ticonderoga. The Adjiifhnent of the cboflifdng Rights of the 
Patentees, under thefe adverfe Grants of the French and Enghfh Author- 
ides, was extreme^ difficult and embarraffii^ A proper Senfe of 
Juftice induced a Suipenfion by the Government^ in 1768, m the 
ifloing of all Patents of Lands northward of Crown Point, which were 
dainied under any French Grants. 

[After deicribiBg the American Colonifadon of the Borders of Chanb- 
phdn, and traciog the Peogrefs and Developemcnt of the Region, the 
Autbour proceeds in the hillorical Sketch.], 

No prominent Event diilinguifhed the Annals of thefe Settlements for 
feveral Years. Their agricultural and induftrial Improvement continned 
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to advance, the Colony gradually increafed in Population, flourifhing 
MiUs were eredted, and other Conveniences and Refinements of civilized 
Life were introduced. 

An Event occurred in 1775, which forcibly ilhiftrates the Tendency 
at that Time, of publick Sentiment to democratick Inilitutions, and exhibits 
its Bias towards the Dodrincs of Self-government. This Setdement, it 
has been flated, was in the ideal Lunits of Charlotte County, but it 
poflefled no tangible and pradical political or focial Organifation. It 
was too remote to be reached by the protecting Arm of Government, 
and too unimportant to receive any fpecifick legiflative Adion. The 
Preicnce and Afcendancy of fome civil or political Power were demand- 
ed, in the changed Condition and increased Population of the Colony, 
by their common Interefts, and for their mutual Prote^on and Safety. 
Under thefc Circumfbnces, they convened on the 17th of March, 
I775,(^) by common Approbation, an Aflembly of the ColoniilSy and 
conftimted themfelves in E^d, into a pure Democracy. At this popu- 
lar Convention it was determined to inftitute, for many pra6lical Purpofes, 
a local Government, A Syftem of Police and focial Regulations were 
matured, formally adopted, and ratified by the individual Signatures of 
the Citisens. It was made imperative upon all, and each was pledged 
to abide by its Provifions " by every Tie of Honour and Hone%."( ^ ) 
In contemplating this fingular and mod interelling Incident, the Mind in- 
ftin£tively reverts to the Cabin of tiie May Flower, where a fimilar Scene was 
enacted, under the Guidance of the fame Spirit and refUng upon the fame 
eternal Principles. The Officers o( the Aflbciation thus conitituted, 
comprifed a Moderator, two Superintendents of Roads and Bridges, three 
Appraifers of Damages, and a town Clerk. William Gilliland was 
cleded the firft Moderator, and Jotham Gardner the town Clerk. The 
firft Ad of this primitive Organiiation^ was an Ordinance, aothorifmg 
the Conftrudion of a Bridge, by a Tax to be levied and paid in Labour, 
afieflcd on the Bafis of Property. 

A Projed is believed to have been agitated at this Period, which in io 
Succeft would have formed a prominent Feature in the Annals of this 
Colony, and been an Event of grave Inureft and Importance in the 
political Hiftory of the Country. A Scheme, in which Gilliland and 
the elder Skeene, of a Family which attained fubiequent revolutionary'

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Notoriety, were the prominent Agitators, was difcuflcd and eflendally ma- 
tured, which contemplated the Organifation of a new Province. Its imagined 
Limits, were to extend from the St. Lawrence to the Connecticut, refting 
at the North on the Canada Boundary. In this Projed, Skeene was to 
receive the Appointment of Governour of the contemplated Province, 
and Crown Point was to be conftituted the Capitol. 

I have yielded my own Convi6lions of the Reality of this Scheme not 
alone upon the Traditions on the Subjed, and the AiTurances of thofc 
who profefs to have feen and pofTeiTed Documents which elucidated the 
whole Subjedl, but upon other forcible Confiderations.(^) 

The Afpeft at that Epoch of the Controverfy, relative to the New- 
Hampfhire Grants, rendered fuch an Occurrence exceedingly probable. 
Contemporary Annals appear to recognife the Exiftcnce of fome Projeft 
of an analogous Charader and Purpofe. (William^ Htft. Vermont. 
Hajkin, do J The diplomatick Expedient of Allen, - by which he 
aflertcd a Claim to all Northern New York, may have been fuggefted by 
this Idea. Skeene, it is known, at this Period, viilted England on fome 
important political MifBon, and was on his Return to America on 
the Verge of the Revolution, bearing as he alleged, the Appointment 
of " Governour of Crown Point and Ticonderoga. (Skeene, Letter 
to Hatoley, March i6, 1775.) In this Deiignation of the Limits and 
Title of his Government, is it not probable that he merely referred to 
thefe Fortrefles as prominent Points embraced within his Jurifdidion? 
Crown Point, it is aflcrted, was the defigned Capital of the projcdcd 
Province. This Idea ftrengihens at once the Opinion I have attempted 
to enforce, of the Prominence and Importance of Crown Point at that 
Period, and attachesForm and Coherence to the Exiftence of. this 
Scheme. Skeene was then poflelTed of a large landed Eftate, not only at 
Skeencfboro, but elfewhere in the Environs of Lake Champlain.

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the vehement Conteft between New York and Vermont had acquired its 
decpcft Rancour and Excitement. It is not probable, had that Event 
occurred, whatever may have been the political Con(equences, that 
Northern New York would now exhibit a vaft Expanfe of uncultivated 
and primeval Wildcmefs. 

An Occurrence of deep Import, fuddcnly diflblved all thefe Vifions 
of political Pljftis and Speculations, and for Years arrefted the Progrefs of 
this miniature Republick, and difpcried widely its Population. A Blow 
was ftruck, within the prefent Limits of Eflcx County, which vibrated 
not only through the wide Colonics, but was fek within the palace Walls 
of St. James. 

Haldiniand, the Commander of Crown Point and Ticondcroga, had 
announced to the Government, in 1773, that the Fort at Crown Point 
was " entirely deftroyed,** and that at Ticbndcroga in a " ruinous Con- 
dition,'* and that both could " not cover fifty Men in Winter." The 
Appeal to Arms, which in April, 1775, had founded from the Plains fo 
Lexington, fecms fimultancoufly to have fuggeftcd to various patriotick 
Individuals and Aflbciations in the Colonics, the Idea of capturing thefe 
important Fortreffcs, in their dilapidated and expofcd Condition. 
Members of the provincial Lcgiflaturc of Conncdicut, with its fecret 
Connivance, but with no publick Recognition by that Body, raifed a 
Fund to efFeft this Objc6l, and appointed a private Committee to proceed 
to the Scene, and if practicable to execute the Plan. In the County of 
Berkfhire a fmall Force was colledled, and at Bennington the daring 
Spirit and powerful Influence of Ethan Allen wera promptly enlifted in 
the Enterprife. On the 7 th of May, 1775, an intrepid Band of two 
hundred and feventy Volunteers, devoted to this daring Purpofe, and all 
of whom, except forty, were from the Green Mountains, had aflembled 
in Caftleton. 

At this Moment, Arnold, inverted with plenary Powers from the 
Maflachufetts Committee of Safety, to accomplifh the fame Objeft, ap- 
peared upon the Stage and claimed Precedence in the Command of the 
Expedition. The Conteft which cnfued and which threatened a fatal 
Refuli to the whole Enterprife, was terminated by the Troops refufing to 
march, except under the Guidance of Allen, their tried and cherifhed 
Leader, Arnold, conftrained to acquiefce in the Decifion, joined the 
Force as an Aid to the Commander. Noah Phelps, a Name that na- 
tional Graiitade (hould commemorate, one of the Conmiitiee from Con- 
nedicut, atfuming the Garb and Deportment of a Settler, boldly entered 
the Fort at Ticondcroga, and there exhibiting extreme Ignorance and 
Simplicity, and with the Pretence of feeking a Barber, wandered unfuf- 
pefted about the Worb, and thus obtained an ample Knowledge of the 
Condition and Forces of the Forirefs. 
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Xl^ Garrifon was flumbcring in profound Security. To procure the 
Means of tranfpordng the Troops, Herrick had been fcnt to Skeencfboro. 
and Baker was to join them from Otter Creek, but when the Forces, in 
the Night of the 9th, reached Shoreham, oppofite to Ticonderoga, neither 
had returned with the neceifary Boats. Seizing thc^e which could be 
reached, Allen boldly decided to proceed. The Landing was effefted at 
a litde Cove, a Mile north of the Fort. As the Dawn of Morning ap- 
peared, only cighty-diree Men had reached the weftem Shore, yet AUca, 
knowing that Delay would imperil the liTue, determined at once to ad- 
vance to the Aflault. The Story of the gallant Deed, to which the 
Hiftory of the World fcarcely prefcnts a Parallel, need not here be re- 
peated. The Fortrefs, which had coll fo much Blood and Treafure, was 
won by die little Band, in a bloodlefs Triumph " in the Name of Jeho- 
vah and the Continental Congrefs." Warner was defpatched to feize 
Crown Point, which was occupied by a mere fergeant's Guard. That 
Fort and Garrifon, on the enfuing Day, were captured without RefiiUnce. 
The Trophies of thefc Conqucfts, were two hundred Pieces of Cannon, 
Mortars and Howitzers, and a large Amount of military Stores. Another 
moll dcfirablc Acquifition to the patriot Caufe, was a Ware-houfe filled 
with Materials for Boat building. (Tbomp/on, Hift. Vermont,) Thefe 
Munitions were of great Value and Importance in the future Operations 
of the Colonics, but fuch Refults were far tranfcended by the moral Influ- 
ence and political Confcquences of this Mcafure. Remember Baker 
had been fummoncd from Otter Creek to participate in this Expedition, 
and haftening to the Aid of his old Aflbciatc, happily intercepted Boats 
defpatched from Crown Point to announce at St. Johns, the Capture, of 
Ticonderoga. 

Arnold renewed his Pretenfions to the fupreme Command, after the 
Reduction of the Forts, in the arrogant and diftatorial Spirit, that at 
every Period of hb Career, fullied his Chara6ler and marred his Pre- 
ferment. Althoi^h rcjedlcd by the Troops, Allen, in Deference to the 
great Intrepidity which had been exhibited by Arnold, partially acceded 
to thefe Claims. The Connedicut Committee, however, jufUy afluming 
that the Government of Maflachufetts had no Relation to this Movement, 
eftablilhed Allen in the Command, with unlimited Powers. A Courfe 
which Maflachufetts ultimately approved. 

Elated widi the eminent Succefs of their bold Projeft, it was decided 
to attempt the Capture of an armed Sloop, lying at St. Johns. A fmall 
Schooner commanded by Arnold, and accompanied by Allen in a Bat- 
tcau, proceeded to St Johns upon this Errand, and . by fucceflTully 
accomplifhing it, fecurcd tq the provincials the Afcendency on the 
Lake. 
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Although Congrefs, on the Intelligence of tfiefe extraordinaiy Events, 
tdvifed **the Tranfportalion of the varioiis Articles to a Place of Security,* 
they required an Inventory of them to be made, in the Language of their 
Refblution, ** in Order that they may be fafely returned, when the Ref- 
toration of Harmony between Great Britain and the Colonics, lb ardently 
defired by the latter, (hall render it Prudent and Confiftent with the 
overruling Laws of Self-prefervation." Thus fhrinking from the Re^ 
fponfibility of the glorious Deed, Congrefs refufed to ratify the firft deli- 
berate and predetermined AiTault upon Britiih Authority. 

Hiftory, in forming its Judgment of the Charafter and the Scvices of 
the Men who achieved thcfe perilous and daring Exploits, fhould regard 
the Fad, that they adled under the Behefts of no legitimate and recognifed 
Government, but from the mere Impulfcs of individual Enterprife and 
Patriotifm ; that their A^ conflituted Outlawry, and that a Failure would 
have entailed on them the Retributions vifited upon Trcafon and Rebel- 
lion. By a fingular Coincidence, the Congrefs that determined to raife 
an Army to aflert the civil Immunities of the Colonics, aflcmblcd on the 
very Day that beamed upon the Capture of thcfe FortrciTcs. The Re- 
duftion of Ticonderoga and Crown Point, opened to the Colonies the 
Gates of Canada. 

The Prcfciencc of Allen's Mind, and his practical Sagacity, compre- 
hended, at a Glance, the Magnitute of the Confequences which might 
refult from the Meafure, and which he faw within the Grafp of Congrefs. 
In urging with the warmell Importunity and with irrefiilible Reafoning, 
an immediate Attack on Canada, he forefhadowed a Policy, which then 
rcjefted, was afterwards adopted, when the aufpicious Moment had 
paflcd. In a Communication to Congrefs in June 7th, he utters this 
vigorous and emphatick Language, " I would lay my Life on it, that with 
fifteen hundred Men I would teke Montreal." 

Ethan Allen ftapds out in bold Prominence and Originality among the 
extraordinary Men, whofc high Attributes of Mind and Charader were 
evolved from the Crucible of the Times. His own Age, under the Pre- 
judices of Controverfy, was too prone to regard him as a rude and fero- 
cious Adventurer, inflamed by the mere animal Impulfes of Courage, but 
without the intelleftual Qualities to guide and elevate their Purpofcs. 
The Intellect that could attain and preferve a Maftery over the Minds 
and Hearts of fuch a Race as the Men of the Green Mountains, and 
wield that " fierce Democracy** to his Purpofes, had no ordinary Powers. 

At CafUeton, when Arnold aflerted the Command, every Man 
(houldered his Mufket, and prepared to return to his Home ; but with 
Allen, their Leader, they knew no Doubt ; they had no Fear. It was no 
(Tommon Mind that enabled him* with kindred Spirits, on one Hand, to

paralyfc the Power of New York, and on the other, by hb keen Diplo- 
macy to arrcft the Progrcfs of the Britiih Arms. Hiftory and Pofterity 
are beginning to appreciate Allen, and to award the Guerdon long and 
unjuftly witW\eId. Why ftiould not the Magnanimity and Patriotifm of 
New York cre^t a Monument on the Cliffs of Ticonderoga, rfia^ fhall 
redeem his Name, and be a perpetual Memorial of his great Exploit. 

Arnold, with indefatigable Efforts and Zeal, had equipped a Flotilla 
which he commanded, and that fecured the Supremacy of the Lake; 
but perpetual Feuds, which befet his Path, led to his Refignadon and 
withdrawal from his Poiition. No other Event in this Region diftin- 
guifhed that memorable Year, except the Organifation of the Forces for 
the Invafion of Canada. 

Congrefs, too late, adopted the Plan fuggefted by Allen and Arnold, of 
the Invafion of Canada. An Army of two thoufand Men was afle^bled 
at Crown Point and Ticonderoga, under the fucceffive Command of 
Schuyler and Montgomery, and fupplied with every Appliance within the 
limited Capacity of the Government. It embarked at thefe Pofts on the 
2ift of Augull, 1775, on its imprafticable and difaftrous Campaign. 

General Hiftory amply portrays the Fate of this Gallant little Army, 
its preliminary Vidories, its final Rcpulfe, and calamitous Retreat. 
Congrefs, meanwhile, had prefled from the Champlain Fortreflcs to the 
utmoft Extent of their Means, Reinforcements and Supplies to its Aid ; 
but the Severities of a northern Winter, and the Ravages of a loathfome 
Difeafe, continued to purfue and waftc it, until aflailed by a fuperiour 
Enemy, the American Army was compelled to abandon Canada, 

Crown Point was evacuated, the Buildings burnt, and the Material not 
capable of Removal dcftroyed ; and the entire American Forces, with 
their Munitions, were congregated around Ticonderoga. 

A large and perfcftly equipped Britifh Army had concentrated at St. 
Johns, and menaced the Colonies with a formidable Invafion. Its Ad- 
vance depended upon the naval Preponderance on the Lake. To fecure 
that Refult, each Party exerted the moft animated AdUvity. Six Veflels 
of a large Clafs, which had been built in England, were taken apart, 
tranfported to St. Johns, and there, in the Summer of 1 776, reconftrufted. 
Boats of various Dimenfions were built at that Place with the utmoft 
Celerity, but with all thefe vigorous Efforts of the Britifti Commander, 
he Fleet, confifting of thirty-one Veflels, ranging in tjieir Armament from 
one to eighteen Guns, was not prepared to advance into the Lake until 
the enfuing ift of Odober. 

This formidable Fleet was navigated by feven hundred veteran Seamen, 
and armed in Addition by an efficient Corps of Artillery. 

Congrefs had been equally alert and energetick, but with Means 
totally inadequate to the Magnitude of the Iflue. The Timber required 
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for the Conihii6Uon of a Fleet was yet (landing in the Foreft, and wa^ to 
be cut, prepared, and conveyed by human Labour to the Shipyards at 
Ticonderoga and Crown Point. The Material for its Equipment muft ^ 
be tranfported a long Diftance, over Roads nearly impradUcable. The 
• fhip Carpenters, who muft conftrud the Veflels, are occupied by urgent 
Duties in the Yards upon the fea Coaft. 

Amid all thefe adverfe Circumftances, the indomitable Energies of 
Arnold formed and equipped a Squadron of fifteen Veflels, bearing an 
aggregate Battery of fifty-five Guns, and armed by three hundred and 
^ky gallant and determined Men, who had, however, little or no Expe- 
rience in naval Afl^irs. The great Exigency invoked Courage and Sa- 
crifices ; and notwithfUnding this vaft Difparity of Strength, Arnold 
fearleflly threw himfelf acrofs the Track of the advancing Enemy. The 
Fleets met in the narrow Strait between Valcour Ifland and the weftem 
Shore, juft beyond the northern Limits of EflTex County. For four 
Hours the Battle raged with unabated and terrifick Violence. Arnold 
levelling himfelf almoft every Gun, in his own Veflel, conduced the 
Batde with the higheft Skill and Heroifm. Night feparated the Com- 
batants. 

The American Fleet, fhattered and difabled, palling around the 
northern Point of the Ifland, attempted to cfcapc to Crown Point, en- 
veloped in the Fog of a dark and cloudy Night. The carlieft Dawn, 
revealed their Retreat to the vigilant Enemy, and an inftant Purfuit 
enfued. 

In the Obfcurity of the Hour, a folitary Rock, (landing in the Midft 
of the Lake, and (hrouded in the autumnal Mift, was miftaken by the 
Briiifh for a VcflTel of the American Fleet, and a Cannonade was dircdled 
againft it. The Mariner of the Lake, ftill calls that rocky Iflet, Carl- 
ton's Prize. 

Arnold was overtaken near Otter Creek, by the Britifh Fleet, and in 
covering the Retreat of the Remainder of his Squadron, maintained with 
his Angle Galley and fi\c Gondolas for another four Hours, a bloody and 
glorious Combat. Determined to preferve his VeflTels from becoming 
Trophies to the Enemy, he ran the i\x aihore and blew them up. Their 
blackened Fragments, for many Years, remained upon the Beach at 
Panton, Memorials of his Gallantry and Patriotifm, long after other 
Deeds had (lamped Imfamy upon his Name. One Galley only was 
taken, while the Reft of the Fleet retreated to Ticonderoga. 

A lonely Houfe, and probably the only one in a wide Circuit, ftood, in the 
Year 1776, upon the Mainland, dircdly oppofite the little Cove in Val- 
cour Ifland, where Arnold's Fleet was moored. Here refided a Family 
by the Name of Hay, who were in Communication with Arnold. It had 
been arranged between them, that if the Inmates of the Houfe (hould 
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cBfcovcr the Approach of the Enemy, they would announce it to Arnold, 
by difplaying a Sheet at a particular Window. 

The Advance of Carlton was perceived and the concerted Signal giv^, 
but for fome Rcafon unknown, Arnold did not or could not take Ad- 
vantage of the Information to efcape, as the Hays Family fuppofed he ' 
intended. A Daughter of Mr. Hay, the venerable Mrs. Elmore, ftUi furvivcs 
and reiides near the Spot, who at that Time was an Infant in her mother's 
Arms, and from whom I received many interefting Particulars of the 
Battle and the early Settlement of the Country, which had been preferved 
in the Traditions of the Family. The Ruins of the Cellar, yet indicate 
the Pofition of the Houfe and the Scene of the Conflift. While the Battle 
ftill raged, Mrs. Hay, carrying her Child, went to a Spring near the Lake 
Shore, which was then mantled by a denfe Wood. To her great 
Amazement and Terrour, (he found heHelf in the Midft of a large Body 
of Indians, armed with Guns and Tomahawks, and their Faces Embla- 
zoned by their war Paint. They were placed therein Ambufh, prepared 
to receive the American Crew?, if they fhould attempt to t9x^ an Efcape 
by landing. The Mother, agitated and alarmed, ckfping the Child to 
her Bread, was weeping bitterly, when an aged Chief came to her Side, 
and unable to impart Confolation or an Aflurance of Proteftion by 
Words, manifefted his kind and protecting Feelings, by gentJy and footh- 
kigly wiping away her Tears. 

The Remains of one of the American Flotilla, which was funk during 
this ConfliA, are ftill vifible at low Water, when the Lake is fcrene and 
unruffled. Cannon Balls and other Munidons have been recovered from 
this Wreck. It lies within the Cove and near a rocky Met, which from 
the Circumftance is called Ship Ifland. 

I record this domeftick Incident, becauie it attefts the hiftorical Fa£l, 
which has been fomewhat controverted, that Indians accompanied the Fleet 
of Carlton, and were prefent upon the Mainland and Ifland, prepared to 
capture and to commit their favage Attrocities upon Arnold and his gal- 
lant Crews, in the Event of their abandoning the Ships. 

Gen. Cariton advanced no farther than Crown Point, which he again 
occupied, and after fpending a Month in obferving the Movements of the 
American Army, and threatening an Attack at Ticonderoga, returned ta 
Canada with his Troops. 

On the 2ift of June, 1777, Burgoync landed with his brilliant Army 
on the Banks of the Boquet. Ten Days were occupied in a Reconnoit 
fance of Ticonderoga, in reorganifing his Forces, in drilling his Boatmen , 
in the Eftuary of that River in the Evolutions incident to their Duties, 
and in holding his celebrated Congreis with the Indian Tribes. 

The Selection of this Point, as the Scene of (b important an Event, 
indicates ics Prominence. The Summons of the Bridfh General had been' 
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V-e4>onded to by the favage Warriours, in far greater Numbers than he had 
expeded or deiired. A Redoubt, ftanding on an Eminence above the 
River, and near the Falls> was iignalifed by this pidurefque and impreflive 
Spc<^cle. The Operations of Agriculture have now obliterated all 
Veftiges of this Work, although, until recently^ its Lines could be diP- 
tindly traced. 

Thefe Hordes were addrefled by Burgoyne, in a Speech profeffing to 
reftrain their Ferocity, but calculated in its Influence to inflame their 
favage PafEons. A war Chief of the Iroquois replied, with equal Vehe^ 
mence, pledging the Tribes to an eternal Warfare againfl the Foes of 
England. A Feafl was held, the War-dance celebrated, and thefe merci- 
lefs Savages let loofe upon the Colonies. 

Burgoyne, foon after, concentrated his Forces at Crown Point, and 
there iflued a turgid and declamatory Proclamation, addrefled to the 
American People, which was equally unfucceflt'ul in exciting their Fears 
or winning their Confidence. 

The Interval occupied by thefe Delays, had been vigoroufly employed 
by Gen. St Clair in improving the Strength of the originral Fort at 
Ticonderoga, and in ereding additional Works. A lofty Eminence, 
named Mt. Independence, upon the eaflern Side of the Lake, he fortified 
by a ftrong and extenfive Redoubt. Congrefs, from Inability or Remifl"- 
nefs, had failed to fupply cither Munitions or a Garrifon, competent to 
the adequate Occupation of the extended Works. 

Compelled by this Fa6l to the Courfe, or fwaycd by a falle Security, 
St. Clair had negleded to occupy two other commanding and important 
Pofitions. One of thefe, called by him Mt. Hope to commemorate the 
high Expedations formed by its Capture, was feized on his Advance by 
Gen. Frazer. The other, Mt. Defiance, is fltuated on the fouth Side of 
the Oudet of Lake George. Under the Diredion of Gen* Philips, the 
Britifh had furmounted the rugged Slope of this Eminence, in the Night 
preceding the 5th of July. With Difmay and Ailonifhment the Americans 
beheld, at the early Dawn, its Creft occupied by a Baitery(^) briflling 
with Ordnance and gleaming with the Scarlet of the Britifh Uniform. 

Neither Ticonderoga nor Ml Independence was longer tenable, and 
a Council of War decided, without Hefitation, to abandon both Works, 
Thefe Pofls were conneded by a floating Bridge one thoufand Feet in 
Length. The fame Night, a Divifion of the American Troops were 
defiling in Silence and Order over this Bridge, unfufpeded by the 
Enemy, when ftiddenly the Glare of a burning Houfe upon Mt. Inde- 
pendence fhed a brilliant Ilhmiinadon over the Scene and revealed their 
Movements and Pofldon.

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The royal Army was at once aroufed, and at an early Hour the 
Britifti Flag was again waving over the Ramparts of Fort Carillon. 

The Americans retreated in general Confufion and Diforder, to Hub- 
bardton, and there recovering their Difcipline and afluming a favourable 
Pofition, awaited the Attack of Gen. Frazcr, by whom tJiey had been 
clofely purfucd. Here was fought one of the moft bloody, ably conteft- 
ed and difaftrous Battles of the Revolution. It has not acquired that 
Prominence in American Hiftory, or that Confideration from the Coun- 
try, due to the Valour and Sacrifices by which it was fignalifed. Had the 
Iflue been favourable to the American Arms, as was probable at one 
Period, its Refults would have anticipated the Confcquenccs and the 
Glory of Bennington. 

St. Clair, embarking the main Divifion of the Garrifon, with the 
Stores, Munitions and Provifions which it was prafticable to remove, in 
Battcaux protedled by the Galleys, retreated towards Skecnefboro. 

The Booms and Bridges which had been conftruftcd by the Labour of 
many Months, were at once burft afunder, and the Britifh Squadron, 
bearing fcvcral Regiments of Troops, was foon in rapid Purfuit of the 
retreating Flotilla. Two of the Galleys were taken by the Enemy, the 
Reft were deftroyed by the Americans. 

Burgoyne acquired by the Capture of Ticonderoga a vaft Amount of 
Stores, Ordnance and other military Supplies. 

I leave to publick Hiftory the Recital of the fubfequcnt Progrefs and 
Fate of Burgoyne. 

A bold and fpirited Scheme was conceived in the following September 
by Gen. Lincoln, then in the military Command of Vermont, to aflail 
the Bafe of Burgoyne's Operations and to furprife Ticonderoga. The 
Plan, which was purfued with great Boldnefs and Zeal, had entire Suc- 
cefs, except in the Capture of the Fortrefs itfelf. Mt. Hope and Mt. 
Defiance( ^ ) were recovered, a large Number of American Pnfoners were 
releafed, feveral hundred of the Enemy captured, with an armed Veflel 
and more than two hundred Batteaux. 

After the Surrender of the Britifh Army at Saratoga, the Garrifons 
upon Lake Champlain evacuated and difmantled the various Pofb, and 
withdrew their entire Forces into Canada. 

No further belligerent Movements of Intereft occurred during the War 
upon the Shores of Lake Champlain.

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Gen. Haldimand(^ ) advanced in 1 780 to Ticonderoga, and again occu- 
pied the Fort^ rather apparently in a diplomatick, than a military Atti- 
tude. 

The Armiftice eftablifhed by him and the Vermont Authorities, which 
extended to the Hudfon River, was probably regarded as embracing the 
Champlain Valley. 

Ticonderoga, in this Interval, was the Scene of thofe undefined Ne- 
gotiations between Vermont and England, the Charadler and Purpofes 
of which have excited fo much Difcuffiori, and which arc ftill enveloped 
in fuch profound Obfcurity. 

Whether the Intentions of Vermont were Difloyal to the Authority of 
Congrefs, or didlated by a confummate diplomatick Sagacity, the direft 
Effeft of this Armiftice was moft aufpicious to the Interefts of the 
Country. It threw an effectual Shield over the whole northern Frontier, 
and for a long Period arrefted the Adion of ten thoufand Bridfh Troops. 

The Remains of thefe Fortrcfles, now crumbling Ruins, ftill atteft 
their former Splendour and Strength. They arc now guarded and pre- 
fervcd by private Tafte and Intelligence, from the Vandal Outrages which 
were rapicfly dcftroying them. We may cherifti the Hope, that the moft 
extenfive and impofing Ruins in America, redolent with the brighteft 
hiftorical Aflbciations, and becoming fhroudcd in the Venerablenefs of 
Antiquity, will be perpetuated to excite the Admiration and to attra6l 
the Pilgrimage of future Ages. Thefe Fields of Glory are now tilled in 
the peaceful Purfuits of Hufbandry. In the Vicinity of Ticonderoga, 



( 1 ) Frederick Haldimand, K.. B., was 
a native of Switzerland, and appointed 
Lieutenant-Colonel of . the 60th or Royal 
American Regiment, on 4th January, 

1756, and came to America, where he 
was allowed the local Rank of Colonel in 

1757. He accompanied the Army under 
Major-Oeneral Amherft, from Ofwego to 
Montreal, in 1760, and in 1762 was 
promoted to be Colonel in the Army. 
He was employed in Florida, and in the 
beginning of 1767, immediately on his 
Arrival at Penfacola, caufed the Enceinte 
of the Fort to be confiderably extended, • 
widened the Streets, and otherwife im- 
proved the Place. He remained in Com- 
mand of the Poft the enfuing Year, 
(Pitman's MiJJiJIippij \n.) He was 
promoted to be Major-General in Ame- 
rica, 15th May, 1772, and on the 20th 
October following, Colonel Commandant 
of the 60th Regiment. He returned to 



England in Auguft, 1775, for the Purpofe 
of giving Information to the Miniftry on 
the State of the Colonies, and was com- 
miliioned a General in America, if^ 
January, 1776. In the following Year 
he was promoted to be Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral in the Army, and Licutenant-Gov- 
emour of the Province of Quebec, where he 
fucceeded Sir Guy Carleton in 1778, and 
adminiftered its Affairs until the Clofe of 
1784. He arrived in London on loth 
January, 1785, and in Odlober following, 
took leave of the King, previous to return- 
ing to Canada as Govemour. (GentlewtarCs 
Magamine, lv., 832^. But his Adminif- 
tradon bad been fo oppreBive and tyran- 
nical, and the Complaints fo loud againft 
him, that he did not return to that 
Country. He retired to Switzerland, and 
died at Yeverden in June, 1791. — 
(O'Callagkan^s Note to Colonial Hift.y vu, 
395->) 
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Balls, Mufkcts, Swords, and numerous other Relicks of War, arc con- 
ftantly revealed. At one Period, the Line of the fatal Abattis might 
almoft be traced by thefe dumb but fignificant Memorials of the Spot, 
where the harveft of Death had been the moft exuberant. 

The Courle of the Circumvallations and Trenches, fingularly complex 
and interlaced, may readily be diftinguilhcd. Part of the Battlements, 
rifing above the rocky Cliff, are almoft entire. The Line of the Ram- 
parts is ftill traced ; the Ruins of a Portion of the Barracks remain, 
although private Cupidity has removed much of the Brick and Stone of 
the Buildings. The Bakery is in a State of good Prefervation. At 
Crown Point the Ruin is ftill better preferved, although here the deep 
Intereft that entrances at Ticonderoga, is lefs profound and exciting. 
The Mounds of Fort St. Frederick are yet perceptible, althoi^h fallen 
and dilapidated. The Oven, the covered Way, and Magazine, are eafily 
diftinguiftied. The Fort erefted by Amherft, might even now be reftored. 
The Form of the vaft quadrangular Barracks, which enclofed the Efplan- 
adC) may ftill be diftinguiftied, although one Side has been totally demoliftied, 
and another partially removed. They formed, until the Defecration was 
arrefted by the prcfent Proprietors, Quarries that fupplied building Ma- 
terial to a wide Region. Two of thcfc Barracks remain in partial Pre- 
fervation, one, one hundred and ninety-two Feet, and the other two 
hundred and fixtecn Feet in Length. The Walls vet ftand, and although 
Rooflcfs, without Floors, and the Beams charrea and blackened, they 
are in more perfcft Condition than any oth^r Part of either Ruin. 
The inner Walls bear tlie Soldiers' idle Scribblings of almoft a Century 
ago. Each Room contains a broad and lofty Fireplace. ^hQ garrifbn 
Well, almoft one hundred Feet deep, remains. The Diredion of the 
covered Way, conducing to the Lake, although occafionally fallen in, 
may readily be difcerned. 

How chan^d the Scene, (ince the Chivahy of France and England, 
and the favage Warriours from Acadia to the Precindb of Hudfon's Bay, 
were marfhalled on thefe Shores. Laft Auttunn, ftanding on a lofty 
Eminence on the fouthern Limits of Effex County, I gazed far along the 
bold Banks and tranquil Bofom of Lake George. The View was as 
lovely as in the Age of Montcalm and Howe, but not a Sound broke the 
deep Stillnefs of Nature, not a Form interrupted its Solitude. When I 
ftood amid the Ruins of Crown Point, Cattle were ruminating in in 
Baftion, and a folitary Robin twittered among the Branches of a Tree, 
whofe Roots were interlaced among the Rocks of the Ramparts. I faw 
Sheep feeding upon the Walls of Fort Carillon, and plucked wijd Grapes 
from a Vine clufteriag upon the Ruins oi its Magazine.

UDNY HAY. 

Page 58, Notes i, 2. 

OINCE the above Page was printed it has been found that the Reference 
, to" Dep. Quaner-Maller-General Major Hay, mufl concern Udny 
Hay, who is mentioned properly on the fame Page as AJJiftant Deputy 
Quarter-Mafter-General. As Udny Hay's Commiilion of Brevet Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel was not coniinned by Congrels until two Months after 
the Date of the above Order, it is probable that he was generally called Major 
Hay at the Time. This is the more likely, as Samuel Hay docs not feem 
to have been in the Quarter- Mailer's Department ; and had the latter 
been Deputy-Quarter-Mafter-General, he would have ranked Lieut. Col. 
Udny Hay, who was only JJftftnnt Depuiy-Quarter-Mafter-General. 
This Confulion of Tides would be in keeping with the Inaccuracies that 
chara£terife other Parts of the Order — which, it is plain, has been 
careleflly copied from the Original, into the Orderly Book. For inftance, 
after the Words "Officer or Soldier," on the fame Page, it is neceflary 
to infert, to take any Wood ; which Words, or others of fimilar Import, 
were doubdcfs to be found in the Original. The following further Par- 
dculars concerning Udny Hay have appeared in the Hiftorical Magazine, 
III, 158, fince the foregoing Pages were printed. 

" Col. Hay wasundoubtedly Col. Udny Hay, as no other Officer of 
that Name and Rank is found in the Revoludonary Army. He was a 
favourite Officer to Gen. Wafhington, who in a Letter to the Prefident of 
Congrefs, written in 1778, fpeaks of him as the beft qualified of any Man 
upon the Continent, for the Office of Quarter-Mafter-General of the 
Army; and again, to Gen. Arnold, in 1780, as "a faithful and in- 
defatigable Officer.*' 

" He was an Irilhman by Birth, and came to this Country without Pro- 
perty or Friends. After the Revolution he refided in Vermont, and took 
an adlive Part in the political Affiiirs of the State, and was a Member of 
that peculiar Branch of the Government denominated the Council of 
Cenfors. He was alfo a frequent Contributor to the Burlington Centinel. 
He died in 1806, and his funeral Sermon was preached by Prefident 
Saunders of the Vniverfity."
